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EXPLANATIONS 


1. Academic year—for the sake of uniformity the academic year 
in these tables is taken to coincide with the financial year, $.e., from Ist 
April, 1954 to 31st March 1955. 


2. Reeognised Institutions —are those in which the course of study 
followed 1s that prescribed or recognised by the Government or by a 
University or by a Board of Secondary and Intermediate Education 
eonstituted by law and which satisfy one or more of these authorities, 
as the case may be, that they attain to a reasonable standard of 
efficiency. They are open to inspection and their pupils are ordinarily 
eligiblo for admission to public examination and tests held by the 
Government or the University or the Board. 


3 Unrecognised Institutions—are those which do not come under 
the above definition of recognised institutions 


4. Enrolment—for definiteness, the enrolment in the institutions 
on 31st March of the year m question is taken. 


5. Expenditure—in calculating the expenditure from Government, 
District Board or Municipal Board Funds, all payments or contributions 
from fees and other sources, which are credited to such funds, are 
deducted. 


6 Local Boards-—include District, Municipal and Cantonment 
Boards, as well as, Town Area Committees and Janapad Sabhas. 


7. Examination Results—refer to those students who were educated 
during the current year. These include results of private candidates 
also. 


8 Indirect Expenditure—represents the amount incurred on direc- 
tion, inspection, buildings, furniture, scholarships, hostels and other 
miscellaneous items. Its nature is such that it cannot be apportioned to 
each type of institution. 


9. All statistics refer to Recognised Institutions only, except 
where side-headings for Unrecognised Institutions are provided. 


* 10. Institutions which were exclusively or mainly meant for girls 


have been classified as girls’ institutions and the remaining as boys’ 
institutions ° 


11 The Statistics pertainmg to the N. E. F. A., have been 
incorporated for the first time in 1954-55, So, the all-India figures for 
1953-54 exclude those pertaining to N E. F. A. whereas those for 1954-55 
include them. 

12. The statistics partamung to the erstwhile State of Bilaspur are 
included in those of Himachal Pradesh.

CHAPTER I 
GENERAL SURVEY 


The year 1954-55—the’ fourth year of the First Five Year Plan— 
was marked by intense and varied activity in the field of Education. 
In spite of numerous handicaps, such as natural calamities, limited 
financial resources and lack of trained personnel, substantial progress 
was made and a number of new projects undertaken for the improve- 
ment of the quality and standard of education at all levels. 


During the year under report, there was considerable expansion 
and improvement in the field of Elementary Education. Under the 
Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemployment, a large number of primary 
schools were opened. The conversion of conventional type of primary 
schools into basic ones and the introduction of crafts m many primary 
schools went a long way in giving a practical bias to education at this 
stage. Facilities for the traming of teachers were enlarged and their 
scales of pay improved in some of the States. 


I Schemes of Basic Education included in the First Five Year Plan 
continued to be implemented during 1954-55 and a new scheme entitled 
«Expansion of Basic Education” was launched This scheme included 
the establishment of new basic traimng colleges, the conversion of 
existing trainmg institutions into basic ones, the training of 
craft teachers, the introduction of crafts in schools, the opening 
of new basic schools, conversion of existing schools mto basic 
ones and the preparation of teaching aids for basic schools. As a 
result, the pace of the opening of new basic schools quickened consider- 
ably. The Government of India appomted an assessment committee to 
make an “on the spot! survey and enquiry about the development of 
basic education in the country. 


Durmg tho year, great emphasis was laid on the reconstruction 
and improvement of Secondary Education in the States. With a view 
to catermg to the needs of students of varied aptitudes and preparing 
them for hfe more realistically, the Government of India initiated a 
scheme for the establishmont of 500 multipurpose schools in the couniry. 
Moreover, measures were adopted to improve the existang facilities 
for the teaching of science and social studies in 1,500 schools and to 
introduce crafts in 2,000 schools (800 multipurpose and 1,500 ordinary 


high schools). 


The Central Advisory Board of Education at its 22nd meeting 
ed the decision of the Vice-Chancellors of Universities and 
Chairmen of the Boards of Secondary Education ofthe States that 
secondary education should be a self-contamed and complete stage in 
itself and should provide instruction upto the age of 17 plus, followed 
by a three-year degree course. The Board also discussed the question 
of the inclusion of Gandhian Teaching m the curriculum of high schools 


endors 
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ànd universities and authorised the Chairman to set up a committee to 
decide about the best way to introduce it m the curricula and suggest 
measures for making it effective. 


The Government of India, with the co-operation of Ford Founda. 
tion, held ten seminars during the year. Eight of these were organised 
in order to secure the co-operation of the Head-masters and teachers 
in the implementation of the recommendations of the Secondary 
Education Commission and of the Secondary Education Inter- 
national Team. The other two seminars were arranged for 
specialised groups—one to consider the question of organismg extension 
courses in secondary traming colleges and the other to discuss the 


workshop method in schools in the light of the participants’ personal 
experience. 


Another important development in the field of Secondary 
Education was the setting up of the Central Education and Vocational 
Guidance Bureau in the Central Ministry of Education with 
a view to preparmg suitable material and aids to help the students 
in the proper choice of the subjects for the high school course 
and to guide them in the proper choice of a career after leaving 
the school. The State governments were also asked to set up similar 
Bureaus in their regions and 10 States agreed to do so. 


Progress in the field of Teachers’ Training was accelerated. 
The conversion of conventional type of training institutions to basic 
ones was continued at good speed The Central Institute of Education 
completed another year of useful activity and prepared group tests of 
intelligence for children of 11 years and above. The Institute produced 
a model of a 16 mm  filmstrip projector made entirely of indigenous 
material. The cost of the projector was less than Rs. 200 as compared 
to its foreign prototype which was sold at about Rs 600. 


The scheme of Labour and Social Service Camps was mitiated 
during the year. A provision of Rs. 1 crore existed in the First Five 
Year Plan for these camps Schools and colleges were encouraged to 
organise these: camps in the villages in Community Project Areas. 
Besides, some voluntary organisations were also encouraged to organise 
such camps for the students. The camps undertook various activities, 
such as clearance of slums, construction of roads and bunds and desilt- 


ing of tanks, etc 450 such camps were organised during ihe period, in 
which 61,887 youths participated 


In the sphere of Social Education, 
made during the period under review To encourage the production 
of literature, which would be m: harmony with national tradition and 
at the same time develop, in the minds of the neo-literates, a scientific 
and critical consciousness of the problems of the modern age, the 
Government of India initiated a scheme early in 1954 to guarantee 
a minimum sale to publishers and writers, of books which were 
judged to be of requisite quality and standard Under thi 
5 prizes of Rs. 1,000 each and 3y prizes of Rs 500 each were 
One thousand copies of every prize-winning 
distribution m Community Project Areas

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Central Ministry of Education announced the 2nd prize competition 
during the year. The first volume of the Popular Encyclopaedia for neo- 
literates entitled “Gyan Sarowar" was completed. Fifteen prizes of 
Rs. 500 each were given for best books for children, Seventeen more 
prizes—10 of Rs. 1,000 each and the rest for Rs. 200 each— were awarded 
for original works'and translation in Hindi of outstanding merit. 


The Government of India, with the co-operation of the Ford Founda- 
tion, organised the fourth hterary workshop at Santiniketan for four 
weeks, in which promising writers were imparted training in producing 
reading material suited for neo-literates 


The publication of social education literature in Hindi, initiated by 
the Central Government in 1950, made good progress, during the year, 
when 16 more pamphelts providing wholesome reading material for 
adults were brought out These pamphlets wore sent to the State 
governments for free distribution to social eduedtion centres and other 
institutions. Í 


The Central Social Welfare Board, working under the -aegis of 
the Ministry of Education, undertook to establish welfare extension 
projects in every district of the country. 


Under the scheme of the First Five Year Plan, for the grant of 
financial assistance to voluntary organisations doing useful work in 
the fields of Basic, Social and Vocational Education, an amount of 
Rs. 2,78,650 was paid as the Central share of the contribution to 
5 institutions dunng this year. 


To encourage the use of audio-visual aids in educational institutions, 
the Ministry of Education organised a two-month seminar on audio-visual 
education im Delhi from May to July 1954. The nominees of the States 
associated with organising and planning audio visual education participat- 
ed in the Seminar. 


The Central: Film Library purchased, during the year, about 400 
new films, 100 duplicate prints, 11 children's entertainment films and 3 
feature documentaries. l 


A bill to give statutory recognition to the University Grants Commis- 
sion? set up ın the previous year, was introduced in the Parhament. The 
Chairman of the Commission visited various universities, during the year, 
to discuss their needs and to advise them on the utilization of the resour- 
ces placed at their disposal for development. 


The Commission recommended the following minimum scales of pay 
for university teachers : 


Professors Rs. 800-1,250 
Lecturers Rs. 250-500 


With a view to enabling the universities to conform to these scales, 
grants amounting to Rs. 5,92,000 were sanctionod to them during the 


year. 
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During 1954-55, the four Central Universities received Rs. 70 lakhs 
approximately by way of maintenance granis from the U.G. C A com- 
mittee was appointed to go into the finances of the Central Universities 


and recommend such block grants for them as would meet their normal 
expenses for five years from 1956-57. 


'The Central Provinces Manganese Ore Co. Ltd., donated £1,00,000 
to the Commission for the furtherance of the study of science and techno- 
logy for the benefit of minimg industry including the manganese ore 
industry at the Universities of Nagpur and Saugar. An amount of 
Rs 13,00,000 was paid to these universities during the year, 


Under the U S-India Wheat Loan Educational Exchange Pro- 
gramme, initiated during the year, the following expenditure was incurred 
on the supply of books and laboratory equipment to selected universities 


and institutions of higher research in India and the exchange of persons 
between India and the U.S.A.

Under the same programme, Indian books were also supplied to insti- 
tutions in the USA, at an estimated cost of $15,000. 


The problem of providing facilities for higher education in rural 
areas has been exercising the minds of the authorities for many years. 
l In orde” to survey the situation and evolve a sound policy in this field, 

a co nmittee consisving of Dr. K. L Shrimal, M. P., (Convenor), Dr. J. O, 
Mathur, I. C. 8 , Dr. L. H. Forster, President, Turkejee Institute, U.S.A. 
and Dr. L’ K. leist, Director, Dartingtoa Hall, U.K. was appointed. 
The committee submitted 1ts report, which was under consideration. 


A team of 18 educationists comprising principals of colleges, promi- 
nent teachers of rural, basic and social education institutions as well as 
the representatives of the States of West Bengal, Bihar, Bombay and 
Saurashtra was deputed to Denmark, on the suggestion of Dr. Peter 
Manniche, to study the rural education system in that country and to 
suggest suitable features for adoption in our own national programme. 


The report ofthe team was considered by the Rural Higher Education 
Committee. 


| Progress in the field of Technical Education was fully maintained dur. 
ing the year. The All-India Council for Technical Education at its meeting 
held on 30th October, 1954, considered the question of formulating schemes 
for the Second Five Year Plan and appointed a special commuttee for this 
purpose. The items suggested for special consideration, inter alia, includ- 
ed provision of integrated schemes of apprenticeship training and techni- 
cal education for the age-group 14—17 as artisans and craftsmen and for 
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the age-group 16-2] as supervisory personnel, provision of part-time techni- 
cal education facihties for adult workers, establishment of Western Higher 
Technical Institute, provision of summer schools for technical teachers, 
short-term refresher courses and mstitution of scholarships and free-places 
in partnership with the State governments. 


On the recommendation of the Board of Management Studies, the 


Government approved a scheme for organising courses in Industrial 
Engineering, Industrial Admmustration and Business Management in 


selected institutions 


In accordance with the recommendation of the All-India Council for 
Technical Education, the Government decided to establish four regional 
Schools of Printing at Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta and Madras, for the 
training of technicians for the printing industry. It was also decided to 
establish a School of Town and Regional Planning at Delhi asa joint 
enterprise of the Central Government and the Institute of Planners, a 
School of Architecture at Madras and to increase training facilities at 


the J. J. School of Art, Bombay. 


- The Government approved the recommendation of the Council re- 
garding the provision of training facilities ın Ore-dressing in technologi- 
cal institutions offering courses in Mining, Metallurgy, Chemical Engineer- 


ing and Chemical Technology. 


The Practical Training Stipend Scheme and the Research Traming 
Scholarship Scheme of the Central Ministry of Education were continued 
during the year. A sum of Rs. 4:74 lakhs was incurred on the former and 
Rs. 8 62 lakhs on the latter. Besides, grants amounting to Rs. 46 9 lakhs 
and interest-free loans of the value of Rs. 45:6 lakhs were given to select- 
ed universities and engineering and technolog'cal institutions for the 


development of scientific education. 
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The Training Centre for thc Adult Blind, Dehra Dun, mainzained 
steady progress durmg 1954.55. The Centre had 146 inmates on rolls 
coming from 19 different States. Under the Scheme of Post School 
Scholarships for the Blind, 14 scholarships were continued from the pre- 
.Vious year and 18 new scholarships awarded. To provide gamful employ- 
ment to the blind, a sheltered workshop was established at the Centre on 
an experimental basis, where traming in weaving of woollen textiles and 
thair caning was provided An employment office for the blind was 
set up at Madras to secure jobs for ex-trainees of the institution im 
industrial establishments. During the year, 9 ex-trainees were absorbed 
Im the Indian Telephone Industries, Bangalore and 3 m Bangalore 


Woollen Mills. 


The Central Braille Press, Debra Dun published 7 books in Hindi, 
one each m Marathi and Telugu and 2 in Goran Besides, the Press also 
published the Calendar for 1955 in Braille. Another significant develop- 
ment in this field was the setting up of à workshop for the manufacture of 
braille appliances which produced 567 slates during the year. Grants 
amounting to Rs, 7,500 approximately were given to 9 institutions for 
the blind m non-Handi speaking areas for transcribing books into Braille 


Bharati. 
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During the year, the Central Government awarded 20,658 scholar- 
ships at a costof Rs. 1079 lakhs to students belonging to Schedul- 
ed Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other Backward Classes for post-matri- 
culation studies. Under the General Culture Scholarships Scheme, 91 
students came to India, while 203 students continued ther studies from 
the previous year. Twenty-two scholars were sent abroad for further 
studies under the Modified Overseas Scholarships Scheme and 3 under the 
Central States Scholarships Scheme. Besides, quite a number of scholar- 


ships were awarded vo Indian students by foreign governments and inter- 
national organisations 


In the field of Art and Culture, the National Academy of Arts (Lalit 
Kala Academy) was sot up durmg the year. A delegation of Indian artists 
was sent to the U.S Š R. and a cultural troupe was received fiom China. 
Besides, India participated in several mternataonal cultural conferences and 
sponsored art and culture exhibitions to various countries. An exhibition 
of “Indian Art Through the Ages” toured some ofthe countries of Europe 
and Middle East. A Cultural agreement was,signed between India and 
iraq. 


The plan for the building of the National Museum, New Delhi, as 
recommended by the expert committee, was approved. The Students’ 
Service Unit of the Indian Council for Cultural Relations organised an 


educational-cum-recreational summer camp for foreign students at Kodai- 


kanal. The camp was attended by students from 16 countries studying 
` in India during the year. 


For the promotion of cultural relations, Dr. 
Suniài Kumar Chatterjee, undertook a tour of West Africa. Two lec- 


turers were sent to Trinidad, British West Indies, to teach Hindi to the 
Indian Community there, 


The classes for teaching Hindi to the non-Hindi knowing Central 
Government employccs in Delhi were carried on at; eight centres. About 
320 candidates took up the third Hindi Prabodh Examination held in 
November 1954. The Board of Scientific Terminology had 18 expert 


committees at work on various science subjects for the preparation of 
scientific terminology 


For the propagation of Hindi m eastern states of the country, a 
grant of Rs 25,000 was paid to Akhil Bhartiya Hindi Parishad, Agra. 
An amount of Rs. 15,000 was sanctioned to the Hindustan: Culture 
Society, Allahabad 'for preparing a standard English-Hindi dictionary on 
the lines of Concise Oxford Dictionary A grant of Rs 25,000 was 
sanctioned to the Nagari Pracharni Sabha, Banaras for bringmg out a 
revised edition of standard Hindi dictionary (shabad——kosh) and publish- 


mg cheap editions of Hindi Classics. The details of some more grants 
sanctioned, during the year, are given below :

To encourage the production of suitable books in Hindi, prizes of 
the total value of Rs. 24,000 were awarded to the authors of selected 
books. A Committee was set up to prepare a Basic Hindi Grammar. 


A scheme was formulated to establish a National Book Trust with 
the object of assisting in the cultural integration of India by encouraging 
the growth and inter-change of hterature in Hindi and other Indian 


languages. 


In accordance with the recommendations of the Conference of the 
Presidents of the Sports Organisations held in August 1954, an All-India 
Council of Sports was set up during the year. In its first mectang, the 
Council appointed a standing committee of seven members to serve as its 
' Executive Body. 


To promote cultural understanding among the youth of the country 
the First Inter-University Youth Festival was organised in Delhi in 
November, 1954, m which nearly 800 students, representang 26 univer- 
sities, participated. Cultural competitions ín arts and crafts, drama, 
classical dance, instrumental, vocal and classical nrusic, Hindi elocution 
and folk dance were held at the festival. Another significant activity 
m the feld of Youth Welfare was the organisation of a “drama camp” 
at Andrella (Kangra Valley) in June 1954. Selected students from the 
Universities of Delhi, Rajputana and Agra, received tramung m drama 
and technique of stage-craft at the camp. The training was also directed 
to stimulate aesthetic and critical faculties in relation to art. 


During the year under review, the Government of India and the 
Indian National Commission for Unesco, participated in all the mpor- 
tant projects of Unesco such as the Translation of Indian Classics m 
Western Languages, the Unesco Coupon Scheme, Technical Assistance 
Programme and the Arid Zone Research Programme The Commission 
recommended to Unesco a list of Indian classics for translation mto 
English and French. In co-operation with Unesco, the Government of 
India organised a regional symposium on ‘Wind and Solar Energy’ in 
Ottober, 1954 Experts from vamous countnes participated in the 
symposium. 
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India participated in the Eighth Genera] Conference of Unesco 
held at Montevideo m November-December, 1954. The Indian delegation 
was led by Dr. S. Radhakrisbnan. Dr. A L. Mudalar was elected 
Chairman of the Executive Board. Resolutions on the peaceful utili- 
sation of atomic energy, race relations and peaceful co-operation among 
nations with different ideologies, moved by the Indian delegation, were 
accepted by the Conference. The Conference accepted the mvitation of 
the Government of India to hold its ninth session in New Delhi. The 
Government of india also participated m the 17th International Confer- 
ence on Public Education held in July, 1954 at Geneva, which diseussed 
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problems connected with the training and status of secondary teachers. 
India also participated in the Inter-Governmental Conference at Hague 
for the adoption of an international convention for the protection of 
cultural property ın the event of armed conflict; the International Semi- 
nar on Ádult Education in Rural Areas held at Frederiksberg, Denmark, 
the Indo-German Seminar of High School Historians for the revision of 
History Text-books organised by the International School Text Books 
Institute at Brunswick in co-operation with the School Text Books 
Committee of the German National Commission for Unesco, and the 
Unesco Seminar on Arts and Crafts in General Education and Community 
Late held m Tokyo, Japan. An Indian observer attended the Unesco 


Regional Conference on Free and Compulsory Education in Arab States 
held at Cairo. 


The Government of India had under consideration the question 
of establishing, in co-operation with Unesco, an International Centre 
for Research on Social Problems of Inclustrialisation m Asia A scheme 
for setting up a National Fundamental-cum-Basic Education Centre 


with assistance from Unesco was also under consideration during the year 
under report. 


Main Developments 


A brief account of the main developments during the year in the 
various States m the field of education is given below : 


Andhra 


A new university named “Sri Venkateswara University” was 


established at Tirupati. To start with, it was a teaching and residential 
university. 


The State reverted to the old scheme of elementary education by 
abandoning the Modified Scheme mtroduced during the previous year. 
The State Basic Education Conference was held at Tnuvuru to find out 
ways of improving the working of the scheme. A committee was 
constituted to suggest modifications in the syllabus of basic education 


in accordance with local conditions, A quarterly journal in Telugu was 
started on basic education. K

To promote education among the educationally backward Hindi- 
speaking people of the State, a revised scheme was sanctioned. The” 
scheme was to cost Rs 13,89,460 as recurring and Rs 25,53,900 as non- 
recurring expenditure. It aimed at opening schools, school-cum-community 
centres and teachers” tramung centres for them. Two posts of Addi- 
tional Deputy Superintendents of Education were created to supervise 
the centres and schools openod under the scheme 


Planning Committees were constituted for each district for proper 
implementation of plan for the expansion of primary education. 


Four basic trained teachers were deputed to Denmark for training 
in social education for a period of four months.

Bombay 
A large number òf primary schools were opened during the year in 
order to provide schools to as many school-less villages as possible. All 
the training institutions for primary school teachers were converted in- 
to the basic pattern. The syllabu of primary and basic schools were 
revised, To secure additional fands for primary education in the Stato, 
higher rates of fees were levied at the upper primary stage. Tho Bombay 
Corporation decided to establish a research section m primary edueation 
for better administration of education at this stage. The Corporation 
undertook an ambitious programme of constructing buildings for primary 
schools at a cost of Rs 25 lakhs approximately every year 


*The State government decided to publish a Centenary Report on 
Education giving broad outlmes of educational activities during the 


preceding century.

A committee was constituted to advise the government in the 
matter of implementino the recommendations of the Secondary Education 
Commission ` Diversified courses of study were introduced in a number of 
secondary schools.

Uttar Pradesh 


Significant changes were introduced in the curriculum of primary 
schools with a view to changing the conception of primary education in 
the State. Agriculture was made compulsory in schools which had provi- 
sion for the teaching of this subject, while in others, crafts and other 
activities were introduced. - 


The curriculum of higher secondary schools was modified'by eliminat- 
ing the distinction between main and subsidiary subjects, Hindi was 
made a compulsory subject in the Anglo-Indian schools and its teaching 
received greater attention. 


The Government Central Pedagogical Institute, Allahabad, was 
equipped to undertake research in improved techniques of teaching in 
basic education. The three government traming institutions for J. T. C. 
at Allahabad, Lucknow and Muzaffarnagar were converted into junior 


basic training colleges. 
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On the recommendation of Ghosh Committee, a new section of 
Chemical Engineermg was opened at the Harcourt Butler Technological 
Institute, Kanpur The State government decided to establish a new 
medical college at Kanpur, affiliated to Lucknow University. 


West Bengal 


The pay scales of teachers of basic and traditional type of primary 
schools were revised during the year. The scheme of compulsory education 
was extended by opening schools m school-less areas. The State govern- 
ment set up a three-man commission to examine the working of secondary 
schools and suggest suitable measures for their improvement with reference 
to the recommendations of the Secondary Education Commission. Fif- 
teen high schools were selected for conversion into multi-purpose schools 
and suitable grants were sanctioned for this purpose. Four senior basic 
schools were opened during the year. A research laboratory was estab- 
lished at the Basic Training College, Banipur. 


The intermediate studies at Visva-Bharti University were integrated 
with the higher secondary course. A three years’ honours course and 
post-graduate course in ‘activity education’ were mtroduced. 


The School of Printing Technology, Jadavpur was set up under the 
joint auspices of the Central and the State governments. One engineer- 
mg schoo! was also started during the year. 


Hyderabad 


Compulsory primary education introduced in the State during 1953- 
54, was extended to 20 villages. One primary school was converted into 
Junior basic school In order to meet the increasing demand for school 
education, lower and higher secondary classes were opened in more than 
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150 schools. Under the Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemployment, 
500 rural teachers were appointed. 


The teachers’ training school at Aurangabad was raised to the 
collegiate standard. One non-basic training school was converted into 
basic type. 


The Central Crafts Institute, Mallepally was set up by amalgamat. 
ing a number ol technical institutions and diploma courses in many 
engineering subjects were introduced in it. 


A post of special Officer was created to speed up the implementa- 
tion of the educational development schemos. 


Jammu and Kashmir 


To meet the increasing demand for scientific education in the State, 
a science college was started at Jammu durmg the year. A new training 
college was also opened there Lo tram students for B. Ed course., Mobile 
schools were opened for Backward Classes. 


A provision of Rs 5 lakhs was made for school buildings. For the 
convenience of boys coming from distant places, three hostels were estab- 
lished 


The Bureau of Vocational Guidance perfected various tests to judge 
the aptitudes of students for further education. 


` 


Madhya Bharat 


The pay scales of trained teachers in primary schools were revised. 
A basic teachers” tiaimimg school, with two junior basic practice schools, 
was started. Besides, a largo number of primary schools, five community 
centres 1 the project area, 16 community centres, one in each district and 
one agriculturo, seven weaving and five Carpentry centros were started in 
the State durins tho year. More than 150 primary schools were converted 
into basic onos About 40 primary schools were raised to the middle 
school standard and five girls’ middle schools to the high school standard. 
Moreover, one government intermediate college was established 


The A.C.C, scheme was introduced in 18 educational institutions. 
Mysore $ 


The future pattern of education in the State was accepted to be an 
8-year integrated basic education course followed by four years of secon- 
dary and three years of university education. The school session was 
changed to January-Docember. A teachers” traimng institute was opened 
at Chiteldrug to train about 40 teachers annually. 


The State government opened two and private bodies 8 high schools 
for buy» Three pucca middle senools were opened under the First Five Year 
Pian and two new type middle schools converted into pucca ones. One 


intermediate college was raised to degree standard and three new 
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intermediate colleges were started. A 6-day seminar was held which was 
attended by 150 Headmasters, heads of training institutions and officers 
of the State Education Department. 


Pepsu 


Compulsion was enforced in 20 villages in Patiala and Sangrur 
districts. In pursuance of the decision to raise gradually all boys” primary 
schools from 4 classes,to 5 classes, like girls’ primary schools, class V was 
added to more than à hundred schools for boys. Ten traditional primary 
schools were converted into basic type during the year. À number of 
primary schools were also up graded to higher standard. À government 
degree college was started at Narnaul and the Intermediate College, 
Malerkotla, raised to degree standard. 


The office of the Director of Public Instruction was reorganised 
and the post of Inspector of Higher Education up-graded and redesigna- 
ted as Deputy Director. Another post of Deputy Director (Development) 
was created. Eight Additional Assistant District Inspectors of Schools 
were Appointed for effective supervison of the schools. 


Rajasthan 


Crafts were introduced into a large number of primary schools as a 
first step towards thcir conversion to basic type. A large number of new 
primary schools were opened under tho First Five Year Plan and the 
Central Scheme to Reheve Educated Un-employment. Short-term 
training courses were organised for primary school teachers. 


Saurashtra. ji 


A scheme for the introduction of compulsion for the age-groups 6-14 
was drawn up. The basis of the grants-in-aid for recurrmg expenses as 
weli as construction of primary school buildings were revised and the 
government contribution increased. 


Features of basic education were introduced in a number of primary 
schools. Five primary schools were selected for conversion mio schools- 
cum-community centres Five government middle schools were raised to 
high standard The State government decided to establish 30 multipur- 
pose schools with 30 courses. 


Travancore-Cochin. 


A model social education centre, on the pattern of community 
centre, was set up at Trivandrum for purposes of demonstration 
and research. Diversified courses were intioduccd in a number of high 
schools. The State governnient established the College for Physical 
Education, Trivandrum, during the year. 


Ajmer 

The Ajmer Primary Education Act (1952) was enforced during the 
year in the sub-divisions of Ajmer and Beawar. Crafts were introduced in 
primary schools with the ultimate object of converting them to basic ones. 
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About 30 more basic schools were added during the year. Six new middle 
schools were started and four existing ones raised to high standard. AI] 
ihe municipal primary schools were provincialised to improve their 
efficiency. Refresher courses were organised for the training of teachers. 


For the all-round development of rural areas, five community centres 
were started. 


A. and N. Islands 


The Education Committee appointed by the Government of India 
for the re-organisation of the educational system iu the State, revisited 
Islands and submitted its report to the Government which was under con- 
sideration. Four primary schools were started in school-less areas. 


Bhopal 


A basic training college was opened in the State to train teachers 
for jumor basic schools. A Janata College was started to train rural 
folk im village leadership. Five model community centres were also 
established durmg the year. 


Diversified courses were introduced in two high schools. Twenty- 
one primary schools were converted into basic ones. 


Coorg 


Education upto the middle stage was made free with effect from 
this year. Nine middle and 22 primary schools were converted mto basic 
type. An academy of dance, drama and music, a school for weaving, two ` 
nursery schools and a central library for adults were started during the 
year. 


Auxiliary Cadet Corps was made compulsory m high schools. 


Delhi 


The process of conyersion of conventional type of primary schools 
in rural areas on basic lines, started during 1950-51, was completed during 
the year. The State government established a model higher secondary 
and a few ordinary higher secondary schools in the State. Twelve junior 
basic schools were raised to semor basic standard. 


A mobile janata college for women was started to train adult women 
in useful domestic occupations. Five.school-cum-community centres were 
also opened during the year. 


Himachal Pradesh 


During the year, 4 middle schools were up-graded to high standard 
and 2 lower middle schools to middle standard. 


Kutch ` 


During 1954-55, 30 single-teacher primary schools were opened 
under the Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemployment, and 5 schools 
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‘under the First Five Year Plan. Two government middle schools were 
raised to high standard and one intermediate college to degree standard. 


Two N.C.C. troops were raised. 


The posts of Education Officer and Assistant Education Officer were 
redesignated and their scales of pay revised. 


Manipur. 


Fifty single-teacher primary schools were established during 1954-55. 
Besides, many schools were taken over by the government. Twelve adult 
literacy centres were organised in the hills One Manipur dance college 
was established. To introduce physical education 1 the schools, a Direc- 
tor of Youth Welfare was appointed. 


N. E. F. A. 


During the year, 10 lower primary, 2 English middle and a high 
school were opened. Hindi was introduced in all the middle and high 
schools. Steps were taken for the preparation of text-books in the tribal 


languages. 


Tripura 


A basic training institute was set up for training primary school 
teachers, Besides, a large number of primary schools, one nursery school 
and 104 adult centres were started during the year. Honours courses in 
History, English, Bengali, Mathematics and Economies were introduced 


in tho Government College, Agartala. 
t 


Five Inspecting Officers were appointed for effective supervision of 
the schools in the State. 


Vindhya Pradesh 


Compulsory primary education was extended to 99 centres. Two 
high schools were up-graded to intermediate colleges, 5 middle schools to 
high standard and 20 primary schools to middle standard. 


Institutions 


During 1954-55, the total number of recognised educational insti- 
tutions in the country rose from, 3,13,344 to 3,43,071, yielding an increase 
of 9.5 per cent. Their distribution according to type was : universities 
31 ; boards of secondary and intermediate education 10 , arts and science 
colleges 690 (including 33 research institutions providing teaching faci- 
ties) ; professional and technical colleges 291 , special education colleges 
106 ; secondary schools 27,518, primary schools 2,63,626 ` pre-puimary 
schools 513 , vocational and technical schools 2,752 and special education 
schools 47,534 (including 43,223 social education centres). The number of 
unrecognised schools and colleges decreased by 686 to 5,601. 
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Table I gives comparative figures of institutions by type for the ` 
years 1953-5! and 1954-55. All types of institutions, except research. 
mstitutions and schools for arts and crafts, forestry, physical educa- 
tion and music, shared the increase in numbers. The decrease of two 
research institutions was due to the withdrawal of recognition from 
3 such institutions in Bombay The All-India Institute of Mental 
Health, Bangalore, providing facilities for research in Medical Psychology 
and Psychological Medicines was returned for the first time during the 
yeár. Tho fallin the number of arts and crafts, physical education 
and music suhools and schools for forestry was due to such factors as 
the closing down of some institutions, conversion of institutions of these 
types to schools for general education and the reclassification o1 exclusion 
of some othor schools. On percentage basis, the highest increase among 
all types of institutions: was registered by the colleges for special educa- 
tion, which incroased by 21°8 per cent They were followed by colleges 
for professional education (15°0 per cent), schools for general 
education (98 per cent}, schools for special education (77 
per cent), arts and science colleges (7.2 per cent), schools for voca- 
tional and technical education (5.9 per cent) and universities, (3°3 per 
cent) The distribution of recognised institutions according to manage- 
ment for the years 1953-54 and 1954.55 is given m Table I.

Private enterprise was also prominent m the managements ot arts and 
science colleges, special education collegos, schools for vocational and 
technical education and schools for special education. Government: 
controlled more than half of the colleges for professional and technical 
education. 


A comparative study of both recogmsed and unrecognised institu. 
tions m the different States during the years 1953-54 and 1954-55 ıs given 
in table III. The number of recognised institutions increased in all the 
States except Mysore and Delhi. The decrease of 888 in Mysore was on 
account of closing down of a large number of social education centres, 
while that of 371 m Delhi was due to the formation of a compact adult 
education centre with the amalgamation ofa number of such centres. 
West Bengal reported the highest increase (4,463). Next m order were 
Madras (3,502), Bihar (3,287) and Orissa (3,233). 


The number of recognised institutions in rural àreas was 2,89,714. 
These constituted 84.4 per cent of the total number of institutions of all 
types. The corresponding figures for the previous year were 2,62,360 and 


83.7 per cent respectively. Their distribution according to type 1s given

The total enrolment in all types of recognised institutions increased 
from 2,91,38,750 to 3,12,67,420 durmg the year—the rate of increase being 
7.3 per cent (6.6 per cent for boys and 9.2 per cent for girls), as against 
5.9 per cent (5.3 per cent for boys and 7.6 per cent for girls). Of the total 
enrolment, 82,48, 303 or 26.4 per cent were girls Besides, 2,38,685 pupils 
received instruction in unrecognised institutions—showing a decrease of 
32,278 from the previous year's enrolment. 


There wás significant divergence in the rate of increase in enrol- 
ment, which was distributed over all types of institutions. The rise recor- 
ded by arts and science colleges (including university teaching depart- 
ments) was to the tune of 10.8 per cent as compared to an increase of 13.9 
per cent m the colleges for professional and technical education, 29.7 per 
cent in the colleges for special education, 7.5 per cent m secondary schools, 
6.6 per cent in primary schools, 12.9 per cent 1n vocational and technical 
schools and 14.7 per cent in schools for special education The distribution 
of enrolment, according to various types of institutions, was: universities, 
and colleges 5,21,842, colleges for professional and technical education 
84,551, colloges for special education 11,899, secondary schools 68,92,886, 
primary and pre-primary schools 2,22,33,210, vocational and technical 
schools 2,34,313, schools for special education 1,77,414 and social education 
centres 11,11,405. For further details m this respect a reference may be 
made vo table IV. 


The classification of pupils in recognised institutions under 
different managements 18 given in table V. This table shows 
that (a) the increase in enrolment was shared by institutions 
under all the managements and the percentage of increase varied 
from 4.5 in private unaided institutions to 109 m government 
institutions (b) the enrolment in government institutions constituted 
20.7 per cent, in local board institutions 44.1 per cont and in private 
schools and colleges 35.2 per cent 


The distribution of pupils in recognised institutions by stages of 
instructions durmg 1953-54 and 1954-55 1s given m table VI. The en- 
rolment registered increase at all the stages of instructions. Of the total 
number of pupils, 94.6 per cent were receiving general education, 05 per 
cent professional and special collegiate education and 4 9 per cent voca- 
tional and special school education. Further break-up of the enrolment 
in gencral education was: pre-primary stage 0.2 per cent; primary stage 
76.5 per cent, secondary stage 21.5 per cent and collegiate stage 1.8 
per cent.

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West Bengal (16.7) and the lowest by Andhra (0.4 por cent). ‘The posi- 
tions in-between were occupied by Bihar (16.6 per cent), Punjab (16,0 
per cent), Orissa (15.2 per cent), Assam (14 9 per cent), Madhya, Pradesh 
(14.7 per cent), Bombay (9.9 per cent) Madras (8.5 per cent) and Uttar 
Pradesh (8.4 per cent). In Part B States, the rise varied from 5 6 per 
cent in Rajasthan to 343 por cent m Jammu and Kashmir. Vindhya 
Pradesh led the Part C States by recording an increase of 60.0 per cent 
followed by Tripura (54.0 per cent) and Bhopal (40.9 per cent) In Kutch 
the expenditure rose by only 2.4 per cent. 


Figures in cols (12) to (16) of table XIII show the percentage of 
expenditure on. education met from different sources in the various, 
States. The contribution from government funds, among Part A States, 
was highest in Orissa (76 5 per cent), followed by Assam (68.0 per cent) 
The share of local boards continued to be the highest in Bihar (23.2 
per cent) and the lowest 1n Orissa (1.4 por cent) The share of fees ranged 
from 12 4 per cent in Orissa to 31.4 per cent in Punjab The contribution 
of endowments and other sources varied between 6.6 per cent in Madhya 
Pradesh to 142 per cent in Uttar Pradesh. In most of the Part B and 
C States, a great proportion of the exponditure was borne by the 
gayernment 


Figures in cols. (15) and (16) of table XIII give the average annua! 
cost per pupil in. various States, which depiet sizeable variations. The 
cost was highest in N.E F.A. (Rs. 174 3) and the lowest in Manipur 
(Rs. 31.9). 


The average per capita cost in the different States is shown in col. 
(17) of table XIII The cost ranged from Rs. 2.1. m Orissa to Rs. 71 
in Bombay amongst Part A States, from Rs. 1.7 in Jammu & Kashmir 
to Rs 56 in Pepsu among Part B Stats, and from Rs. 27 in Kutch 
to Rs. 19.0 in Delhi in the case of Part C States. 


CHAPTER II 
EDUCATIONAL ORGANISATION AND PERSONNEL 


This Chapter surveys the main developments which took place 
during the year in (a) Educational Organisation, (b) Educational Services 
and (c) States” Directorate and Inspectorate of Education 


Educational Organisation 

There was no major chango in the educational organisation in the 
States or at the Centre, except in Kutch where the Department of Educa- 
tion was placed under the administrative control of the Drrector of Educa- 
tion. Consequent on the merger of Bilaspur State, the Deputy Director of 
Education, Himachal Pradesh assumed charge of the Department of 


Education of that State also. 


Educational Services 


As in the previous years, the educational services in the States may 
be broadly classified under two major heads, de, (a) State Educational 
Services, generally divided into Class I and Class II, and (b) Subordinate 
Educational Service, sub-divided into different cadres’ with different 


scales of pay. 


During the year, the total strength ‘of the State Educational 


Services (including equivalent posts where no such service existed) 
increased from 5,509 to 6,079. Of these, 704 posts were ın Class I, 5,142 
in Class II and 233 (belonging to Mysore) were unclassified. Table XIV 
gives their distribution according to different classes.

During 1954-55, the State of Andhra, Bombay, Madhya Pradesh, 
Madras, Punjab, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal, Hyderabad, Madhya Bharat, 
Pepsu, Travancore-Cochin, Delhi, Tripura, and Vindhya Pradesh reported 
increase in the strength of their direction and inspection staff. Detailed in- 
formation about the direction and inspection personnel, their prescribed 
minimum educational qualifications, scales of pay and duties 18 given in 
Appendix A of Volume II of this Report. 


The total expenditure on direction and inspection amounted to 
Rs. 3,54,13,507 aud constituted 2,1 per cent of the total expenditure on 
education. During the previous year, the corresponding expenditure was 
Rs. 3,32,82,175 which formed 2 3 per cent of the respective total The 
entire expenditure of Rs, 82,41,492 on direction and 94 4 per cent of that 
on inspection was met from government funds, The remaining expendi- 
ture on mspection was contributed by the local boards 


State-wise statistics of the expenditure on direction and inspection 
is given in table XVI for the years 1953-54 and 1954-55. It will be 
observed that the expenditure on this score increased every where except 
in the States of Madhya Pradesh where rt decreased hy Rs 10,414,765, 
Madras by Rs 3,81,839, Hyderabad by Rs 21,986, Jammu and Kashmir 
by Rs 34,786, Rajasthan by Rs. 53,577 and Kutch by Rs 3,010. The 
fall in Madhya Pradesh was due to the transfer of the section on Social 
Education from the Department during the later part of the previous 
year, while thay in Madras to the bifurcation of the State mto Andhra 
and Madras in October, 1953 and the creation of new Department of 
Education for Andhra The dechne of expenditure in other States was 
due to the correct classification of expenditure into different heads. 


Among Part A States, the highest expenditure was reported by Uttar 
Pradesh (Rs 49,09,290) followed by Bombay (Rs 43,10,679) and the least 
by Orissa (Rs. 10,54,315). Jn case of Part B ana C States, the lughest 
and the lowest positions were held by Hyderabad (Rs 17,23,701) and Mam: 
pur (Rs. 34,883) The proportion of expenditure on direction and inspec- 
tion to the total expenditure on education (Col 8) ranged from 1 0 per cent 
in West Bengal to 3 7 per cent in Assam among Part A States, from 2.5 per 
cent in Mysore to 39 percent m Rajasthan among Part B States and 
from 1.0 per cent in Delhi to 19.7 per cent in NEFA among Part C and D

Figures in cols (9) to (12)give the State-wiso distribution of expendi- 
ture according to the sources it was met from It will be seen that m all 
the States, excepting Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Punjab, Uttar- 
Pradesh, West Bengal, and Delhi, the entirc expenditure came from 


government funds. 


CHAPTER III 
PRIMARY EDUCATION 


A sound system of primary education with a practical bias to make 
the children “action minded”, is tho first pre-requisite for the sustenance of 
nascent Indian democracy. Its role becomes all the more important in the 
context of mass illiteraey, ubiquitous poverty and rapidly increasing 
population 


The tempo of development in the field of Primary Education initiated 
in the post-Independence era was maintained during the year under report. 
The opening ofa large number of schools under the Scheme to Relieve 
Educated Unemployment, orientation of traditional type of elementary 
schools on basic lines, organisation of short-term traming courses for 
primary school teachers to keep them abreast of the current developments 
were some of the prominent features of tre year. Revision of the pay 
scales of teachers to ameltorate their lot, construction of new school buil- 
dings, provision of equipment and teachimz aids liberal financial assis- 
tance to the children of the backward classes were the other highlights of 
the period All these measures, coupled with Central assistance for develop- 
ment projects were oxpected to produce a salutary effect on the quality 
and standard of primary education in the country A brief account of the 


man developments in the field of Primary Education in various States 
during 1954-55 1s given below,

The intensive drive to provide schools to school-less villages, initia- 
ted in the previous year, was continued A three fold programme was 
undertaken for the purpose It consisted of (1) opening mdependent schools 
in school-loss villages with a population of 500 and above, (11) grouping of 
smaller villages having no schooling facilities with a neighbouring bigger 
village already having school or opening of a new school for this group of 
villages at a central village and (m) providing *peripatetie' teachers to 
cater to the needs of still smaller units of population. Two villages with- 
uf a convenient distance of each other were grouped together and a peri- 
patetic teacher was appomted to work in both the villages m any of the 
three ways-(1) to hold tho morning session of the school 1n one village and 
the afternoon in another (u) to hold tho schools on alternate days m each 


village and (uu) to ho Id the school on three consecutive days of each week 
m one village and oa the remaining three consecutive days m the other. 
Higher rates of fco were levied at the upper primary stage to secure addi- 
tional funds for effectively enforemg compulsion m the primary stage 


Accordingly, fers at the rate of 8 annas in standard V, 12 amas m standard 
VÍ, ani one rupoe in standard VIT were levied 1n all primary schools. The 
usual concessions allowed under the primary education rules, however, 


continued during the year 


Madhya Pradesh 

Modified syllabus was intr sduce1 in classes I and JI the of primary 
schools A Comunittee of experts was appointed to prepare new text-books 
in languages to suit the requirements of the new syllabus and government 


undertook to publish them. 


All local boards and private bodies running primary schools were 
directed to mtroduce the scale of Rs 30-1-50 in the schools under their 
control. The implemontation of this directive was mado a pre-requisite 
for earning grant-in aid from. the government. Compulsory education was 
introduced in one more rural arca Tho report of the UNESCO expert on 
formulating & uniform compulsory education scheme was under the con- 
‘sideration of the govornment In furtherance of the Scheme to Relieve 
Educated Unemployment, 180 toachers were appornted during the year. 


Madras 

An Elementary Education Committee, with Dr Ram Alagappa 
Chettiar as-Chairmian, was constituted to examine the system of Elementary 
Education in the State 1n all its aspects with particular reference to its 
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«aims, organisation and content, its relationship to secondary education 
and other allied problems and to suggest ways and means of implementing 
the directive principle contained in Article 45 of the Coustitution 


regarding compulsory education for all children upto the age of 14 years, 
The work of the Committee was in progress. 


Orissa 


During this year, about 2,000 single-teacher primary schools were 
started under the Scheme to Reheve Educated Unemployment The 
Central Government sanctioned a sum of Rs 5,00,500/- for the purchase of 
furniture and equipment for these schools. A further sum of Rs. 
1,61,500/- was sanctioned in respect of 500 single-teacher schools opened 
under the said scheme in 1953-54 for the costruction of school houses The 
scheme for the gradual conversion of primary schools mto basic schools 
was continued. Three hundred additional primary school teachers were 
appointed to make the schools fit for the introduction of modified syllabus. 
The head teacher of primary schools having more than two teachers was 
given an allowance of Rs. 2 pm. for higher responsibility. Similarly, ° 
an additional flat rate increase of Rs. 2 p.m. was allowed to both trained 


and untrained teachers whose total emoluments were less than Rs. 40 
p.m. 4 


Punjab 


The scheme of raising the number of classes in primary schools for 
boys to five, as m schools for girls, was continued, during the year under 
report, and 5th class was added to five hundred more schools. About 600 
additional teachers were appointed for single-teacher primary schools to 
make them efficient. A large number of single-teacher primary schools 
previously maintained by panchayats were taken over by the district 
boards on cent per cent grant basis. The 4th primary centre examina- 
tions were abolished during the year. Refersher courses were organised 


in almost all the districts for primary school teachers to kcep them 
abreast of the current educational developments. 


Uttar Pradesh 


The curriculum of primary schools was revised and agriculture 
introduced as a compulsory subject for all the e 


lasses where land for agricul- 
tural purposes was available. In schools where agriculture could not be 
introduced due to paucity of land, craft and other productive activities 
were provided About two hours per day were allotted for agriculture 
or other productive activities in the revised curriculum. Lessons on social 
studies were incorporated in language books During the year, books 
printed in revised Devnagri script were introduced in classes I to ILI. 

A systematic drive was launched for decorating class-rooms with 
pictures, charts, maps and posters prepared by the children. The school . 
chidren made a constructivo contribution under shramdan drive in

emoluments of the primary school teachers were increased at the rate of 
Rs 10 p.m. for trained and untrained matriculates and tramed non- 
matriculates and Rs. 7/8 p.m. for untrained non-matriculates. 


With a view to mumimising wastage at primary stage, Primary 
Education Act was suitably amended and Attendance Committees were 
formed for every school. In accordance with the recommendation of the 
School Education Committee of 1949, the process of the conversion of 
existing primary schools to activity-centred 5-class schools to serve as 
community centres for social welfare activities was continued. 


Hyderabad 


Compulsory primary education, introduced in the previous year, was 
extended to 20 villages Two-teacher primary schools were converted to 
three-teacher schools at places having a population between 1,300-2,500. 
Five hundred teachers were appointed in rural schools under the Central 
Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemployment. 


During the year under report, primary schools were reorganised and 
expanded and 398 additional teachers were appointed for this purpose. 
One primary school was converted into à junior basic one. 


Jammu and Kashmir 

Mobile schools for Gujjars and Bakarwals were started, during the 
year, to extend educational facilities to these classes. About 130 additional 
teachers were provided for the increasing enrolment in primary schouls. 


Madhya Bharat 

During this year, more than 400 primary schools were opened in 
the State and 156 schools remodelled on basic lines. Under the Central 
Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemployment, 569 teachers were appointed 
for primary schools in rural areas. Compulsory primary education was 


consolidated in areas where ib wa» in force. 


A sum of Rs. 98,280 was provided for the supply of equipment to 
primary schools. The pay scales of trained teachers were revised to ame- 
liorate their condition. 


Mysore 


With the opening of seven primary schools in the community pro- 


ject area of Shimoga District, the target of 27 schools was realised. One 
aided primary school under the management of London Mission, Kolar, 
was provincialised. The modified scheme of elementary education of Madras 
government in operation 1n Bellary District was withdrawn on account of

To bring uniformity 1n the pattern of primary education for boys 
and girls 5th class was added to 114 boys’ primary schools A seminar 
for primary school teachers was organised to acquaint them with the latest 
techniques of teaching. The low paid teachers were granted an extra 
allowance of Rs. 5 p m as in othe: departments. The traditional type of 


promotion examination in primary schools was substituted by a system 
of cumulative progress record. 


Rajasthan

It wil be observed that (a) the rise was shared by all the managements 


excepting ubaided private bodies, (b) the ¡percentage of increase in 
schools was 12.7 as compared to 11.4, 3.9 and 9.2 in case of district 
boards, municipal boards and private aided schools respectively, while 
those uhder the conirolof unaided private bodies recorded a decrease of 
22.6 per! cent and (c) the proportion of municipal, private and aided and 
unaided schools to the total number of schools decreased slightly 


The number of primary schools located in rural areas, during the 
year under report, was 2,34,090, constituting 88 8 per cent of the total 
number of primary schools. The corresponding figures for the year 1953-54, 
were 2,10,959 and 88.1 per cent respectively. 


Table XIX gives the number of primary schools in the different 
States during the years 1953-54 and 1954-58. As a result of the imple-

(10) to (14) of the table, XIX show 
the State wise distribution of primary schools under different manage- 
ments Among Part A States, the proportion of government schools con- 
tinued to be the highest in Orissa and the lowest in Bombay and Punjab. 
The share of local boards m the management of primary schools was 
highest in Punjab (95 9 per cent) and the lowest in Orissa (5 8 per cent). 
The intermediate positions were occupied by U P (91.0 per cent), Madhya 
Pradesh (87.6 per cont), West Bengal (85 3 per cent) and Assam (77.1 per 
cent). Private schools continued to predominate, as usual, in Orissa (70 0 
per cent), Bihar (58.1 per cent) and Andhra (53 5 per cent). Most of the 
schools in this category received grant-in-aid. In all Part B States

Co-education 


Out of the total number of 65,52,727 girls studying in the primary 
schools, the number of girls reading in primary schools for boys, during 
the year 1954-55, was 51,14,874. On percentage basis, i$ comes to 78.1 
as against 77.1 in the previous year. Separate schools for girls did not 
exist ın the States of Andhra, Madras, Travancore-Cochin, A. and N Islands 
and in North East Frontier Agency, while in Coorg and Tripura, more than 
97 per cent of the girls were on the rolls of boys’ institutions. Out of 
every 10 girls in primary classes, 9 were-in boys’ schools in Orissa, 8 in 
West Bengal, Himachal Pradesh, Assam and Manipur and 7 in Mysore. 
Co-education at this stage maintained steady progress in Pepsu, 
Rajasthan, Saurashtra and Bhopal, where the percentage of girls in boys' 
schools rose from 47 2, 25.7, 26.5 and 20.0 in 1953-54 to 48.6, 39 1, 32.3 
and 26.8 in 1954-55 respectively, while in Madhya Bharat and Delhi, it 
dechned from 31.1 and 19.0 to 26.5 and 16 7 respectively Co-education 
was quite insignificant im Jammu and Kashmir (0.3 per cent). In view of 


limited resources at the disposal of the States, co-education needs 
encouragment at the primary level. 


Wastage 


There was no appreciable im 


provement in the position of wastage 
during this year. Out of every 100 


pupils in class I m 1951.52, only 44 
were reading in class IV in 1954-55, The main cause of heavy wastage 


at this stage was the withdrawal of children before the completion of the 
full course on account of economic reasons. 


Single-Teacher Schools 


As a result ofthe implementation of the Scheme to Relive Edu- 
cated Unemployment, a large number of single—teacher schools were 
opened durmg this year. Consequently, the total number of single-teacher 
schools rose from, 36,031 to 1,01,342 in 1954-55. On "percentage basis, 
the proportion of these schools to the total number of primary schools in- 
creased from 359 to 38.4. The enrolment in these schools also 
reflected a similar trend when it increased from 30,45,694 to 35,18,332 
and constituted 15 9 per cent of the total number of pupils in primary 
schools as against 14.6 per centin the year before. The statistics? of 
single teacher schools are given in Table XXIII All the Part A States 
reported increase in the number of these institutions. In Part B and 
C States, Mysore, Himachal Pradesh aud Tripura only reported decrease 
in the number of such institutions from 5,977, 169 and 440 to 5,962; 
128 and 400 respectively. Jammu and Kashmir and Travancore-Cochin 
did not report any institution of this kind 


The proportion of single-teacher schools to total number of primary 
schools in various States 1s given in col (7) of TableXXIII. Among Part 
A States, Assam maintamed the highest position (63.6 per cent) and 
West Bengal occupied the lowest (9.7 per cent). The intermediary 
places were held by Orissa (60.1 per cent), Bihar (60.0 per cent), Bombay 
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(51.5 per cent), Punjab (48.6 per cent), Madhya Pradesh (34.8 per cent), 
Madras (18.2 per cent), Andhra (14.0 per cent) and Uttar Pradesh (12.9 
per cent). More than 50 per cent of the primary schools in Hyderabad, 
Madhya Bharat, Mysore, Pepsu, Rajasthan and Saurashtra were run with 
the help of a single-teacher. In the case of Part C States having single- 
teacher schools, the percentage ranged between 18.4 in Himachal 'Pradesh 
to 83.3 m A. and N. Islands, 


There can be no denying the fact that continuace of single-teacher 
schools 18 harmful to the development of a sound system of education. 
The teacher, because of limited time at his disposal, cannot dovote his full 
attention to a number of classes. But in view of tho peculiar socio- 
economic structure of the Indiam villages and to combat large scale un- 
employment among the educated classes, existence of this type of schools 


has become inevitable. 


Compulsion 


Durmg the year under report, compulsory primary education conti- 
nued to be 1n forcé in some areas in all Part A States, and in Hyderabad, 
Madhya Bharat, Mysore, Travancore-Cochin, Delhi and Vindhya Pradesh. 
In Pepsu and Ajmer, compulsion was introduced in the rural areas for the 
first ‘time durmg the year. (The number of towns and villages under 
compulsion maintained upward trend by reporting an increase from 
893 to 998 and 35,603 to 39,079 respectively. There were 43,460 schools 
(11,685 m urban and 31,775 in rural areas) in areas under compulsion m 
ihe country as against 37,407 (10,679 in urban and 26,728 in rural areas) 
inthe previous year These reported a total enrolment of 54,28,962 
students of which nearly 58 per cent were in the villages, This shows a 
risc of 5,43,077 over the corresponding enrolment in 1953-54} During 
this year, 6,26,467 notices were issued to the guardians of the school-going 
age children for non-enrolment and 2,238,498 attendance orders for absen- 
ting from schools. The number of cases brought up for prosecution for 
non-enrolment and non-attendance was 35,549 and 67,736 respectively. 
Asum of Rs. 24,959 was collected by way of fines from the defaulting 
parents and guardians. There were in all 827 attendance officers in the 
country during the year to enforce compulsory education in the different 


States. 


, All this touches only the fringe of the question. Although by these 
measures the percentage of attendance has shown progress 1n areas under 
compulsion, yet much remains to be done. Paucity of funds at the dis- 


posal of the local bodies and the financial conditions of the people are the 
main hardies (As the child has often to supplement the income of his 
parents, the obstacles in the way of successful enforcement of compulsion 
cannot be effectively overcome unless things are so arranged that he is 


enabled to contribute to the family income along with his schooling 


A brief account of the progress made in this field in the various 


States 19 enumerated below :

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(1,04,422 boys and 67,512 girls) All the posts of Attendance Officers 
were converted into those of Junior Deputy Inspectors and the work of 
compulsion was entrusted to regular inspecting staff. 


The number of towns under compulsion 1n. Assam remained ll as in 
the previous year, but that of villages increase from 4,082 to 4,106 during 
1954-55. The number of schools in these areas stood at 114 and 3,722 
respectively as against 113 and 3,734 in the previous year. 


So far as the area under compulsion is concerned, the situation in 
Bihar remained unaltered during the year. But the number of schools 
mereased from 591 to 603 in the towns and 8 to 9in the villages. Out 
of the total population of nearly 80,000 children m the towns and 500 
children 10 the villages under compulsion, over 58,300 were enrolled in 

chools in the former and 465 in those in the latter. Average daily 


attendance of pupils on rolls was 86 per cent in urban areas and 89 per 
cent in the rural areas. 


During the year, compulsory primary education was introduced in 
all villages witha population of 1,000 and over ın Bombay and con- 
sequently the number of towns and villages covered by the scheme rose 
from 184 and 8,197 to 245 and 10,163 respectively. The increase in the 
number of schools from 2,922 to 3,288 in towns and 11,087 to 14,721 in 


villages resulted in an increase from 16,31,901 to 19,44,140 in enrolment 
therein 


In Madhya Pradesh, compulsion was further extended to 3 towns 
and 10 villages bringing their total number to 51 and 1,219 respectively. 
The 800 schools (394 ın towns and 406 in villages) reported an enrolment of 


1,09,982 as against 98,639 in 755 schools 1n the previous year. Compulsion 
was enforced for boys only 


. Madras reported an almost static position with regard to the 
number of towns and villages covered by the scheme But the number of 
schools in these areas increased from 4,233 to 4,307 (2,141 in towns and 
1,866 in villages) and the enrolment therein from 7,42,656 to 7,86,800 


During the year, compulsion was extended to Banki Town Gram 
Panchayat in Orissa in addition to the municipal area of Parlakimedt. 
However,the number of villages under compulsion decreased This decrease 
was more apparent than real, because certain areas were amalgamated 
with the main villages The enrolment in 24 schools (18 in towns and 6 


in villages) stood at 1,848 as compared to 2,031 m 23 schools in the pre- 
vious year. i

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West Bengal reported no change in the number of areas under com- 
pulsion Five wards of Calcutta Corporation and 5,745 villages were 
covered by the scheme. The number of schools under compulsion in the 
urban area remained stationary at 39, while those in villages rose from 
2,312 to 2,650. The enrolment maintained the rising trend and regis. 
tered an increase from 3,07,755 to 3,231,349.

In Hyderabad, the number, of towns under compulsion remained 
the same while that of villages increased by 90 to 443. The number of 
schools in areas under compulsion and the enrolment therein registered 
steady progress—tho former increased from 381 to 465 (22 in towns and 
443 in villages) and the latter by 8,574 over 30,740 m 1953-54. Persua- 
sive measures were adopted to exhort the parents to send their wards to 


school. 


Instead of bringing new areas under the fold of the compulsory 
education scheme 1n. Madhya Bharat, stress was laid on consolidation 
and the multipheation of institutions in sectors already covered. The 
number of schools stood at 573 in the towns and 448 m the villages which 
enrolled 76,553 children. The corresponding figures for the year 1953-54 
were: 222; 358 and 64,899 respectively. Three more Attendance Officers 
were appointed for the effective enforcement of the scheme. 


The progress of the scheme of compulsory education in Mysore was 
more intensive rather than extensive, The number cf towns and villages 
covered remained unchanged but the enrolment ın the schools therein 


improved from 1,16,540 to 1,19,056. 


With a view to liquidating illiteracy in Pepsu, a beginning was 
made, during the year, by enforcing the provisions of the Compulsory 
Education Act of 1954 ın two compact areas of 20 villages in the State. 
These schools 1n this area provided instructions to 1,032 children. 


In Travancore-Cochin, there was no extension ofthe scheme of 
ation which covered 17 towns and 4,500 villages with 


compulsory educ 
The enrolment registered an 


178 and 1,173 schools respectively. 
increase of 27,689 during the year. 


Compulsion was enforced in two sub-divisions of the State of 
Aymar. The number of villages covered was 545. The enrolment in 334 


schools imn this area was 16,995. 


Compulsion in Delhi was enforced m all the wards of Delhi 
Municipal Committee and 305 village®as in the previous ycar. But the 
number of schools 1n these areas increased from 94 to 101 and 298 to 300 
respectively. The enrolment in these schools stood at 82,897. 


The process of the enforcement of compulsory education in Vindhya 
Pradesh initiated in 1953-54, was continued and extended in the year 
under report. The scheme covered 46 towns and 928 villages having 113 
and 440 schools respectively. The enrolment went up from 8,238 to

During 1954-55, the number of teachers in recognised primary 
schools was 6,75,801 as against 6,23,255 during the previous year. The 
rate of increase was 8,4 per cent as against the increase of 6.6 per cent 
in the number of pupils in primary schools. The percentage of women 
teachers to total staff remained stationary at 16 8 por cent. ‘Trained 
staff constituted 61.8 per cent (59.6 per cent for men and 729 per cent 
for women). This percentage shows a slight decline from the correspond- 
ing figure (625 per cent) relating to 1953-54 due to employment of 


untramed teachers under the Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemploy- 
ment, 


The distribution of primary school teachers in various States is 
given in Table XXV. Excepting Uttar Pradesh, whero the number of 
teachers went down by 304, all the States reported increase in their 
numbers. The decrease in Uttar Pradesh was due to the amalgamation 
of un-economie schools in the State. Among Part A States, the 
highest percentage of tramed teachers wás recorded by Andhra (96.4) 
and the lowest by Assam (29.3). The in-between positions were occupied 
by Madras (948 per cent), Uttar Pradesh (78.8 per cent), Punjab 
(73.8 per cent), Bihar (61.4 per cent), Bombay (55.9 per cent), Orissa 
(40.0 per cent) and West Bengal (36.0 per cent) The percentage 
varied between 20.6 in Hyderabad and 80 5 in Travancore-Cochin in 
Part B States. Delhi led the Part C States by returning 99.5 per cent 
of the teachers as trained, followed by Ajmer (90.4 per cent). The 
lowest position was held by Manipur (1.7 per cent.) A comparative study 
of the figures in cols, (11) and (12) of the table referred to above reveals 
that the percentage of tramed teachers showed an upward trend in about 
half of the States.

The States have been grouped to- 
gether according to the starting salary offered. 


Expenditure 


The total direct expenditure on primary schools (excluding primary 
classes attached to secondary schools) increased by Rs. 4,62,76,091 to 
Rs. 50,89,27,789—the rate of increase being 10.0 per cent as compared to 
4.7 per cent during 1953-54. The proportion of the total direct expendi- 
ture on primary schools stood at 38.9 per ceni, the corresponding figure 
for the previous year being 38.8 per cent. The expenditure on schools 
for boys amounted to Rs. 46,23,24,626 and on those for girls 
Rs. 4,66,03,163.

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School Buildings 


The problem of housing the primary schools continued to be baffl- 
mg. A substantial number of schools were accommodated in mud houses 
with thatched roofs, m village chawpals and in dilapidated buildiags. 
A majority of them were unhygieni:e and ill-ventilated. The multrpli- 
cation of schools under the Scheme to Reheve Educated U n-employment 
and otherwise, further exacerbated the evil. Paucity of funds with the 
State governments stood 1n their way of providmg suitable buidməs to 
primary schools. Whatever was possible was, however, done Improve- 
ments were effected in existing buildings and some new ones were 
constructed in the national extension service blocks with the help of 


development grants from government and local effort m the form of 
voluntary labour and materials. 


In Andhra, 44 new buildings were constructed where the number 
of primary schools having thei own buildings stood at 8,846. Bihar 
reported an increase m the number of schools having their own buidmgs 
from 21,70] to 23,340. In addition, there were 326 schools which were 
held m rented houses and 3,924 schools used verandahs on pormissive 
basis. In Bombay, considerable progress was recorded in the construc. 
tion of buldings for primary schools A building grant of Rs. 8,22,143 
was paid for the construction of primary school buildings m the 
areas of erstwhile States merged m Bombay. In addition, the 
total loan sanctioned for special repairs to about 340 school bui dings 
amounted to Rs 9 32,000 approximately Further, a sum of 
Rs. 40,68,000 was spent on the construction of nearly 2,400 rooms A 
budget provision of Rs. 46,008 was made by the State government m 
Madhya Pradesh for the payment of building grants to local bodies and 
private managements. In Madras, 12,111 schools were functionmg in 
their own buildings, of which 409 were constructed in 1954-55. The 
State government sanctioned a sum of Ra. 1,61,500 m Orissa for the 
construction of primary school buidings, In Uttar Pradesh, grants to 
the extent of Rs. 2,87,000 were sanctioned to the district boards for this 
purpose Besides, repairs were carried out and some new buildings 
constructed with the aid of local population and self-help squads of 
school children. A few junior basic schools m rural and urban areas 
in West Bengal constructed buildings according to the plan approved 
by the government The government contributed a major share towards 
the buidmg cost. Buildmgs of some primary schools in national 
extension service and community development project blocks were 
improved with the development grant sanctioned on 50 : 50 basis. 


In Hyderabad, 25 primary school buildings were constructed under 
local development scheme in Nalagonda District at a cost of Rs. 3,45,000 
to which the publie contributed Rs 65,000. A newly constructed 
buldiog was also donated for housing a government primary school at 
Satyanirayanapuram Asum of Rs 25,000 was sanctioned for the 


construction of the primary school building at Omerga an the condition 
that half of the cost would be met by the public. Another sum of 
Rs. 10,000 was sanctioned 


for school buildings at Kondapur. An amount 
of Rs. 5,07,100 was paid in Madhya Bharat as contribution towards 
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the construstion of ‘Gram Bhawans’. About 245 ‘Gram Bhawans’ were 
under construction during the year under report. Out of :1,278 schools 
in Mysore, 4,740 schools or 42.0 per cent were housed in their own buildings, 
while the rented buildings and other temporary sheltered accommodation 
constituted 10,4 per cent and 476 per cent respectively. Only 44.0 
per cent of the buildings were considered suitable from the point of view 
of adequate accommodation, ventilation and other hygienic conditions. 
In Pepsu, a scheme to subsidise the construction of primary school 
buildings in tho country-side with the help of the local community was 
taken up. Sixty-s1x villages receivod subsidy of Rs. 2,64,000 from the 
government on this account An amount of Rs. 1,50,000 was provided 
in Rajasthan for repairs to Kucha school buildings. In Saurashtra, the 
basis of the payment of buidmg grant by the government was raised 
from 50 percent to 66% per cent. ‘This had a salutary effect on public 
contribution which rose to Rs, 4,99,899 in 1954-55. During the year, 
29 new buildings and 180 new rooms were constructed In Travancore- 
Cochin, 60 new buildings were constructed. 


In Ajmer, the construction of 50 new buildings was taken up In 
Delhi, government constructed school buildings in 8 villages Local popu- 
lation m twelve villages offered to construct buildings in their respective 
areas by contributing labour and maternal. In Mampur, an amount of 
Rs. 89,462 was spent on repairs to and construction of school buildings In 
Tripura, 213 schools were reconstructed partly from government funds and 


partly from public contribution

CHAPTERIV 
BASIC EDUCATION 


The schemes on Basic Education under the first five year plan conti. 
nued to be implemented during the year under report. This led toa 
substantial expansion in the facilities for this type of education m the 
country. A largo number of new basic schools wero opened and the pace 
of the conversion of the traditional type of primary schools to basic 
pattern was accelerated, In a few States, the teaching of crafts was ın- 
troduced in primary schools in order to pave the way for their eventual 
change-over to the bag type With a view to providing these schools 
with trained personnel, new basic traming institutions were started and 
the capacity of the existing ones enlarged, 


During the vear, the following grants were sanctioned to the various 
State governments for the implementation of the different schemes of 
Basie Education under the first five year plan.

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The progress in the field of Basic Education in different States has 
not been uniform. The Government of India, therefore, appointed a 
committee to assess 168 progress by visiting the areas where basic educa- 
tion had struck roots and to make an on-the-spot study of its develop- 
ment The report of the committee will be utilised for planning a 
programme of expanding elementary education On basic lines in the country 
in order to fulfil, as early as practicable, the constitutional obligation on 
the Slate for providing free and compulsory education to all children of 


the age-group 6-14 


In their 22nd meeting, the Central Advisory Board of Education 
considered it desirable to establish a separate udvisory committee on 
basic education as a standing committee of the Central Advisory Board 
of Education and authorised the  Chauman accordingly The 
committee was required to svudy the problems of basic eduction and to 
advise the Central and State governments regarding the ways and means 
by which the spread of basic aducation through out India on sound lines 
might bo facilitated Development of correlated techniques of teaching, 
the productive aspect of basic education, preparation of suitable material 
and aids, the impact of basic education on the Dfe of the community 
and similar other problems were also to be examined by the standmg 


committee 


Main Developments 
! A brief account of the progress made in the field of Basic Education 
in various States is given below. 


Andhra 


During the year, the number of junior basic schools in the State 
increased from 419 to 463 and those of senior basic schools from 35 to 
38 The enrolment in thése schools increased by 4,730 to 51,995. 
Twenty-three basic training schools in the State enrolled 2,789 teachers.

Bihar 


Durmg 1954-55, the number of junior basic schools in the State 
increased from 143 to 1,139 and the enrolment therem from 11,155 to 
66,605. In the case of senior basic schools, the number of institutions 
increased from 412 to 547 and enrolment from 56,036 to 72,405. "The 
number of basic training schools and colleges increased, by 1 each to 61 
and 2 with an enrolment of 4,304 and 209 respectively. 


The most important feature of the period was that a largo number 
ofnew basic schools were either opened or existing primary schools 
converted into basic type in each division. The schools were encouraged 
to manufacture teaching aids, tools and craft equipment for themselves 
in order to bring down them expenditure. With à view to investigating 
the financial and admimstrative aspects of basic education, a special 
officer was appomted who went into this question and made recommenda- - 
tions These recommendations were accepted by the State government. 
During the year, 175 delegates from the State attended the All-India 


Basic Education Conference 1n Saurashtra from 10th to 15th November, 
1984. 


A non-recurring grant of Rs. 1,70,000 was sanctioned for the 
construction of the building of Sarvodaya Mahavidyalaya, Turki. 


Bombay | 


On account of the closmg down of three un-economie district board 
senior basic schools, their number decreased from 110 to 108, while 
that of junior basic schools increased by 1 to 59 The enrolment in 
senior basie sehools decreased from 25,029 to 24,879 , whereas that of 
junior basic schools rose from 5,153 to 5,618. The number of basic 
training schools and colleges remained 20 and 3 asin the previous yeur 
and enrolled 2,634 and 129 scholars respectively. 


As part of the programme of introducing crafts in first grade 
primary schools, spinning and weaving was introduced in 2,238 schools, 
kitchen gardening and agriculture in 283 and cardboard modelling and 
carpentary in 295 schools. The syllabuses of both basic and primary 
schools were thoroughly revised Under the new plan, a separate 
syllabus for craft work only was prescribed for basic schools and m 
all other matters, both basic and primary schools had a common 
syllabus. Another radical reform carried out duimg the year was tho 


conveision of all traming institutions for primary teachers into basic 
pattern.

The number of senior basic schools in the State rose from : 120 
to 142 The enrolment, during the year under report, was 39,627. 
Forty jumor basic schools opened by the local boards, during the year, 
enrolled 2,922 students Thirty-two basic training schools had 3,884 
pupil-teachers under training. 


Consequent to the adoption of basic education as the pattern of 
education at the primary stage, a modified syllabus on the basic pattern 
was prepared for use during the transitional period. This syllabus was 
introduced in classes I and IL during the year. The government 
decided to set up two post-graduate basic training colleges at Jabalpur 
and Amroati To cope with the mereasing demand for basic tramed 
teachers, double shifts were started in five training schools, 


Madras 


The State reported an increase of 128 junior basic and 42 senior basic 
schools, during the year, bringing their number to 918 and 157 respectively 
These schools provided mstruction to 1,00,060 students and 42,705 students 
respectively. With the opening of the Basic Training School, Melur, and 
the conversion of non-basic schools to basic type, the number of basic 
training schools rose from 42 to 48 (32 for men and 10 for women). The 
enrolment in these schools was 4,603.

Orissa 


With the upgrading of 9 junior basic schools to senior basic schools, 
their number rose to 15. They provided educational facilities to 1,903 
students The enrolment in 355 junior basic schools stood at 20,561, 
as against 18,932 in 309 such schools during 1953-54 The year also 
witnessed the openmg "of a post-basic school. Six basic training schools

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The syllabus of elementary training schools was revised on basic, 
lines with a view to giving necessary training to pupil-teachers m crafts 
and craft-teaching Features of basic education were introduced in 
primary schools and the syllabus modified accordingly.

Uttar Pradesh 


The number of basic primary schools in the State increased from

During the year, 6,803 pupi.teachers were under training in 93 
basic traming schools and 393 students m 5 basic training colleges. 
The Central Pedagogical Institute, Allahabad, was equipped to under- 
take investigabion in improved methods and techniques of teaching m 
the field of basic education The basic pattern was extended to the 
age-group 11-14 by introducing agriculture or local craft as central 
subject in the curriculum of junior high schools Under the drive to 
secure land for basis schools, about 20,600 acres were procured for 2,094 
junior high schools The State government sponsored a scheme by 
which two junior basic schools were taken up m each district for conver- 
sion into school eum-community centres 


West Bengal 


Durmg the year, 446 junior basic schools functioned m the State 
as against 275 in the previous year, with 49,753 students on rolls as 
against 31,622 im 1953-54 With the opening of 4 more senior basic 
schools, their total number increased to 5. These schools provided 
education to 283 children The number of basic trammg schools in the 
Statu remained 12 as ın 1953-54, while the number of teachers under 
traimmg therein mercased by 21 to 658 Besides, the Government Basic 
Training College, Banipur, tramed 69 teachers (53 men and 16 women).

The monthly emoluments of basic trained teachers 
were enhanced from Rs. 55 p.m to Rs 62/8 p.m. in case of assistant 
teachers and from Rs. 73/12 p.m. to Rs. 81/4 in case of head teachers. 


Hyderabad 


During 1954-55, the number of junior basic schools in the State 
increased from 62 to 87 and the enrolment therein from 3,783 to 6,873. 


With the conversion.of the non-basic traming school at Mahboob- 
nagar to the basic type, tha number of basic traming schools in the 
State rose to 4. During the year, 327 pupil-teachers were under training 
in these institutions.

(b) Pupils 


The total number of students in basic schools increased from 
32,00,703 to 33,70,599 giving an increase of 5 3 per cent. The enrolment 
in junior basic schools increased from 3,36,781 to 4,93,250 or by 46.4 per 
cent and that in senior basic schools from 1,69.377 to 2,15,947 or by 
27.5 per cent. Tre enrolment in basic primary schools (which existed 
in UP. only) decreased from 26,94,545 to 26,61,402 or by 1.2 per 
cont. The decrease was in the case of boys only. The general fall m 
agricultural prices resulting in the deterioration of the financial condition 
of the village folk was stated in the U. P. Repors to be the 
main cause of the above decrease. Parents in the lower income groups 


wanted their children to assist them in earning their hvelihood rather 
than go to school and be a liability. 


- Table XXXI gives a comparative study" of enrolment in basic 
schools in the different States-durmg 1954-55 and the previous year. 
Except Uttar Pradesh and Tripura, the enrolment increased in all the 
States The decrease in Uttar Pradesh was to the extent of 33,143, 
whereas ın Tripura, it was by 8. which is insignificant. 7 In Uttar Pradesh 
the decrease was in the case of boys only and the enrolment of girls in- 
creased from 4,11,112 to 4,33,166. The inerease was highest in Bihar 
(71,819) and lowest in Manipur (40). Other States in order of increase 
were . Madras (22,053), West Bengal (18,389), Madhya Bharat (16,265), 
Assam (14,277). The enrolment m junior basic schools increased in all tho 
States except Delhi where the number of boys went down from 20,404 
to 19,513 and that of girls from 8,741 to 8,175 due to upgrading of some 
junior basic schools mto senior basic schools. As regards the enrolment 
in senior basic schools, 1t increased 1n all the States having senior basic 
schools except Bombay where it marked a slight decrease of 150 pupuls.

Islauds, all the States returned increased expenditure on basic schools. 


Teachers” Training 


There were 338 basic training schools in the country during the year. 
These schools together with classes attached to other instivutions had 
32,086 pupil-teachers on rolls, of which 5,728 were women. An amount of 
Rs. 92,56,974 was expended on the basic training schools during 1954-55. 
The out-put of the schools was 18,994 (15,888 men and 3,106 women). 
The average annual cost of traning a teacher in basic education stood 


at Rs 304.9. 


Among Part A States, Uttar Pradesh reported the highest number 
of such schools (93) and Assam, Orissa and Punjab (6 each) the least. The 
more important positions in between were occupied by Bihar (61), Madras 
(48), Madhya Pradesh (32) and Andhra (23). The number of training 
schools ranged between 9 ın Saurashtra and one m each of the States of 
Mysore, Pepsu, Rajasthan and Travancore Cochin among Part B States. 
Himachal Pradesh led Part O States with 2 schools Excepting A and N. 
Islands and Manipur which had no training school of their own all other 
States in this category had one school each. Further details are given 


in table XXXV. 


Besides basic training schools, there were 13 basic training colleges 
m the country for the training of graduate teachers. These institutions 
provided traming faeihties to 992 students (including 72 women) and 
their out-pus was 581 men aud 68 women. The expenditure on these 
colleges amounted to Rs. 7,35,250 during 1954-55 The average annual 
cost per scholar worked out to Rs. 631.7. Detailed statistics are, however, 


given yn table XXXVI. 


CHAPTER y 
SECONDARY EDUCATION 


During the year under report, the process of remodelling Secondary 
Education m the country was continued. There was not only substantial 
expansion in the facilities available in this field but the contents of 
secondary education were also greatly enriched with the opening of multi- 
purpose schools and the introduction of erafts and the teaching of 
subjects like agriculture, fine arts, ete. in the curricula The State 
governments took steps to integrate this education with the activity- 
motivated primary education by giving ita strong vocational bias so 
that the child might not feela violent break in the methods of work 
and teaching or m the concept of education. 


In pursuance of the recommendations ofthe Secondary Education 
Commission, the Contral Ministry of Education initiated a scheme with 
the following objects : 


(1) To establish 500 multi-purpose schools, with approximately 
1,000 new units of diversified courses (science, technical 
course, agriculture, commerce, fine arts and home science), 


(u) To assist 300 additional schools for improving existing facili- 
ties for the teaching of science, 


(iu) To improve 2,000 libraries (500 of multi-purpose and 1,500 
of ordinary high schools), 


(iv) To introduce craft in 2,000 middle schools, and 


(v) To train teachers and organise seminars etc. 


The quantum of central assistance for these schemes was equal 
lo 66 per cent of the approved non-recurring “and 25 per cent of the 
approved recurring expenditure During this year, the total number 
of high schools allotted to different States for conversion to the multi- 


lateral type was 151 and a grant of Rs. 2 crores approximately was 
sanctioned to the various States. 


Under the scheme for the promotion of research projects in 
secondary education, grants-in-aid approximating Rs. 90,000 were 
sanctioned to 20 institutions to undertake research on problems connected 
with secondary education. Endorsing the decision of the Vice-chanoellors 
and Chairmen of the States’ Boards of Secondary Education, the Central 
Advisory Board of Education, at its 22nd meeting held in New Delhi 
from 12th to 14th J anuary, 1955 took the following decisions unanimously: 


(a) The degree course should be of three years duration and 17+ 
should be the minimum age for entry into universities. 
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(b) The end of secondary education at 17+ should mark a terminal 
stage in education and prepare students for life. It should, 
also be ofa standard whieh would enable them to parti- 


cipate with profit in a three year degres course. 


(c) The Government of India be requested to appoint a committee 
to draw up an integrated syllabus for the school final’ exami- 
nation to achieve the above objectives. 


(d) The last class in the secondary stage should be called the 11th 

class and may be reached after schooling of not less than ten 

` years, the actual duration of the school system m the various 
States to be determined by the State government concerned. 


For the implementation of these recommendations, the Board re- 
quested the Central and the State governments and the Planning Com- 
mission to provide sufficient money in the Second Five Year Plan for 


this purpose. 


In view of the wide-spread demand for the introduction of Gandhian 
Philosophy and way of life m the curricula of high schools and uni- 
versity courses, the Central Advisory Board of Education discussed this 
question to formulate a sound and well-conceived all India» policy The 
Board authorised the chairman to set up à commuttee to recommend 
whether Gandhian Teaching could be introduced in the educational system 
andif so, what methods should be adopted to make it effective and 


prectical. 


To secute the active cooperation of teachers in the implementation of 
tho recommendations of the Secondary Education Commission, the Govern- 
ment of India organised in conjunction with Ford Foundation, four semi- 
nars at Darjeeling, Mussoorie, Coonoor and Srinagar in May-June, 1954 
and four more 1n September-October, 1954 at Jaipur, Mahablesliwar. Peer- 
mede and Khuldabad. Each seminar lasted for four weeks. This pro- 
gramme provided an opportunity to teachers to formulate projects for 


the improvement of secondary schools. 


Two conspicuous developments of the year were the setting up in 
the Central Ministry of Education of the Text-Book Research Bureau to 
improve the quality of school books and the Central Bureau of Vocational 
and Educational Guidance to provide educational and vocational guidance 
and to compile and publish, in cooperation with other agencies, informa. 
tion rolating to occupations and traiming facilities open to students. 


The year under report also witnessed the commencement of the 
implementation of the scheme on Labour and Social Service Camps A 
committee was constituted for this purpose. In addition to schools and 
colleges, some voluntary organisations were also asked to organise these 
camps The normal strength of the camp, which was to last for 2 to 3 
weeks, was prescribed between 50 and 100 and the ratio between camp- 
organisers and campers to 1 : 20 During the year, about 430 such camps 
were organised in which 61,887 youths participated Construction of 
roads, desilting of tanks, buildmg of bunds, clearance cf slums, sanitation 


work etc. were undertaken at these camps. 
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A short account of the progress made by difforent States in the 
field of Secondary Education is given below : 


Andhra 


The teaching of Hindi was introduced as a compulsory subject in 
Forms I to IV of secondary schools. It was decided to give some class- 
room-work to the physical directors in secondary schools to make them 
eligible for promotion to the posts of headmasters. The State government 
laid down as a condition for opening new schools by local boards and 
private bodies that they should deposrt in advance sufficient funds with 
the government to meet their share of expenditure towards suitable 
accommodation, playgrounds, furnitnre, equipment, library and quali- 
fied staff. The basis of grant-in-aid to local bodies’ secondary schools 
was changed from block erant system to net cost of maintenance. About 


15 headmasters attended the seminar at Coonoor organised by the Gov- 
ernment of India in June, 1954. 


Ten middle schools for boys and two for girls were raised to high 
school standard during the year under report. 


Assam 


The formation of a Board of Secondary Education was under the 
consideration of the State government. In accordance with the pro- 
visions of Basic Education Act, 1954, all vernacular middle schools 
under the control of different local bodies were transferred to Sub-Divi- 
sional School Boards. 


Bihar 
An additional paper on humanities/social sciences including the 


teaching of art, painting, drawing and other fine arts was introduced 
in the course of studies for secondary school examination. 


The following eourses/seminars were organised m the State during 
the year, for the benefit of scondary school teachers : 


(a) An eight-week secondary education course under the auspices 
of U.S Educational Foundation in India. (It was attended 
by the teachers of the adjacent States also). 


(b) A short refresher course in tho teaching of science ab each 
divisional headquarters. 


(c) A refresher course for the teachers of english under the British 
Council. 


(d) A one-month seminar on world history. 


(e) A one-week seminar for the regularisation of the system of 
assessment m the high school examination. 


The heads of some high schools were deputed to a four-week semi- 
nar at Mussoone. 
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Text-books in secretariat practice, business methods, short-hand, 
type writing and social welfare were prescribed for secondary school 
examination. Sanetion was accorded for the introduction of the teach- 
ing of science in six government high schools. 


In order to make the students conversant with the five year plan, 
the publication ‘India Has A Plan’ was prescribed as a supplementary 
text-book as part of the course of social studies 


Rules were relaxed for private girl students appearing in test 
examinations for qualifying for the sccondary school examination. Stu- 
dents of the scheduled castes and scheduled tribes residing in hostels 
attached to govornment institutions were exempted from the payment 
of senk rent  Rovisod rules wore framed for the formation of managing 
committees. to improve the functioning of non-government high schools. 
The School Examinabion (Amendment) Bil, 1954, was passed during the 


year under report 


An amount of Rs 15,50,793 was placed at the disposal of the Board 
of Secondary Education for the payment of grants to non-government 
higt schools on account of enhanced scale of pay. A sum of Rs 2,00,000 
was sanctioned as a measure of relief to the teachers and other employees 
of those non-government high schools which were recognised after 31st 


March, 1951.

System of School Classes 


The institutions providing facilities for secondary education were 
of two types—middle schools and high schools. High schools in some 
States had middle and even primary classes attached to them. Sumilarly, 
middle schools contained primary classes in most cases. The number of 
classes comprising the middle and the high stages, was different in 
different States, as will be clear from table XXXVII, 


The scheme of school classes, so far as secondary stage is concerned, 
did not undergo any change except in Pepsu, Saurashtra and A. & N. 
Islands. In Pepsu, the duration of the middle stage m schools for boys 
was reduced by one year to 3 years to conformto the duration of 
middle stage in the schools for girls In Saurashtra, the middle stage 
(constituting classes V, VI and VIT) which was abolished m 1952-53, was 
revived again. By adding class V to the pmmary stage in A. &N. 


Islands, the duration of the secondary stage was reduced from 6 to 5 
years. 


Administration and Control 


The year was not marked by any conspicuous change in the ad- 
ministartion and control of secondary schools. Three agencies viz. 
government, local boards aud private bodies—both aided and unaided— 
continued to manage these schools. The State Education Department 
controlled the middle school education by way of recognition, inspection, 
prescription of syllabii and provision of grant-in-aid The control over 
high school education was shared by the Education Department, Univer- 


sitics and Boards of Education which prescribed courses and conducted 
examinations. 


Schools 
During the year under report, the total number of recognised 


secondary schools increased by 1,751 to 27,518 (24,116 for boys and 
3,402 for girls) ; the rate of increase being 68 per cent as against 7.1 per 
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cent in the previous year. The distribution of these schools according to 
different managements was as follows :—

There is no appreciable divergence in these percentages when 
compared to the corresponding figures for 1953-54, which stood at 22 0, 
21.9, 2.8, 40.5 and 128 respectively. The opening of the new schools 
brought about an increase inthe number of government schools to the 
extent of 7.8 per cent as compared to increases of 58 per cent, 0.7 
per cent, 63 por cent and 9.7 per cent in the number of schools under 
district board, municipal board, private aided and unaided managements 


respectively. 


The break-up of 27,518 secondary schools was: middle schools 
17,318 and high and higher secondary schools 10,200. During 1954-55, 
the percentage of increase in muddle schools was 66 and in high and 
higher secondary schools 7.2. The table below gives an idea of the con- 
trollmg agencies in charge of middle and high schools during the years

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The number of secondary schools situated in rural areas increased 
by 1,141 to 17,728 (13,485 middle and 4,243 high). This constituted 64.4 
per cent of the total number of secondary schools as in 1953-54. Taken 
by type, 77 9 per cent of middle schools and 41.6 per cent of high schools 
were located in rural'areas. The corresponding percentages for 1953-54 
were 77.4 and 42 1 respectively. 


Table XXXIX gives the number of middle and high schools separately 
in different States during the years 1958-54 and 1954-55. The number of 
schools increased ın all the States except A & N. Islands, where the posi- 
tion remained unchanged. Among Part A States the increase was highest 
in Bihar (293), followed by Uttar Pradesh (269), West Bengal (168), 
Assam (132) and the lowest 1n Andhra (8). The increase ranged from 1 in 
Saurashtra to 90 1n Travancore-Cochin among Part B States. Delhi led 
the Part C States by reporting the highest increase of 47. Other States 
inthis category in the descending order were —Bhopal (19); Vindhya 
Pradesh (17), Manipur (14), Ajmer (6), Coorg and Himachal Pradesh 
(4 each), Kutch (3) and Tripura (2). The -proportion of secondary schools 
(as also of middle and high schools separately) managed by different agen- 
cies in various States for the year 1964.58 is given in Table XL Local 
boards and private bodies managed à large majority of the middle schools 
m all Part A States. Among Part B States only Travancore-Cochin 
returned nearly 70 per cent of the schoois under the control of these agen- 
cies, while in the rest of the States middle schools were predominantly 
administered by the government. A. & N. Islands, Coorg and North East 
Frontier Agency reported all the middle schools under the control of 
government. The percentages of government schools in the remainmg 
Part C States ranged from 36.7 m Manipur to 98 5 1n. Vindhya Pradesh. 
So far as the administration of high schools was concerned, private bodies 
had a major share m all Part A States except Andhra, where on an 
average, three out of every four schools were managed by the local boards. 
More than half of the schools were managed by government in all Part 
B States except Mysore and Travancore-Cochin, where the proportion of 
local board and private schools was 81.7 per cent and 78 8 per cent respec- 
tively. Among Part C States, A & N. Islands, N.E FA. and Vindhbya 
Pradesh returned all the high schools as government managed, Bhopal 
about 95 per cent and Himachal Pradesh nearly 89 per cent. In the rest 
of the Part C States, private bodies held a pre-ponderating position. 

Pupils . 
During 1954-55, all the recognised secondary schools enrolled 
68,902,886 students (54,95,747 boys and 13,97,139 girls) as against 
64,10,048 students (51,70,242 boys and 12,39,806 girls) during the previ- 
ous year, yielding an increase of 7.5 per cent. This compares favourably 
with the corresponding. rise of 6.8 per cent in the number of schools. 
The average daily attendance constituted 86.9 per cent of the total 
enrolment as against 87.0 per cent in the previous year.

Compared with similar break up of enrolment during 1953-54, the 
percentage increase was shared by institutions under all managements, 
except, district boards and private bodies, In the former, 1t decreased 
from 17.0 per cent to 16.5 per cent, while in the latter it remained un- 
changed. 


Out of the total enrolment of 68,92,886, middle schools provided 
educational facilities to 25,95,041 pupils (20,55,563 boys and 5,39,478 
girls) and high schools to 42,97,845 pupils (34,40,184 boys and 8,57,661 
girls) This gives an increase of 6.7 per cent and 8.0 per cent respec- 
tively over the previous year's figures. 


The number of pupils from rural areas on rolls in secondary 
schools rose by 3,40,705 to 36,14,214 during the year and constituted 
524 per cent of the total enrolment Similar percentages for middle 
and high schools separately were 71.0 and 41 2. 


Table XLI gives the enrolment in secondary schools (middle and 
high separately) in different States for the years 1953-54 and 1954-55. 
It will be seen that the increase in the number of pupils was reported 
by all the States except Tripura, where it decreased by 307. Among 
Part A States, Punjab reported the highest increase (49,081), followed 
by Uttar Pradesh (46,541) and Bihar (45,918). On percentage basis, the 
increase was, however, highest in Assam (15.7) The other States m 
descending order were Madhya Pradesh (11.1), Punjab (9 8), Bihar (7.6) 
and Bombay (6.6). Jammu € Kashmir topped the Part B States by 
reporting an increase of 31.6 per cent, while Hyderabad with 6.0 per cent 
increase was ab the bottom m this respect Among Part C States, the 


percentage ranged between 28.2 per cent in Vindhya Pradesh and 7.4 per 
cent m A. & N. Islands. 


In order to have the exact position regarding the number of children 
receiving secondary education, all students studying in the primary 
classes attached to secondary schools should be excluded, while those under 
instruction in secondary classes attached to colleges should be taken into 
account. Accordingly, Table XLIT gives Statewise figures for the years 
1953-54 and 1954-55. The number of pupils at this stage increased by 
4,22,241 to 63,68,010 (51,70,310 boys and 11,97,700 girls) during the 
year Its proportion to total enrolment at all stages of mstruction was 
20.4 per cent as m the preceeding year. Of the total, 44,590,752 pupils 
(35,68,398 boys and 8,91,354 girls) were on the rolls of middle classes 
and 19,08,258 pupils (16,01,912 boys and 3,006,346 girls) in high and 
higher secondary classes. The variations in the number of classes 
constitutmg the secondary stage in different States as indicated in Table 
XXXVII should be taken into account for inter-State comparison. 


The percentage of pupils at the secondary stage to the correspon- 


ding population improved from 12 1 to 12 8 durmg the year under report. 
There was wide variation in this regard m the various States 
as wil be seen from col. (22) of table XLII. As usual, Travancore- 


Cochin maintained the highest position (32 4 per cent) and Orissa, the 
lowest (3 9 per cent), :

The proportion of girls studying in boys' schools to the total number 
of girls 1n all the secondary schools rose fiom 30.7 per cent to 32.1 per 
cent 1n 1954-55. Of the 13,97,139 girls in secondary schools, 4,49,009 were 
reading in schools for boys ‘Leaving A. & N. Islands and North East 
Frontier Agency, which were without any secondary school for girls, Coorg 
continued to record the highest proportion of girls m schools for boys 
(90.5 per cent) Out of every ten secondary school girls, about six were 
on the rolls in boys’ schools ın the States of Andhra and Travancore- 
Cochin and about five in Assam, Bombay, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa and 
Manipur. In Bihar, Madras, Kuteh and Tripura, co-education ranged 
between 38.2 per cent and 44.6 per cent. In rest of the States, the 
number of girls reading 1n boys' schools was sufficiently low. 


Teachers 


Durmg the year 1954-55, the total number of teachers in secondary 
schools was 2,87,735 (2,39,257 men and 48,478 women) as against 2,69 AT 
(2,24,684 men and 44,733 women) during the previous year. The increase 
percentage works out to be 6.8 (6.5 for men and 8.4 for women). The 
number of trained teachers rose from 1,51,149 to L61969 Them propor- 
tion to total number of teachers in secondary schools also increased from 
56.1 per cent to 56.3 per cent. Women teachers constituted 16 8 per 
cent of the total number of teachers in secondary schools as against 16 6 
durmg the previous year About 67.6 per cent of women teachers were 
tramed, the corresponding figure for 1953-54 being 64 6. 


Middle schools had 1,11,749 teáchers and the high and higher 
secondary 1,75,892. Among these, tramed teachers were 53 5 per cent 
and 58 0 per cent respectively Table XLIV, compares the number of 
teachers in secondary schools in the different States during 1953-54 and 
1954-55. All the States, except Travancore-Cochin and Coorg, reported

The proportion of 
expenditure on secondary schools to the total direct expenditure on all 
types of institutions registered a slight decline from 35 3 per cent to 
34.8 per cent. OF the total, Rs. 38,26,03,596 were expended on the 
mstitutions for boys and Rs 7,25 94,732 on those for girls. Of the 


total expenditure, middle schools accounted for Rs 11,45,85,286 
and high schools Re. 34,06,13,042.

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A comparative study of the figures in table XLVIII which gives the 
details of the direct expenditure on secondary schools in the various 
States for the years 1953-54 and 1954-55, shows that the increase was 
reported by all the States except Andhra, Pepsu, Rajasthan and Manipur. 
Among Part A States, the percentage inorease was the highest in Assam 
(13.0 per cent), followed by West Bengal (12.7 per cent) and Madhya 
Pradesh (12.4) and the lowest in Bihar (6.0 per cent). In Part B and 
C States, the lowest rise was reported by Mysore (41 per cent) and 
A. and N. Islands (6 3 pec cent) respectively. The top position in the for- 
mer category of States was occupied by Jammu and Kashmir (55.9 per 
cent) and in the laster by Vindhya Pradesh (83 2 per cent). The abnor- 
mal inbrease in expenditure in Vindhya Pradesh was due to the appoint- 
ment of teachers for English subject and the provision of furniture and 
other equipment consequent on the conversion of Hindi middle schools 


into junior high. schools. 


Col. (10) of table XLVII reveals the wide variations in the pro- 
portion of total direct expenditure on secondary schoolsin different 
States These variations are largely due to the difference in the number 
of classes constituting the secondary stage. 


The proportion of expenditure from different sources of income is 
given m cols. (13) to (18) of table XLVIII. In the case of Part A 
States, the contribution from government funds was the highest in 
Madhya Pradesh (53.3) and the lowest in Andhra. The percentage of 
expenditure borne by local boards ranged between 0.5 in West Bengal 
and 26.7 in Andhra. Feesaceounted for nearly two thirds of the ex- 
penditure in West Bengal and about one-half m Andhra, Bombay, Punjab 
and Uttar Pradesh. In the rest of the States, the proportion was approxi- 
mately one-third Endowments played a very minor role and the con- 
tribution from this source varied from 1.4 per centin Madhya Pradesh 
to 87 per cent in Matras The share of the other sources was highest 
in Orissa (12.7 per cent) and the lowest in Madras (0.3 per cent). Among 
Part B and C States, government funds met major portion of expen- 
diture in all the States, except Manipur where it accounted for less than 


one-half of the total expenditure. 


The average annual cost per pupil varied from State to State as 
shown in cols. (18) and (19) of table XLVIII. 


Ffee Places, Seholarships and Other Stipends 


All the State governments had provision for scholarships and 
stipends for needy and deserving candidates studying in secondary 
schools. Some of the scholarships were granted to the wards of teachers, 
military personnel, political sufferers, cusplaced persons and the students 
belonging to scheduled castes and other backward communities. 
To some States, the expenses on the education of scheduled 
caste students e g. maintenance, books and stationery were borne by 
the government. Other scholarships were granted on the basis of public 
examinations. The oxtent of free ships varied from State to State. 


Of the 68,92,886 pupils (54,95,747 boys and 13,97,139 girls) in 
secondary schools, 2,44,057 boys and 37,371 girls were in receipt of

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scholarships and stipends which meant an expenditure of Rs. 1,40,26,375 
and Rs. 22,01,005 respectively. In addition, 2,26,866 boys and 65,119 
girls received financial concessions of the value of Rs. 68,01,815 and 
Rs 22,57 284 respectively. The amount foregone on account of free-ships , 
to 8,63,299 boys and 1,80,551 girls amounted to Rs. 2,62,41,431 and 
Rs. 51,87,400 respectively. 


Examination Results 


During the year, 8,30,001 candidates (7,01,589 boys and 1,28,412 
girls) appeared 1n the matriculation and equivalent examinations held in 
1955. Of these, 4,00,014 candidates (3,34,533 boys and 65,481 guls) 
were declared successful. The pass percentage works out to 48.2 as 
against 48.5 in the previous year. Detailed mformation about results of 
these axaminations 18 given in table XLIX. 


School Buildings and Equipment 


The condition of buildings and equipment in secondary schools did 
not show marked improvement during the year. Comparatively, govern- 
ment secondary schools were housed m better accommodation. To cope 
with the shortage of school buildings, secondary schools in the urban 
areas in some States were held m double shifts Paucity of funds and 
lack of suitable space stood m the way of the desired improvement. 
However, capital grants were given to non-government institutions 
in some of the States for constructing new buildings and replenishing the 


stock of equipment. 


CHAPTER VI 


UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 


This chapter deals with higher education general, professional amd 
special —mparted in colleges, university departments and other institu- 
tions of higher learning. Professional education, however, 1s dealt with, in 
greater detail, m Chapter VII (Training of Teachers) and Chapter VIII 
(Professional and Technical Education). 


The year under review not only maintained but also accelerated the 
rate of expansion of university education in the country. Institutions 
for higher learning grew in number. New courses and subjects were 
introduced at different levels Facilities for technical education and 
scientific research were considerably enlarged. In spite of all these, there 
were little signs of diversion of students from humanistic courses. The 
on-rush of admissions m colleges for general education continued. The 
charm of university degrees as a pre-requisite for jobs was still present. 
The Government of India, however, appomted a committee 1n order to 
examine the question as to whether and to what extent the possession of 


a university degree should be considered necessary for entry into govern- 
ment servico. 


The total grants distributed by the University Grants Commission 
during this period amounted to Rs. 1,78,46,547, of which the Central 
Universities received Rs. 70,05,695 as detailed below : 


Aligarh Rs. 17,22,502]. 
Banaras Rs. 28,18,630/- 
Delhi Rs. 20,27,503/- 
Visva-Bharati Rs. 4,37,000/- 


For developing higher scientific, engineering and technological 
education and research, a grant of Rs. 87,85,800 was given to different 


universities. The Commission also granted a sum of Rs, 4,580,000 for the 
purchase of books for humanities. 


One of the important schemes undertaken by the U.G:C., during 
this period, centered on the improvement of salary scale of professors and 
lecturers m the universities. Asa first step, the Commission decided to 
raise the salary scales in universities to Rs. 800.1,250 for university pro- 
fessors and Rs. 250-500 for lecturers, wherever tho existing scales were 
lower, The difference between the salaries drawn by a university pro- 
fessor or lecturer and the salary he would have drawn if he had been 
on the scale proposed by the Commission, was paid as personal allow- 
ance to them with effect from lst July, 1954. A sum of Rs. 4,600,280 was 
accordingly disbursed during 1954.55. 
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The Universities of Poona, Karnatak and Baroda declined to avail 
themselves of the personal allowances on the ground that certain categories 
of teachers were left out. The Visva-Bharati University and S. N. D. T. 
Women's University, Bombay, where the qualifications of the staff and 
instructions imparted were of a special nature, were not included m the 
scheme. The University of Agra and the University of Jammu and 
Kashmir being of an enturely affiliating type, were also not included in 
the scheme. In the Universities of Mysore and Travancore, where the 
salary scales were much lower than the scales recommended by the 
University Grants Commission, the teachers could not be given &ny per- 
sonal allowances, as they were deemed to be government servants. The 
schemo also did not apply to the teachers of the Universitios of Patna, 
Bihar and Utkal (except ın the case of two teachers) on the same ground. 
Universities of Gauhati, Nagpur, Delhi, Madras, Saugar, Annamalai, 
Calcutta, Osmania, Aligarh and Andhra, however, reccived grants towards 


personal allowance. 


Through the efforts of the Chairman of the Commission, the Central 
Provinces Manganese Ore Company Ltd., made a donation of £1,00,000 to

States wera without a university of their own. 


Table L, gives the years of foundation/reconstitution, territorial juris- 
diction and type of the universities and the faculties for which instruc- 
tion was provided therein. It also gives information on the medium of 
instruction followed 1n the universities. Of the 31 universities, those of 
Agra, Gujarat and Jammu and Kashmir were purely affihating, those of 
Aligarh, Allahabad, Annamalai, Banaras, Baroda, Lucknow, Osmania, 
Patna, Roorkee, Sri Venkateswara and Visva Bharati residential and 
teaching, and Bombay University teaching and federal. The remaining 
universities—16 in number—were of teaching and affiliating type. 


During 1954-55, the number of teaching departments of the 
different universities decreased from 300 to 281. The decrease was due 
to the conversion of 35 teaching departments of Calcutta University 
into 5 university colleges and the closing down of the department of 
Military Science in Lucknow University The following new teaching 
departments were started during the year under review .

The number of colleges and other institutions of bigher learning 


shot up fiom 988 to 1,087 during the year. 


Of these, 690 were arts 








— 


*Includes research institutions providing teaching facilities, 
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and science colleges (inclusive of research institutions providing teaching 
facilities), 291 colleges for professional and technical education and 
106 for special education imparting instruction in subjects like music, 
dancing, and other fine arts, oriental studies, social sciences and 
domestic science. The corresponding figures for 1953-54 were 648, 253 
and 87 yielding increase of 6.5 per cent, 15.0 per cent and 21.8 per cent 


respectively. 


There were 127 colleges (93 for arts and science, 21 for professional 
and 13 for special education) meant exclusively for women as against 
113 (88 for arts and science, 17 for professional and 8 for special 
education) in the previous year. These colleges constituted only 11.7 
per cent of tho total number of colleges as compared with 11.4 per cent 


in the year 1953-54. 


Rural areas had 61 colleges (59 for men and 2 for women). Of 
these, 29 (27 for men and 2 for women) were for general education and. 
32 for professional education, 


Of the 291 colleges for professional education, 77 were for teachers' 
training, 78 for medicine, 40 for engineering, 24 for commerce, 23 for 
law, 18 for agriculture, 10 for veterinary science and 7 for technology. 
The remaming 14 colleges consisted of 3 for forestry, 8 for physical 
education, 1 for apphed arts and 2 for other subjects (co-operative 


training). 


The year under report registered an increase of 16 colleges for 
teachers’ training, 12 in medicine, 3 in engineering, 2 each in commerce 
and law and 1 each in agriculture, veterinary science and physical 
education. There was no change m respect of the remaining types of 


colleges, 


The 106 colleges for special education comprised 22 colleges for 
music, dancing and other fine arts (including 4 for girls), 75 for oriental 
studies (including 6 for girls), 5 for social education and 4 for other 
subjects (3 for home science for females and one for yoga and cultural 


synthesis). 


Table LI shows the distribution of colleges by management. The 
position during 1954-55 was more or less the same as m the previous 
year A little over half the number of colleges continued to be managed 
by private aided bodies and just one third by the governments. Local 
boards had only a few colleges under their control. 


Considering colleges by type of education and management together, 
it will be noticed that while private bodies dominated the field of 
general and special education, having over 70 per cent of the colleges 
for these types under their management, professional colleges were 
chiefly managed by the governments which had about 54 per cent of 
guch colleges under their contro]. 


' "The position of the colleges managed by government vis a-vis other 
managements remained practically the same as in the previous year,

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Government had more colleges under its management in Orissa and in 
all Parts B and C States with the exception of Hyderabad, Travancore- 
Cochin, Ajmer and Delhi. A large number of colleges for general 
education in the Punjab which were being run by priváte bodies did not 
receve any grant-in-aid. 


Table LIY shows the State-wise break up of the colleges. The 
number of arts and science colleges increased by one each in Andhra 
and West Bengal, by two each in Jammu and Kashmir, Travancore- 
Cochin and Vindhya Pradesh, by three each in Assam, Madras, Uttar 
Pradesh, Hyderabad and Pepsu and by four each in Bihar, Punjab, 
Madhya Bharat, Mysore and Rajasthan, But Bombay registered a 
slight decrease by one college In all other States, the number remained 
the same as in the previous year. In the case of professional colleges, 
there was increase of one college each in Madras, Orissa, Hyderabad, 
Jammu & Kashmir and Mysore, of two colleges each m Bombay, Punjab, 
West Bengal and Rajasthan, of three colleges ın Travancore-Cochin and 
of 4 colleges in Bihar. Uttar Pradesh significantly doubled the number 
of professional colleges during this period. This was posssible because 
of the opening of 10 new colleges and transfer of one college for 
physical education from special to professional type. Only Madhya 


Pradesh reported a decrease of one college. The remaimng States had 
the same number of colleges as in 1953-54. 


As regards colleges for special education, Uttar Pradesh showed 
an increase of one college, Andhra of two and West Bengal, Jammu and 
Kashmir, Madhya Bharat and Rajasthan of three each. States of 
Assam, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and Manipur each started one college 


of this type. The other States reported no change from the previous 
years’ position. I 


Pupils 


Analysis of the enrolment figures presents a constant difficulty 
due to the fact that some colleges have school elasses attached to them, 
while classes XI and XII of the higher secondary schools m U.P. 
provide education equivalent to the Intermediate standard in other 
States. Table LV gives the distribution of pupils m universities and 
colleges by institutions, while Table LIII gives the enrolment by stages, 
ihat is by excluding enrolment in school classes attached to colleges 
and including that m intermediate classes attached to schools. Ail the 
computations in this report are based on table LIII. 


Table LV shows that the total number of pupils enrolled in 
colleges and university teaching departments rose from 5,54,105 to 
6,18,192 showing an increase of 11.6 per cent as against 10.6 per cent 
during the previous year, Girl students numbered 83,107 as against 
69,861 1n 1953-54 and constituted 13 4 per cent of the total enrolment 
in colleges and university teaching departments as compared to 12.6 
per cent during the preceedmg year. The same table al a shows that 
the enrolment increased m all the States except in Orissa, where 
it decreased  shghtly. Among Part A States, the percentage of 
increase was highest in Bihar (22 4 per cent) followed by West Bengal 
(197 per cent), Assam (16.6 per cent), Andhra (15.9 per cent) and 
Punjab (14.9 per cent) and was the lowest in Uttar Pradesh (2.7 per cent).

States was between 
Jammu and Kashmir (26.0 per cent) and Hyderabad (3 4 per cent) In 
Part C States, Manipur reported the highest increase (47.9 per cent) 
followed by Vindhya Pradesh (38 8 per cont), Kutch (30.8 per cent) and 
Tripura (30.7 per cent). Leaving N.E F.A. which had no facilities for 
university education, the lowest increase percentage was in Himachal 


Pradesh (1.3 per cent). 


The distribution of pupils receiving general and profes- 
sional and special education at university stage in the different 
States is given m Table LTIT for the years 1953-54 and 1954-55. Of the 
total number of students for higher education, 5,29,573 students (78.4 
per cent), took up arts and science courses, 1,34,797 students (20.0 per 
cent) professional and technical coursés and 10,590 students (1.6 per cent) 
special education courses. Table LIV gives further details. 


While taking into account enrolment at university stage, 18 is seen 
(Table LIIT) that the number of students m post-matriculation classes 
increased from 6,02,733 to 6,74,960 and constituted 2 2 per cent of the 
total enrolment at all stages The rate of increase at the university 
stage (12.0 per cent) compares favourably with that of 7 1 per cent at 
the secondary stage and of 6.7 per cent at the primary stage.

Ot the 72,097 girls in arts and science colleges, 38,184 were studying 
in mixed colleges, 1ndicating co-education to the extent of 53.0 per cent. 
The corresponding percentage in the case of professional and. special edu- 
cation colleges was 65 1 per cent, so that more than half of the girl stu- 
dents received education along with boys Table LVI gives State-wise fig- 
ures in. this connection. In Saurashtra, Bhopal, Coorg, Himachal Pradesh, 
Kutch, Mampur, Trrpura and Vindhya Pradesh, there were no separate 
. colleges for girls with the result that there was complete co-education 
in general education m these States As regards professional and special 
education, Assam, Orissa, Hyderabad, Madhya Bharat, Mysore, Pepsu, 
Rajasthan, Bhopai and Manipur had similarly complete co-education. In 
Madras, Hyderabad, Jammu & Kashmir, Mysore, Pepsu, Rajasthan, 
Ajmer and Delhi, most of the girls were studying in girls” colleges. 


Teachers 

The distribution of teachers working in universities and colleges 
during the year under report ıs given in Table LVII. The total staff 
strength was 34,373 teachers—30,960 men and 3,413 women. This re- 
presents an overall increase of 3,863 teachers or 12.7 per cent over the 
previous years” figures The inereasə m the number of teachers com- 
pares favourably with the increase in the number of scholars, the latter

The universities, colleges and other institutions of higher learning 
reported total direct expenditure of Rs 25,93,47 868 during the year. 
This*is 11.7 per sent more than the amount spent m 1953-54. Of the 
total, Rs. 24,65,41,163 (95.1 per cent) were incurred on boys” institutions 
and Rs 1,28,06,705 (4.9 per cent) on girls’ mstitutions, The bieak-up 
of the expenditure as on different types of institutions was . universities 
Rs. 7,41,71,561 (28 6 per cent), arts & science colleges Rs. 11,86,75,096 
(45 8 per cent), professional & technical colleges Rs. 6,31,04,380 (24.3 per 
cent) and special education colleges Rs 33,96,831 (13 per cent). The 
percentage of increase in these types of institutions over the correspond- 
ing figures of 1953-54 were 13 3 per cent, 99 per cent, 12.5 per cent and 
25 4 por cent respectively The expenditure on universities and colleges 
constituted 19.8 por cent of the total direct expenditure on all types of 
institutions The distribution of expenditure according to sources of 
income is given in table LIX. Government funds accounted for 49 4 
per cent of the expenditure. The next major source of income was fees 
from students which contributed to the extent of 38 6 per cent The 
share of the endowments m the expenditure was 2 9 per eent and that 


of other sources 8 9 per cent Local boards had the lowest contribution 
(0 2 per cent) to make 


Of the total expenditure, Rs 8,7 1,22,843 (33.6 per cent) were spent 
9n government mstitutions, Rs. 13,39,445 (0.5 per cent) on local board 
institutions and Rs 17,08,85,580 (65.9 per cent) on institutions managed 
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by private bodies. The corresponding percentages in the previous year' 
were 33.7, 0.6 and 65.7 respectively. 


Table LX gives the expenditure on universities and colleges 1n the 
different States for the years 1953-54 and 1954 55. All the States, except 
Andhra, Coorg, Himachal Pradesh, Kutch and Tripura reported increased 
expenditure on universities and colleges during the period under report. 
In Andhra, the decrease 1n expenditure was due to the 1eclassification of 
direct and indirect expenditure The non-recurrmg expenditure incurred 
on purchase of hbrary books, apparatus and equipments was wrongly 
shown as direct expenditure in the previous year, In Coorg, expenditure 
went down, because in 1953-54 a laboratory was set up and books were 
added to the library, as degree classes were started. In Kutch, the 
apparant decrease was again due to the reclassification of direct and 


indirect expenditure. 


Among Part A States, Bihar showed the highest percentage of 
increase (22.9 per cent) and U.P had also similar increase (22.6 per 
cent). In Orissa, this merease was negligible (1.4 per cent). Among 
Part B States, Pepsu registered phenomenal rise in the expenditure (79.6 
per cent), followed by Jammu and Kashmir (45 9 per cent), while it was 
the lowest in Travaneore-Cochin (05 per cent) The opening of 3 
government colleges ın Pepsu accounts for such a big increase in its 
expenditure. Vindhya Pradesh led the Part C States in this respect with 
an increase of 33.0 per cent, followed by Bhopal (30 4 per cent). Delhi 
came on the other end of the scale with an increase of 6.6 per cent. 


Column (17) of Table LX gives the percontage of the total direct 
expenditure on universities and colleges durmg 1654-55 Among Part À 
States, this percentage varied from 12.4 per cent in Andhia to 26.0 per 
cent in West Bengal, among part B States, from 9.4 per cent in Saurashtra 
to 26.0 per cent in Rajasthan and 1n Part C States, from 4 4 per cent in 
respect of Himachal Pradesh to 36 3 per cent iu Delh: 


Columns (18) to (22) of Table LX detail the extent to which 
expenditure on higher education was shared by the government, local 
boards, fees, endowments and other sources Among Part A States, 
Bihar received the highest contribution (62.5 per cent) from government 
funds followed by Madhya Pradesh and Oriesa with 623 per cent and 
61.6 ber cent respectively Government's share was the lowest 1n Punjab. 
Thé expenditure met by local boards was negligibly small Fees 
accounted for 61.8 per cent of the total expenditure m Punjab, 51 8 per 
cent in Andhra and 50.7 per cent in Bombay. In all Part B States 
except Travancore-Cochin, major part of the expendituro was met from 
government funds, the most significant among them being Popsu (74 3 per 
cent), while in Travancore-Cochin it was 25.1 por cent. Part C States 
followed the pattern of Part B States in this respect Government 
expenditure was tho highest in Bhopal (87 4 per cent) @nd the lowest m 


Ajmer (50.8 per cent). 
The average annual costs in arts and science colleges, professional 


and technical colleges and special education colleges in the different States 
may be seen in columns" (25) to (27) of table LVIII which shows wide

Free-places Scholarships and Stipends 


Government of India continued to sponsor following scholarship 
schemes for higher atudies in the country during this year: 


1. Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward 
Classes Scholarships Scheme. 


2. Research Training Scholarships Scheme for research in scienti- 
fic and technical subjects m universities and other institutions of higher ` 
learning ; and 


3. Cultural Scholarships Scheme for indigenous students and 
students of Indian origin from Asia, Africa, and Commonwealth countries, 


As many as 35,402 persons applied for scholarships under scheme 
(1), out of which, 20,658 persons were awarded scholarships at a cost of 
Rs. 107.89 lakhs. 


Under scheme (2) the number of research training scholarships 
awarded was 547—314 senior (each of Rs 200 p.m ) and 233 junior (each of 
Rs. 100 pm). An expendrture of Rs. 8 62 lakhs was incurred during the 
year under this scheme 


Under the Cultural Scholarship Scheme, 143 scholarships wero offered, 
of which, 91 were actually availed of during the year. The total amount 
spent on this account was Rs. 5,98,859. 


Besides these scholarships, State governments and universities 
awarded seholarships on the results of the examinations conducted by 
boards and universities Research scholarships were also provided by 
all the unrversities Free concessions to the extent of 5 to 15 per cent 
ofthe total enrolment were granted by the institutions to poor and 
meritorious students. Students belonging to scheduled castes, scheduled 
tribes and other backward classes received stipends and/or free-ships. 
During the year, the total expenditure on scholarships and stipends m 
universities and colleges amounted to Rs 2,41,16,245 and on other 
financial concessions Rs 15,96,157. In addition, a sum of Rs. 80,27 ,66) 
was foregone on free gstudentships granted to the students,

CHAPTER VII 


TRAINING OF TEACHERS 


The key to all educational improvement hes m better type of 
teachers. This means not only improvement in their professional effi- 
ciency but also the development of iheir total personality. Teachers’ 
traning institutions continued to address themselves to this two-fold 
task durmg the year. They paid Increasing attention to craft work, 
social welfare and community and village improvement activities for the 
social and emotional development of the pupil-teachers. A large number 
of traditional type of training schools wero converted into basic training 
schools. Short-term training courses in basic education were organised 
for the benefit of teachers trained in the traditional type of cducation. 
The departments of education of State governments amd teachers’ 
organisations organised conferences, seminars, discussion groups, etc., 
where teachers met and exchanged ideas and experiences. 


With a view to securing the active co-operation of the practising 
teachers in the implementation of the recommendations of the Secondary 
Education Commission and of the Secondary Education International 
Team, the Central Ministry of Education held, in co-operation with ihe 
Ford Foundation, 8 Seminars on regional basis in varidus parts of the 
country covering almost all the States. The participants, 40 for each 
seminar, included headmasters of secondary schools, inspecting officers, 
teachers of tramimg colleges, etc. The programme of these seminars, 
each Jasting four weeks, included group and gencral discussions, formula- 
tion of specific projects and organisation of social evenings and excursions 
to neighbouring places of educational and cultural value. Oceasionlly, 
eminent educationists were invited to speak on current educational pro- 
blems. A special fcature of most of tho projects formulated for the im- 
provement of secondary education was that these could be implemented 
by the headmasters themselves without any external assistance A semi- 
nar of principals of training colleges was held at Hyderabad in November- 
December, 1954, to draw up a programme for extension services in 
teachers’ traming colleges. A ‘workshoppers’ seminar of 40 participants 


from the four workshops held in 1954 was held at New Delhi from 3rd 
to 14th January, 1955. 


The Central Institute of Education, Delhi, continued to be the only 
teachers’ training mstitute under the administrative control of the Cen- 
tral Ministry of Education The year under report was a period of con- 
solidation rather than expansion for the institute. The Child Guidance 
Centre carried on the work of standardising an individual test of intelli- 
gence and prepared a group test of intelli gence for children of 11 years and 
above. The Institute organised a seminar on ‘Vitalising School Libraries 


m Delhi State’ and the second All-India Seminar on ‘Educational and 
Vocational Guidance’. 
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MAIN DEVELOPMENTS 


A brief account of the important developments m the field of 
Teachers” Training in the different States is given below :— 


Andhra 


M.Ed. course was started in the Government Training College, 
Rajahmundry. The course was of one year's duration for whole time 
students and of two years’ duration for part-time students Shortened 
B.Ed course was conducted for the benefit of secondary grade trained 
graduate teachers m the same college and 61 pupils were tramed. 
The collegiate trained teachers’ certificate examination was discon- 
tinued as the Andhra University pormitted the students who had 
completed shortened BEd. to sit for th» ,B Ed examination. 
One aided basic traming school was opened. Two Pandita 
Traming classes were conducted in the Government Traming 
College, Rajahmundry, for the traming of language teachers in which 
25 teachers were trained. As a temporary measure supplementary 
T.S L.C. Public Examination was conducted in September, 1954. 


Assam 


The Hindi Training Centre, Tezpur enrolled 112 students for 
teaching hindi in Secondary schools, as against 105 durmg the previous 
year. During the year one Guru Training Institute at Haflong was 
provineialised while the other at Nowgong was amalgamated with the 
normal school, 


Bihar 

A short traming course for untrained graduate teachers was 
conducted ateach divisional headquarter, A short refresher course in 
science teaching was organised at each divisional headquaiter for the 
teachers of high schools. With a view to improving the teaching of 
english in schools, a refresher course for english teachers was held 
at the Patna Traming College. A semmar on world history was also 
held in the same college for a month for teachers and head-masters of 
secondary schools A conference of divisional superintendents of basic 
and social education was held to discuss the syllabus for the short 
training course and to find out ways and means of improving the 
expanding junior basic traming schools It was decided to hold an 
intensive four months’ training course for the existing 1,200 untrained 
teachers ın primary and middle schools from lst March, 1955 to 30th 
June, 1955. At the request of the Government of Bhopal, the State 
government deputed two teachers to that State for imparting trainmg 
in basic education 


A non-recurring grant of Rs. 66,666 was sanctioned for extension 
1 and improvement of the buildings of junior basic training schools. 


Bombay 


The syllabus for part I of the S.T.C. examination was revised 
durng the year. Under the new rules, candidates were required to 
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take four papers instead of three, give 30 lessons instead of 15, attend 
50 lessons of trained teachers and write 6 essays under the guidance 
of persons approved by the Educational Inspector concerned. In the 
examination, the candidates were given the option to answer the 
question paper in the regional languages. This was done to provide 
an incentive to teachers in primary schools to get themselves trained.

The year under report saw the revival of C T. courses for boys which 
were abolished m 1949-50. Under the Central Intensive Educational 
Development Scheme No 1 of the First Five-year Plan, 3 government 
training mstitutions for J T C were converted into junior basic traming 
schools These institutions followed revised syllabus on the lines of basic 
education with special emphasis on agriculture, craft and community 
work. The syllabus of the Basic Traming College, Luckuow, was revised 
to include the teaching of one mam and one subsidiary craft. In the 
College of Home Science, Allahabad, two years’ course for high school. 
passed candidates was replaced by one year's course for intermediate- 
passed candidates with home science as one of the subjects m the high 
school. Constrtctive Training College continued to train craft teachers 
in the higher secondary schools In addition to general theory of peda- 
gogy, candidates got specialised traimmg in one of the crafts The 
Government Central Pedagogical Institute, Allahabad  cotinued its 
investigations and experiments in the field of education. Workshops for 
teachers of english of training colleges and selected schools and for 
teachers of science were organised A two-week training course in the 
teaching of english was conducted in collaboration with the British 
Council A convention of about 80 teachers of hindi was held in which 
ways and means of improving the quality of work of teachers and students 
were discussed. The Bureau of Psychology, Allahabad, took up projects 
for standardisation of space test, group test, etc It conducted a full 
session tranmg for 10 guidance psychologists. 


West Bengal 


The womens' section of the David Hare Training College was 
separated and convert+d into an independent institution—the Institute 
of Education for Women The capacity of the David Hare Trainmg 
College was increased to 250 and that ofthe Institute of Education 
for Women to 100. A research laboratory was set up at the Basic 
Training Collego, Banipur, which was to work in eollaboration with the 
Bureau of Educational and Psychological Research at the David Hare 
Training College, Caleütta. Facilities for basic teachers’ traming were 
increased and the contents of training enriched. Spinning, weaving and 
agriculture were taught as compulsory basic crafts, while leather work, 
cine work, mat making, etc. as optional and subsidiary crafts The 
trainees were required to take refresher course after six months of actual 
field work The training of teachers for special subject such as domestic 
science and physical education also received increased attention. 


Hyderabad. 


The Traming School, Aurangabad, was upgraded mto a teachers” 
training college and a normal traming school was converted into a basic 
training school Short-term courses in craft trainmg were organised at 
which 230 teachers were trained A short training course of five weeks’ 
duration was conducted in each district of the State and about 1,560 
teachers had the benefit of training. À refresher course in the teaching 
of english was conducted in co-operation with the British Council. Sixty 
teachers attended this course. `> 
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Jammu and Kashmir 


A training college was started at Jammu to provide facilities for 
the traanmg of women teachers for teaching domestic science in girls’ 
schools The services of one lady teacher were acquired from the Lady 
Irwin College, Delhi to teach m this college. Two lady lecturers from 
Delhi were invited to organise a refresher course at Srinagar to train 
teachers to start domestic science in various schools. The Bureau of 
Intelligence Testing and Vocational Guidance, established in the Teachers’ 
Traming College, Srinagar, perfected and standardised tests to assess 
aptitudes, achievements and mental development of school students. 


Madhya Bharat 


One basic training school was established at Bhind. A refresher 
training course was organised at the Normal School, Sheopur, at which 
57 teachers were traincd. The govarment sanctioned 8 Scholarships for 
L. T. and 7 for C. T. trainees. The trainees m the Government Training 


College, Dewas, undertook a tour of historical places in Bombay and 
Mandu. 


Mysore 


The Teachers' Training Institute at Chittaldrug was started during 
the year. The special traming centre at Vidyanagar meant for primary 
school teachers was closed down as the standard of instruction provided 
there was lower than that provided in regular training institutes. Two 
new traming institutes were programmed to be opened in 1ts place. A 
traming school for women was opened under private management in 
Bangalore. Theintake at the Basic Training Centre, « Vidyanagar, was 
increased from 80 to 144.

Institutions

for training primary school teachers. Of the total number of training 
schools, 452 (52.6 per cent) were managed by government, 13 (1.5 per 
cent) by local boards and 395 (45.9 per cent) by private bodies The 
corresponding percentages for the year 1953-54 were 55.0, 1 6 and 43.4 
respectively. Of the private schools, 312 received aid from the govern- 


' ment. 


Table LXIII gives the number of teachers? traming schools in the 
different States during the years 1953-54 and 1954-55. The increase in 
the number of trammng schools was reported by the States of Bombay 
(from +14 to 147), Madhya Pradesh (from 23 to 34), Hyderabad (from 11 
to 15), Punjab (from 7 to 9), Madhya Bharat (from 8 to 10), Madras (from 
144 to 145), Mysore (from 11 to 12) and Travancore-Cochin (from 70 to 71). 
Coorg and Tripura reported a new school each. The number of schools 
in Andhra, Bihar, Orissa, Pepsu, Rajasthan, Saurashtra, Ajmer, Bhopal, 
Delhi, Himachal Pradesh, Kutch, Manipur and Vindhya Pradesh re. 
mamed the same as in the previous year. Two schools were closed down 
m Ássam. Conversion of some training schools into training colleges and 
janta colleges and the opening of some new schools resulted in an over-all 
decrease of 2 schools m Uttar Pradesh.

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The distribution of training schools according to managements is 
given in cols. (9) to (12) of Table LXITI. All the schools in Part C States, 
Madhya Bharat, Popsn and Rajasthan were managed by the govern- 
ment. A great majority of schools m Andhra, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh, 
Orissa, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal and Mysore were also managed by 
government. Of the 13 local board schools, 9 were in Assam alone Private 
schools predominated m Bombay, Madras, Hyderabad, Saurashtra and 
Travancore-Cochin. Bombay had the largest number (42) of unaided 
schools. 


Pupils 


The total number of pupil teachers in training schools and training 
classes attached to other institutions increased from 76,633 (53,603 men 
and 23,030 women) to 81,046 (56,288 men and 24,758 women) that rs, 
at the rate of 5.8 per cent. Of the pupils receiving education in training 
schools, 59.7 per cont were in government schools, 0.8 per cent in local board 
schools and 39 5 per cent ın private schools The corresponding percen- 
tages for the provious year were 619, 07 and 37.4 respectively. The 
number of candidates who qualified for the award of teachers’ training 
certificate was 49,120 (35,383 men and 13,737 women) as compared to 
46,218 (33,590 men and 12,698 women) in 1953-54. 


The State-wise details of enrolment are given in Table LXIV Al 
the States excepting Andhra, Madras, Uttar Pradesh, West Bengal, Pepsu. 
Ajmer, Coorg, Himachal Pradesh, Kutch and Vindhya Pradesh recorded 
increase in enrolment, the largest bemg m Bombay (2,011), followed by 


Travancore-Cochin (1,211), Madhya Pradesh (1,045), Bihar (1,000), Punjab 
(632) and Orissa (375). 


In Andhra, the abohtion of elementary grade training courses in 
some schools accounted for the decrease. In Madras, the State govern- 
ment have not assigned any specific reason to the decrease. The fall in 
Uttar Pradesh was due to the decrease of two schools. in Pepsu, the 
decline in enrolment was due to the reduction m the intake capacity 
of training schools in order to maintain proper standards of education. 
Consequent on the decision to introduce two years’ training course instead 
of onc year train; course m Kutch, admission to the first year class was 
restricted. The decrease m other States was of minor order. The out- 


put of trained teachers in different States is given in cols. (9) to (11) of

Expenditure 


The total direct expenditure on the teachers’ training schools 
(excluding the amount spent on the training classes attached to other 
institutions) increased at the rate of 18 per cent to Rs. 1,71,48,748. 
Of this amount, Rs. 1,33,11,133 were spent on institutions for men and 
Rs 38,37,615 ou those for women The correspondmg figures for 1953-54 
were Rs. 1,27,59 606 and Rs. 40,78,115 respectively Government schools 
accounted for 74,2 per cent of the expenditure, local board schools 1.8 
per cent and private schools 24 0 per cent. The respective percentages 
for the previous year were 73 3, 1.5 and 25.2. The following table gives

The government continued to bear more than four-fifths of the total 


expenditure. The share of expenditure from fees increased whereas thab 


from the local board funds declined. 


The average annual cost per pupil was Rs. 223 6 (Rs. 2302 in 
schools for men and Rs. 203.4 in schools for women). Its distibution 
according to the sources from which it was met was ` government 
Rs. 186.2, local boards Rs. 0.8, fees Rs. 15.2, endowments Rs. 10.9, and 


other sources Rs. 19.5. 


A comparative statement of expenditure on the teachers” trainmg 
schools 1n different States, during the years 1953-54 and 1954-55, is given in 
Table LXVI. Al the States except Bombay, Uttar Pradesh, Jammu and 
Kashmir, Mysore, Rajasthan, Delhi, Himachal Pradesh and Manipur repor- 
ted increased expenditure during the year. The largest increase was reported 
by Madhya Pradesh (Rs 3,06,743), followed by Travancore-Cochin 
(Rs 1,26,473), Assam (99,675) and Madras (99,317). The decrease m 
Uttar Pradesh, Jammu and Kashmir and Himachal Pradesh was due to 
the, decrease 1n the number of schools which were upgraded into colleges, 
while that in Mysore to the abolition of the Special Taming Centre, 
Vidya Nagar. In Delhi, the fall was due to non-filhng up of the posts of 
teachers for some time. Figures m cols (13) to (18) of this table 
indicate the extent to which the expenditure was met from the different 
sources in various States. The entire expenditure was met from govern. 
ment funds in Pepsu, Ajmer, Bhopal, Coorg, Himachal Pradesh, Kutch, 
Manipur, North East Frontier Agency, and Tripura and very nearly so 
in the States of Assam, Madhya Pradesh, Orissa, Hyderabad, Madhya 

Bharat, Mysore, Rajasthan and Vindbya Pradesh. In Xravancore-Cochin, 
45.0 per cent of the expenditure came from fees.

Education continued to be free in the training schools under the 
management of the State governments and the local boards. The in- 
service pupil-teachers got their usual salaries or stipends in lieu of 
salaries. In private schools, the government continued to pay the fees 
of pupils belonging to scheduled castes,scheduled tribes and other back- 
ward communities 


TRAINING COLLEGES 


Institutions 


During the year under report, there were 77 training colleges for 
graduates, and undergraduates (59 for men and 18 for women) as compar- 
ed to 61 colleges (47 for men and 14 for women) in 1953-54. Of these, 
18 colleges (10 for men and 8 for women) were for undergraduates, 
Women were admitted in most of the colleges for men. Forty-six colleges 
were managed by government, while 29 out of the remaining 31 private 
colleges recieved grants m aid. Facilities for the training of teachers 
were also provided by the teaching departments of the Universities of 
Aligarh, Allahabad Annamalai, Banaras, Calcutta, Gauhati, Lucknow, 
Patna and Visva-Bharati and the training classes attached to some arts 
and science colleges and a research institution. 


The State-wise distribution of training colleges, during the years 
1953-54 and 1954-55, 18 givenin Table LXVII. In Uttar Pradesh, 6 new 
training colleges were opened and 3 training schools were raised to colleges. 
Two colleges were started m Punjab and one each in the States of Bihar, 
West Bengal, Hyderabad, Rajasthan and Travancore-Cochin. One traimng 
school in the State of Jammu and Kashmir was upgraded into a college. 
One trainmg college was reclassified as a traming school in Madhya 
Bharat. There was no change in the number of training colleges in other 
States. Assam, Pepsu, Saurashtra and all the Part C States excepting 
Delhi continued to be without a traming college. Gauhati University 
and the training departments of St Mary's College ın Assam and Brinjin- 
dra College, Faridkot in Pepsu continued to provide mstruction for B.T, 
and filled the gap in these States. 


Pupils 


The total enrolment in the teachers’ training colleges, university 
teaching departments of education and trainmg classes attached to arts 
and science colleges increased from 8,848 (5,904 mon and 2,944 women) in 
1953-54 to 11,547 (7,697 men and 3,850 women) during the year under 
report. On percentage basis, this showed an increase of 30.5 per cent (30 4 
per cent in case of men and 308 per cent in case of women) The 
number of condidates who qualified for the award of degrees and equiva- 
lent diplomas rose from 6,437 (4,710 men and 1,727 women) to 9,076 
(6,274 men and 2,802 women) The number of pupils awarded certifi- 
cates in teaching further decreased from 1,360 (667 men and 693 women) 
to 1,344 (712 men and 632 women) in 1954-55.

Expenditure 


The total direct expenditure on the teachers” training colleges 
(excluding the expenditure on the university teaching departments and 
the teachers’ training classes attached to arts and science colleges) 
rose from Rs, 43,58,452 to Rs. 52,36,656, that is, at the rate of 20.1 
per cent. ‘Of the total, Rs. 42,38,103 ‘were spent on institutions for 
men and Rs. 9,98,553 on those for women. The percentage of 
expenditure on training colleges managed by different agencies was: 
government 73.0 per cent, private aided 26.4 per cent and private 
unaided 0.6 per cent. The breake-up of the expenditure accordmg to 


the different sources of income for the years 1953-54 and 1954-55 is 
given in the following table :

CHAPTER VIII 
PROFESSIONAL AND TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


This chapter deals with Professional and Technical Education of 


both school and higher standard, excepting Teachers! Trainmg, which 
has been discussed in the preceeding chapter. 


During the year under report, the tempo of progress in Professional 
and Technical Education ın the country was not only maintained but 
accelerated. Increasing attention was given to improving the quality 
as well as the expansión of the facilities. Several new technical institutes 
were opened, the training capacity of the existing ones was enlarged, 


research facilities were increased, laboratories were improved and better 
equipment was acquired 


At its mnth meeting held on 30th October, 1954, the All-India 
Council for Technical Education appointed a special committee to 
"formulate detailed proposals for the development of technical education 


in the country The Council suggested that the following aspects should 
receive special consideration 


(1) Provision of integrated schemes of industrial apprenticeship 
and techmeal education for-boys in the age-group 14-17 to 
train them as skilled workers and for those m the age-group 
16-20 to train them for supervising positions m industry. 


(ù) Part-time technical education facilities for adult workers. 


(ni) Provision of “sandwich courses” of the degree standard at 
least at one centre in each important industrial centre 


(iv) Establishment of the Western Higher Technical Institute. 


(v) Development of post-graduate centres for advanced work and 
research. 


(vi) Appropriate measures to attract and retain the right type of 
teachers m institutions 
(vi) Provision of summer schodls for technical teachers and short- 
term refresber courses 
(viii) Provision of facilities, on regional basis, for the traming'of 
technical teachers, I | 
(ux) Institution of scholarships and free-places in ‘partnership with 
the State governments 
The Council also recommended th 
dressm y may be prozided in technologi 
in Mining, Metallurgy, Chemical Engmee 


at facilities for traming m Ore- 
cal mstitutions offering courses 
rng and Chemical Technology.

The recommendation was approved by the Central Government and 
University Grants Commission. 


For the development of Art Education the All India Council, inter- 
alia, recommended that art institutions should invite expert artists ag 
visiting professors for a period of one to four months to demonstrate their 
style and techniques. Further, financial aid be granted to art schools 
for organismg traming exhibitions. The Council directed its Board of 
Technical Studies m Applied Art to draw up a panel of names of experts 
from which the institutions might make their choice. 


The Council recommended non recurring grants of Rs. 118 lakhs 
and recurring grants of Rs. 6 65 lakhs for development to various fech- 
nical institutions, under the first five year plan. It also recommended 
interest-free loans amounting to Rs. 20 lakhs for the construction of hostels 


attached to technical institutions. 


On the recommendation of the Board of Management Studies, the 
Central Government approved a scheme for organising facilities for 
management studies 1n (a) Industrial Engineering (b) Industrial Admini- 
strations and (c) Business Management m certain selected centres Both 
part-time and full-time courses were to be provided in the institutions con- 


cerned, 


As an integral part of the plan for the extension of facilities for 
post-graduate education and research in technology, the Council approved 
the institution of post-graduate courses in Highway Engineering, Dam 
Construction, Irrigation Engmeering and Hydraulics, Structural Engineer- 
ing and advanced Electrical Engineering in certain selected engineering 
institutions m the country and recommended a grant of Rs. 18 lakhs for 


the purpose. 


The Central Government accepted the recommendation of the All- 
India Council for Technical Education and decided to establish as joint 
enterprise with the State governments and/or the printing industry, four 
Regional Schools of Printmg in Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta and 


Madras. 


Ki 


The government also accepted the recommendation of the All-India 
Council regarding the establishment of a School of Architecture in 
Madras under the aegis of the Madras University The school wás ex- 
pected to cost Rs. 1 2 lakhs as non-recurring and Rs. 65,000 as recurring 
expenditure. The expenditure will be shared by the Central and State gov- 
ernments. Architectural traming facilities m the J J. School of Art, 
Bombay, were also expanded to provide 28 additional seats for students 
coming from outside Bumbay state. 
At their first meeting, the governing body ofthe School of Town 
and Regional Planning set up Committees to prepare detailed plans and 
estimates eto , courses of study for the school and rules for the registra- 
tion of the school. 

Under the Practical Traming Stipends Scheme, 246 stipends for 
graduates and 76 stipends for diploma-holders were awarded at a cost 
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of Rs. 4.74 lakhs, tó assist selected students qualifying from technical 
institutions to undergo organised posi institutional practical traming in 
engineering and industrial establishments. The All-India Council for 
“Technical Education also set up a special committee to examine the 
scheme and recommend the best possible manner in which it could be 
worked in close association with industry. 


During the year, 314 senior and 233 junior research scholarships were 
‘allocated to 40 universities and other institutions to promote research. 


The expenditure involved in the scheme was Rs. 8.62 lakhs. 


.. An experimental model wind tunnel was constructed in the Aeronauti- 
cal Engineering Department of the Indian Institute of Science, Bangalore. 
On the recommendation of the All-India Council for Technical Edu- 
cation, it. was decided to introduce courses at the post-graduate level in a 
number of engineering subjects in the. Indian Institute of Technology, 


Kharagpur. The Institute had 1,075 students on its rolls during the 
year. 


Main Developments 


A short account of the important developments in the field of Pro: 


fessional and Technical Education (excluding Teachers’ Training) in the 
various States is given below :—

During the year under review, clinical courses of studies were intro- 
duced in the Guntur Medical College but were later on discontinued due 
to lack of adequate facilities.

The State government partly accepted the recommendations of Dr. 
Ghosh Committee, appomted to examine the plausibility of converting 
the Harcourt Butler Technological Institute, Kanpur, and other similar 
institutions m the State into a Technological University and, as a result 
of this, opened a new svction of Chemical Engineermg at the Institute. 
A sum of Rs 8.5 lakhs was sanctioned for the construction of buildings 


and for other expenses. 


A scheme for starting evening classes at the Central Textile Insti- 
tute, Kanpur, for a specialised course of training for millworkers was 
approved with a view to enhancing the efficiency of the workers. 


An amount of Rs. 3,41,600 was sanctioned for the establishment 
of a polytechnic at Jhansi. A further sum of Rs 5 lakhs was senctioned 
for the re-organisation of the Government School of Arts and Crafts, 
Lucknow, in accordance with the recommendations of the Committee set 


up for this purpose. 
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Tn order to meet the growing demand for medical education in the 
State, the Government decided to open a medical college at Kanpur, 
The Lucknow University granted necessary affiliation to the college, which 
would have the status of à constituent college, 


West Bengal 


The State government, in collaboration with the Central Govern- 
ment, set up the School of Printing Technology, Jadavpur. A Capital 
expenditure of Rs. 2.00 lakhs was incurred for the construction of 
building etc., during the year. The institutiqn will cater to the needs of 
adjacent States also. Post-graduate course leading to the degree of M.Se, 
- in Engineering was introduced in Bengal Engineering College, Sibpur. 

Provision- was also made for research leading to D. Phil in this college. 
Five members of the staff of the College went to the U.S.A. as research 
associates and fellows and six guest professors from the U.S.A joined the 
College. A proposal for the establishment of two more engineering 
institutions for diploma courses was under the active consideration of 


the government A new school for engineering was also established 
during the year. 


Hyderabad 


Diploma courses in Civil, Sanitary and Automobile Engineering 
were introduced in the Government Technical College, Hyderabad, 
Evening classes in engineering for the examination of AMIE. and 
A M.I. Mech. E , which were discontinued were revived in the college, 
Higher secondary technical certificate courses in agriculture, commerce, 
textiles and domestic science were introduced.

The maim statistics af vocational and technical schools by type 
during the years 1153-54 and 1954 55 are given in Table LXXI The 
number of these schools increased, during the year, from 2,549 to 2 752 
The government managed 29 6 per cent of these schools, local boards 15 
per cent, private aided bodies 34.5 per cent and private unaided bodies 
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34.4 per cent. Their distribution of schools according to type was: 
agriculture 44, arts and orafts 382, commerce 830, engineering 42 
forestry 3, marine training 3, medicine 77, physical education 14, 
teachers' training 860, technical and industrial 496 and one unclassified 
(Industrial training centre, Koni, Madhya Pradesh). Moreover, some 
primary and secondary schools had attached classes for technical subjects. 
All types of schools reported increase except those for arts and orafta, 
forestry and physical education, which decreased bv 22, 2 and 3 
respectively. The decrease in the number of arts and crafts schools 
resulted from closure of some schools, conversion of a few to schools for 
general education and upgrading of some others to technical bigh schools. 
Six Vyayam Shalas in Bihar, which were treated as schools for physical 
education during 1953-54, were correctly excluded during the year which 
accounts for the fallin their number. Orissa did not report the two 
schools for forestry during the current year as they were not regular 
edueational institutions but were for the training of departmental 
employees only. The greatest increase was shared by commerce schools 
(65), followed by teachers! training schools (52), technical and industrial 
schools (49), agriculture schools (6), engineering schools (5), medical 
schools (2), and marme training schools (1)

Expenditure 


The total direct expenditure on vocational and technical schools 
(excluding attached classes), rose from Rs. 4,04,91,343 to Rs 4,60,63,824 
during the year, yielding an increase of 138'per cent. Government 
contributed 72 6 per cent of this expenditure, local boards 0.9 per cent, 
fees 147 per cent, endowments 4.0 per cent and other sources 7.8 per 
cent. The schools for teachers’ training alone accounted for 37 2 per cent 
of ihe total expenditure, followed by the technical and industrial 
schools (31.0 per cent) and engineering schools (103 per cent), 
The proportion of expenditure on the remammg types of 
schools ranged from 0.2 per cent on schools for forestry to 6 2 per cent), 
on those for commerce. The average annual cost per pupil, taking all 
types of schools together, mcreased from Rs 195.0 to Rs 1966 during 
tho year. The highest average cost was reported in the schools’ for 
forestry (Rs 1,311 3), leaving the Industrial Training Centre, Koni and 
the lowest in schools for Commerce (Rs. 39.4).

Of the total, 24 were managed by the 
government and the rest by private agencies. The ¡number of pupils 
studying engineering of the school standard was 17,694 including 10 
girls, as against 16,647 including 5 girls in the previous year. The total 
direct expenditure on engineering schools alone rose by 36.2 per cent 
to Rs. 47,21,396. The sourcewise distribution of the expenditure was: 
government funds 71.5 per cent, local board funds 0.3 per cent, fees 
23.8 per cent, endowments 1.8 per cent and other sources 2 7 per cent. 


The average annual cost per pupil rose from Rs. 388.5 to Rs. 409.3.

The number of medical schools increased from 75 to 77 in 1954-55, 
Madhya Pradesh, Orissa and West Bengal reported increase of 2, 1 and 1 
schools respectively, whereas Bombay and Manipur showed a fall of 
one school cach. As rogards management, the distribution of medical 
schools, was . government 33, local boards 5 and private bodies 39. The 
total number of students receiving medical education of school standard 
rose from 5,789 to 6,390, of which 2,451 were girls.

The year under report witnessed further decrease in the number of 
schools for physical education by 3 to 14. The decrease of 6 schools. was 
reported by Bihar and of 1 by Madras, whereas Bombay returned 3 more 
and Madhya Bharat one more school.

The number 
of students on the rolls in these schools also decreased from 2,452 to 
1,962 (1,638 boys and 324 girls). But the total expenditure rose by 
Rs 52,871 to Rs. 2,62,335. Government funds accounted for 47.7 per 
cent of the expenditure, local boards 0.6 per cent, fees 30.8 per cent, 
endowments 0.2 per cent and other sources 20.7 per cent. 


The average annual cost per pupil was Rs. 155.9, as against 
Ra. 96.6 in 1953-54. Detailed statistics of these schools in various States 
are given in table LX XIX. 


Technical and Industrial Schools 


The number of technical and industrial schools, during the year, 
increased from 447 to 496. The highest increase was reported by Uttar 
Pradesh (12), followed by Bombay (11), West Bengal (10), Madhya 
Bharat (6), Punjab (5), Andhra and Hyderabad (3 each), Bihar and 
Mysore (2 each) and Pepsu and Rajasthan (l each); whale in Assam and 
Madras the number of such institutions decreased by 2 each and 1n Madhya 
Pradesh, Travancore-Cochin and Delhi by 1 each. In Delhi, the de. 
crease was more apparent than real as one industrial technical instit rte, 
which was returned as an industrial school in 1953-54, was correctly re- 
classified as an engineering" school in 1954 55. The distribution of these 
schools according to management was government 206, local boards 22, 
private aided 237 and private unaided 31 The number ot students on 
rolls in these schools increased from 32,826 to 41,297 (29,332 boys and 
11,965 girls). The total expenditure on these institutions amounted to 
Rs. 1,42,53,404 yielding an increase of 29.2 per cent. The contribution to 
the expenditure from different sources was government funds 77,2 per 
cent, local board funds 1 7 per cent, fees 86 per cent endowments 45 
per cent and other sources 8.0 per ent. The average annual cost per 
pupil stood at Rs. 328.2. Further details are given in table LXXX.

The total number of students studying for professional and technical 
courses at the university stage, rose from 1,21,105 (1,14,150 boys and 
6,955 girls) to 1,34,797 (1,256,289 boys and 8,508 girls), showing an in- 
crease of 113 per cent as compared to 9 6 per cent in the previous year. 
The enrolment for higher education in professional and technical subjects 
constituted 20.0 per cent of the total enrolment at the university stage. 
Commerce continued to attract the largest number of students (52,960). 
The enrolment in the other types of colleges was . medicine (23,488), law 
(19,651), engineering (15,989), teachers” training (11,547), agriculture 
(4,827), technology (2,845), veterinary science (2,529), physical education 
(471), forestry (303) and other professions (187). 


Expenditure ` 


The total direct expenditure on professional and technical colleges 
only amounted to Rs. 6,31,01,380 as against Rs. 5,60,89,599 in the pre- 
vious year It formed 24 3 per cent of the total expenditure on universities 
and colleges and 4 8 per cent of the total direct expenditure on all types 
of education Compared with the corresponding expenditure figures for 
1953-54, it shows an increase of 12 5 per cent. whereas the government 
met 68.9 per cent of tlus expondituro, the contribution from local boards, 
fees, endowments and other sources was 0.7, 23.1, 2.8 and 4.5 per cent res- 
pectively. Medical colleges aecounted for 37.1 per cent of the total direct 
expenditure on professional education, as compared to 313 per cent by 
engineermg colleges, 8.3 per cent by teachers’ training colleges, 8 2 per cent 
by agriculture colleges, 4 8 per cent by veterinary science colleges, 4 2 per 
cent by commerce colleges, 2 2 per cent by law colleges, 1 6 per cent by 
technological colleges, 0 9 per cent by the colleges for forestry, 0 8 per 
cent by the colleges for other professions and 06 per cent by physical 


education colleges. 


Cols. (10) to (14) of table LXXXI indicate the proportion of 
expenditure met from diferent sources in each type of education The 
government contributed more than two thirds of the expenditure on the 
colleges for agriculture, engineering, medicine, physical education, 
teachers’ training and vcterinary science and more. than one half m those 
for technology and other professions , while tuition fees financed a major 
portion of the expenditure in the colleges for commerce, forestry and law. 


The average annual cost per pupil m all types of professional and 
technical colleges maintained the downward trend and decreased from 
Bs. 7566 io Rs 7472 durmg the year.- This was mainly due to the 
institutions working to fuller capacity. It ranged from Rs 1294 in law 
colleges to Rs 1,916.9 in the colleges for forestry. 


Output 


The number of students who were declared eligible for the grant 
of professional degrees (and equivalent diplomas) rose from 30, 62 to 
33,181 during the year. Of these, girls constituted 108 per cent as 
compared to 77 per cent in the previous year. Teachers” trammg 
accounted for the largest output of graduates (9,076).

The 
decrease in West Bengal was due to the abolition of facilities for degree 
course iD agriculture in an arts and science college The totale xpendi- 
ture on agricultural colleges alone amounted to Bs. 51,69 ,400—showing 
an increase of nearly 6.6 lakhs of rupees The contribution - from the 
government funds increased from 80 5 per cent to 82 1 per cent durmg 
the year The number of students who quahfied for Bachelor's and 
Master's degree in agriculture was 928 and 193 respectively. The 
average annual cost per pupil in these colleges was Rs 1,488 5.

Witb Bihar and Bombay reporting an increase of one college 
each, the total number of commerce colleges in India rose to 24. 
Facilities for this type of education were also provided by many arts 
and science colleges and teaching departments of some universities. 
The government controlled 5 colleges, and private bodies the rest. 
The number of students on rolls for this education registered an increase 
of 5,147 to 52,960 (52,621 boys and 339 girls). All the States reported 
increase in enrolment except Hyderabad, Pepsu Bhopal, Tripura and 
-Vindhya Pradesh, where the decrease was insignificant. The total 
expenditure on commerce colleges alone amounted to Rs. 26,60,139—an 
increase of 24.1 per cent over the previous year As usual, turtion fees 
continued to meet the major portion of the expenses (71.6 per cent), 
government funds, endowments and other sources contributing 18 4 
per cent, 15 per cent and 8.5 per cent respectively Onan average, 
Rs. 203.5 were spent on a pupilin these colleges during the year under 
report, which showed an improvement over the corresponding figure 
of Rs 2050 for 1953.51. The number of pupils declared successful 
in B Com and equivalent diplomas was 7,786, of which 54 were girls 
and in M Com 986, including 2 girls. State-wise details of these colleges

Engineering 


During 1954-55, there were 40 colleges for engineering as against 
37 in the provious year The increase of one college in Uttar Pradesh, 
was due to the inclusion of the Civil Aviation Training Centre, 
Bamrauh and in Madhya Bharat and Bihar due to the upgrading of an 
engineering school each In addition to these, the teaching departments 
of Aligarh, Annamalai, Banaras and Roorkee Universities and one 
research institute in Mysore State, provided facilities for engineering 
education. The number of government managed colleges mereased 
from 20 to-22 and that of private ones from 17 to 18 -durmg the year.

Foresiry Colleges 


The number of forestry colleges in India remained 3 as in the 
previous year All the three colleges were managed by the Central 
Government. They had 303 students—all boys on rolls Rs 5,80,828 
were incurred as direct expenditure on the colleges, the corresponding 
figure for the previous year being Rs. 5,63,130. The average annual 
cost per pupil rose from Rs 1,864.7 to Rs1,9169. One hundred 
candidates qualified for the rangers course and 30 for the superior forest 
officer’s course The detailed Stato-wise ‘statistics of forestry colleges 
are shown 1n Table LXXXVI. 


In addition to these colleges, the Forest Research Institute, 
Dehra Dun, which was the only Institution in India, giving general 
information on all matters pertaining to forestry, 


continued to provide 
facilities for post graduate research and training to government officers 
and other personnel deputed by industrial concerns. 


Law Colleges 


The total number of law colleges, during the year rose by 2 to 23. 
Each of the States of Bihar, Bombay, Mysore and Travancore-Cochin 
reported an additional college each, while Madhya Pradesh and West 
Bengal registered a decrease of one college each The decrease in West- 
Bengal was due to the conversion of the university law college into 
a teaching department, while that in Madhya Pradesh due to the 
closure of tho college at Raipur. In addition to these, a number of arts 
and science colleges and the teaching departments of some universities 
provided law courses. Of the total, 5 colleges were managed by the 
government and the rest by universities and other private bodies The 
enrolment in the law cl 


asses recorded a slight improvement from 19,517 
in 1953-54 to 19,651 including 


385 girls in 1954-55. The total direct 
expenditure on law colleges alone stood at Rs. 14,09,027 to which 
fees contributed to the extent of 97.3 per cent. The average annual 
cost per pupil showed a further decline from Rs. 131.4 to Rs. 129.4. The 
number of students declared successful m the Bachelor’s degree examina- 
tion was 5,970 and that in the Master’s degree examination 26. Further

Durmg the year, the number of medical coll : 
86 in the previous year. In Madras, a new medic paes was 78 as against 


al college was started 
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at Madurai. In Uttar Pradesh, 9 ayurvedio colleges were returned 
for the first time during the year. Similarly two more colleges in 
West Bengal—School of Anaesthesiology and Chittaranjan Seva Sadan 
were also reported during 1954-55. Provision for medical education 
also existed in the teaching departments of the universities of Aligarh, 
Banaras, Delhi and Lucknow. The distribution of medical colleges 
according to different managements was : government 43, local boards 3 
and private bodies 32. The number of students on the rolls of colleges 
and teaching departments for this type of education increased by 2,595 to 
23,488 (19,887 boys and 3,601 girls). The total direct expenditure on, 
the colleges for medicine increased at the rate of 10.2 per cent to 
Rs. 2,33,79,819 in 1951-55. Out of every ten rupees expended on these 

colleges, about seven were met from government funds, two from fees 

and the remaining from local board funds, endowments and other 

seources. The average annual cost per pupil averaged Rs. 1,049.1 as 

against Rs. 1,067.2 m the year before During this year, 3,626 students 

including 534 girls were awarded Bachelor’s degree and 157 candidates 

(144 boys and 13 girls) qualificd for the post-graduate degrees. State- 

wise details of these colleges are given m table LX XXVIII.

The annual cost per pupil aver- 
aged Rs. 558.4 during the year under review. The output (degrees and 
equivalent diplomas) was 349 including 24 women. Further details 
are given in table LXXXIX. 
Technological Colleges 

There was no change in the number and the management of 
colleges for technology during 1954-55. Of the 7 colleges, 4 continued 
to be administered by the government, one by the University of Nagpur 
and the remaining 2 by private bodies. Moreover the teaehing depart- 
ments of the universities of Andhra, Annamalai, Banaras, Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras, Osmania and Panjab, three research institues (two in 
Uttar Pradesh and one in Mysore) and four engineering colleges, provided 
technological education of the university standard The total number 
of students receiving education of this type rose by 616 to 2,845 (2,635 
boys and 210 girls). The total expenditure rose from Rs. 10,07,536 
to Rs 10,32,475, the percentage increase being 25. Government 
contributed 57.1 per cent of the total expenditure, and local boards, fees 
endowments and other sources 0 1 per cent, 11.6 per cent, 9.6 per cent 
and 216 per cent respectively. The average annual cost per pupil 
worked out to Rs. 1,3086. The number of successful graduate and 
post-graduate students during the year under report was 442 and 104 
respectively. Details of these colleges in various States are given in 


table XC. 


Veterinary Science Colleges 

With the opening of a college of veterinary science and anima] 
husbandry in Rajasthan, the total number of such colleges in India rose 
to 10. With the exception of one college in Hyderabad, which was 
managed by the Osmania University, the remaining colleges were under 
the control of the government The number of pupils on rolls in the 
colleges rose from 1,927 to 2,529, including 10 girls The total expendi- 
ture on the colleges increased by Rs. 64 lakhs to Rs. 30,14 186, of 
which 89 3 per cent was met from government funds, 9 3 per cent from 
fees and 14 per cent from other sources. The annus! average cost 
per pupil was Rs 1,1638 as against Rs. 1,302.3 m the previous year. 
The number of students who were awarded Bachelor's and post-graduate 


degrees was 300 and 6 respectively. 
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The centrally administered Indian Veterinary Research Institute, 
Izatnagar, with a branch at Mukteswar continued to be the premier 
research institution in chis field. Its six divisions of (i) Pathology and 
Bacteriology (11) Biological Products (ui) Animal Nutrition (1v) Poultry 
Research (v) Animal Genetics and (vi) Parasitology maintained steady 
progress during the year under review. The institute continued to 


provide advanced courses in different branches of animal science in 
addition to its research activities. 


CHAPTER IX 
SOCIAL EDUCATION 


Social Education under the scheme of “Intensive Educational 
Development m Selected Areas” and * Selected Educational Experiments” 
m the First Five Year Plan witnessed steady expansion and in some 
cases consohdation durmg this year All the States reported considera- 
ble expansion m this field, excepting Assam, Madhya Pradesh, Mysore, 
Rajasthan, Travancore-Cochm, Coorg, Delhi and Kutch, where the 
programme of social education received set-back due to financial 
stringency. A 

Dunng this year, the Government of India sanctioned the 
following grants, amounting to Rs. 39,60,179, to the different States 
for the implementation of the various schemes :

Under the Scheme to Relieve Educated Unemloyment, initiated du mg 
1953 54, which envisaged the appointment of 8,000 social education 
workers, 382 workers were employed during the year This brought 
the total number ot social education workers employed so far to 921 
The Cental Govern sent shared 50 per cent of the expenditure on 
ther salaries anl a contingent expenditure subject to a maximum of 
Rs. 100 per worker. 


Under scheme 3 (b) entitled “Assistanco to State Governments 
for the Production of Literature for neo-Literates and Children" under 
the First Five Year Plan, the Government of India sanctioned grants-m- 
aid amounting to Rs 66,884 to the States of Assam Bihar, Madhya 
Pradesh, Delhi, Saurasthra and West Bengal. 


With a view to encouraging the production of wholesome bierg, 
ture for neo-hterate adults, the Central Mummistry of Education 
launched the “Encouragement of Popular Literature Prize Scheme" 
early this year. Under this scheme, five prizes of Rs. 1,000 each 
and 30 of Rs 500 each were awarded to the authors of the best 
books for adults. Moreover, one thousand copies of each of the 
prize book were purchased for distribution in the community project 
areas and the national extension blocks The Government also 
asked the authors of the Rs. 1,000 prze-wmner books to submit 
translations of thew works in regional languages and under-took to 


purchase 1,000 copies of every approved translation. 
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During this year, the Ministry of Education spent Rs. 57,500 on 
the development of hterature for adults and children. A research 
project ın vocabulary and reading mattor was organised to improve 
the quality of literature for adults The object of the project was 
to make out a graded vocabulary of the spoken language m the Delhi 
area, so as to build on that basic suitable and interesting reading 
material for adults beginning to learn reading. 


It was also decided to set up a National Book Trust with adequate 
funds to encourage the production of good hterature at low cost 


With a view to providing useful and interesting reading material 
to the neo-hterates and adults who had received education upto the 
middle school stage, the Ministry of Education took m hand the 
production of the Popular Encyclopaedia entitled “Gyan Sarovar” during 


the previous year The first volume of the work was finalised and 
work on volume II started. 


The programme of publishing social education literature in Hindi 
through the agency of Jamia Miha, New Delhi mado further progress 
durmg this year. This programme was started m 1950 and by the 
end of the year, 171 pamphlets were out. These pamphlets were sent 
to the State governments for free distribution to the social education 
centres and other educational institutions m their areas. 


As reported last year, the Government of India organised, with 
the cooperation of the Ford Foundation, three hterary workshops for the 
training of authors in the techniques of writing books for nco-lterates 
during the previous year. The fourth workshop for the Eastern Region 


was held at Santiniketan from 7th June to 6th July 1954 in which 21 
authors were given training. 


On the recommendation of the National Board of Audio-Visual 
Education, th Central Government urged on the State governments 
the need for the establishment of State Audio-Visual Education Boards, 
the setting up of local museums by educational institutions, the 
opemng of adequately stocked film hbraries on State-wise basis 
and the formulation of a uniform policy regaiding loan of films and 
filmstrips. In implementing these recommendations Ajmer, Andhra, 
Bihar, Coorg, Madras, Manipur, Hyderabad and Uttar Pradesh consti- 
tuted audio-visual education boards in their States, 


In further pursuance of the recommendations of the Board the 
Central Ministry of Eduation took the following steps 


(a) In connection with the Ministry’s plan for the production of 
educutional films with the help of the Films Division of the Ministry of 
Information and Broadcasting, the Board had approved and 1ccommen 
ded 18 subjects. The synopses of nine of these were sent to the Films 


Division during the previous year. The actual production of the films 
on these topics was in progress,

Unesco presented the film ‘World Without Ends’ to the library With the 
enrolment of 85 new institutions as members during this year, the total 
membership of the Central Film Library rose to 595, to whom 8, 103 films 
and filmstrips were issued The mobile cmema van conducted. 340 film 
shows for educational institutions and social welfare organisations. 


With the object of providing traming in the use and preparation of 
audio-visual aids, a two-month seminar was organised at Deih: for the 
nominees of the States. Thirty candidates from 16 states received training 


at the seminar. 


The second Unesco Centre 1n. Fundamental Education started func- 
tioning at Mysore under the Directorship of Mr. John Bowers of the Unesco 
Fundamental Education Division The Government of India awarded two 


fellowships for training of Indians at the Centre. 


The Social Education Department of the Delhi Public Library com- 
pleted another year of useful activities By the end of the year, the hbrary 
and its mobile van had issued 3,78,693 books 

Other Ministries of the Government of India, the Community Project 
Administration and the National Extension Service also made useful con- 
tribution to the promotion of social education in the country. The follow- 
ing are data of tho work done m community projects/blocks for the period 


ending March, 1955.

Conferences and Seminars 


The eleventh all-India conference of the association Was held in 
Patna from December 28 to 30 Shri R V. Parulekar, Director. Indian 
Institute of Education, Bombay, presided. The main discussion m the 


Conference was directed to social education under the Second Five Year 
Plan. 


The fifth national seminar on “Place of Recreation and Cultural 


Activities in Social Education” was held at Mysore from 10th to 20th 
October, 1954. 


Tho Association organised and inter-State social education seminar 
for hind+-speakmg areas from 8th to 17th May 1954 at the Sewa Dham 
in Malaon in Gonda district. The seminar discussed the problems of 
social education workers in rural areas Another seminar for social educa- 
tion workers was held in Travancore-Cochin from September 22 to 24, 


Ee to study the various problems confronting the workers in the 
field. 


Traimng Course 


The association organised a three-month traming course for social 
education workers from May 3, to August 3, 1954. The course was 
attended by 34 trainees, out of whom, 24 were successful. 


Publication 


The Association continued to bring out the Indian Journal of 
Adult Education as well as the Social Education News Bulletin. It also 
brought out the following publications : (1) “Place of Recreation 1n Social 
Education’. (1) Education of Leisure’ by Dr. S R Ranganatkan 
(second and revised edition) (in) ‘Samaj Shiksha Path Pradaishika’, 


With the object of focussing public attention on the vital role of 
Social Education in national reconstruction, Social Education Day (lst 
November) and Social Education Week were celebrated m all the States. 
The programme included prabhat phertes, magic lantern and film shows, 
cultural shows, dramas, mass literacy campaigns and community 
development activities lke digging compost pits, reclaiming derelict 


tanks, planting trecs, constructing roads, agricultural extension work, 
sanitation work, etc. 


i Dr. Rudolf Frlesh, an emment American social education scholar, 
visited a number of social education institutions, 
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Main Developments 


A brief account of the progress achieved in the field of Social 
Education in different States 18 given below : 


Andhra 


With an increase in the number of social education centres in the 
Stato from 1,889 to 2,176, the enrolment recorded a rise from 62,993 
(60,563 men and 2,130 women) to 70,338 (67,251 men and 3,087 women). 
Of the total number of adults on rolls, 7,629 men and 222 women were 
made literate. The total expenditure on social education in the State 
amounted io Rs 5,24,774 as agamst Rs. 4,42,229 during 1953-54. 


The two mobile units, equipped with 16 mm. projectors, 35 mm. 
filmstrip projectors, public address equipment and gramophone records, 
arranged 250 propaganda lectures, 178 film-shows, 824 record-relays 
and 105 excursions. A copy each of the daily newspaper ‘Andhra 
Prabha’ and periodical ‘Chandamama’ continued to be supplied * to 


social education centres. 


Training institutions conducted courses in citizenship and 10 
normal and basic training schools in adult training methods at which

Bombay 


Social education continued to be satisfactorily organised m the 
three linguistic regions of Maharashtra, Gujarat and Karnatak under the 
direction of their regional social education commutiees. Besides, 
five city social education committees constituted for promoting social 
education 1n the cities of Bombay, Ahmedabad, Sholapur, Poona and 
Jalgaon continued to function The committees were paid government 
grants on 50 per cent basis on their approved expenditure. 
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With the help of Gujarat Sahitya Parishad, the Regional Social 
Education Committee for Gujarat prepared a basic vocabulary in 
Gujarati. The Bombay Social Education Committee printed 11 books, 10 
posters, and about 500 special charts and pictures on different topics. 
The Bombay City Social Education Committee arranged 241 film shows 
and 255 filmstrip shows with the help of two social education vans full y 
equipped with 16 mm projeetors, amplifiers, etc. and 20 filmstrip 
projectors and 75 filmstrips Fourteen radio sets donated through 
Unesco gift coupons were installed at different centres in the city. 
The committee also airanged 413 cultural programmes The stock 
of books of the circulating libraries was replenished with 52 books, 
bringing the total number of books to 296. 


For the training of social education workers, courses of 2 weeks” 
duration were organised at government training institutions during 
summer and winter vacations in the three regions. The total number 
of such courses organised durmg the year was 39— 18 in Maharashtra, 14 
m Gujarat and 7 in Karnatak—at which 1,385 workers were trained. 
Besides, the Bombay City Social Education Committee organised 3 
refresher courses for training hindi, marathi, urdu and gujarati teachers 
m the methods of imparting social education and other allied subjects 
Over 500 teachers took advantage of these courses.

Of these, 599 
adults (including 63 women) were made literate. The corresponding 
figures for the previous year were: centres 99, enrolment 3,973 and 
adults made literate 720 The total expenditure on social education was 
Rs. 30,774 as'agamst Rs. 30,872 during the previous year. 


One central and 88 rural libraries in the State supplied reading 
material to neo-literate adults. More than 850 books were added to the 
central and 2,800 books to the rural hbraries. Another central Jibrary 
was started in Mereara during this year. 


The film unit of the department arranged 86 film shows during 
the year. Besides, 230 propaganda meetmgs were arranged and topics 
of interest and value to the rural population were discussed. To 
encourage folk arts, folk songs and folk dances, ‘Yakshagana’ were ar- 
ranged in the centres where necessary talent was available. 


The Social Service League of the Government College, Mercara 
continued to run the night schools as in previous years. 


The number of teachers trained in social education during this year 
was 87 of whom 10 were women teachers 


Delhi 


Durmg the year, social education was reorganised in the State. 
Under the new arrangements, a group of villages was provided with one 
social education centre instead of each village in the group having a 
small uneconomical centre This led to the decline in the number of 
literacy centres from 626 to 191. The duration of the course was raised 
from 6 to 12 or 16 weeks. The enrolment in these centres, however, 
reported an meroase from 10,419 (including 5,153 women) to 11,609 (in- 
cluding 4,886 women) Of these, 4,900 men and 3,102 women were made 
hterate during the year. The expenditure on social education decreased 
from Rs 3,138,278 to Rs. 2,99,973. 


The “Educational Caravan’ continued to tour the rural areas of the 
State It organised 81 cmema shows, 321 educational melas, 8d dra- 
matic performances, 548 demonstrations, 81 exhibitions and 81 mter- 
village tournaments. 


The Rural Broadcast Scheme of the All-India Radio was transferred 
to the Delhi State government. There were 152 radio sets installed in 
the villages. 


Five model community centres were opened in March 1955 The 
Janata College, A ipur, tramed -95 village leaders. A mobile janata 
college for women was also started to train women in useful domestic 
occupations, such as tailoring, embroidery, knitting, etc. and to acquaint 
them with rudiments of home science,

Himachal Pradesh 


During the year, 138 social education cenrtcs enrolled 2,694 men 
and 421 women adults, of whom 1,875 men and 199 women were de- 
clared literate. The total expenditure on social education amounted 


to Rs. 27,876. 


Kutch 


All the 403 adults (including 21 women) on rolls of the 28 social 
education centres were made literate during the year The total amount 
incurred on social education amounted to Rs. 3,392. A summer Talm 
Shabir was organised by the Education Department to impart traimng 
in social and physical education to primary school teachers. The Shibir 
(camp) was attended by 40 teachers In addition, a ten days” village 
leaders’ Tulum Shibir was also organised by the Community Project 
Department at Sadanwadi. Twelve fairs were arranged on community 
lines where lessons on sanitation were given. Community hstenmg sets

Manipur 


With the opening of 12 social education centres, social education 
was introduced for the first time m the State during the year. These 
centres had 250 men and 80 women adults on rolls, all of whom qualified 
for the award of literacy cortificates The total expenditure incurred 


on social education amounted to Rs. 500. 


Tripura 

With the opening of 104 social education centres ın rural areas, the 
number of social education centres rose to 119 The corresponding increase 
in enrolment was from 350 to 4,498 ın case of men and from 30 to 148 
in case of women Of the total, 2,506 men and 94 women were made 
literate. The total expenditure on social education increased from 


Rs. 12,901 to Rs. 78,817. 


Vindhya Pradesh 


The number of social education centres in the State Inoreased from 
lll to 325. Of the 9,334 men adults enrolled in these centres, 8,767 
qualified for the award of literacy certificates.

Statisties 


With the implementation of the Government of India’s scheme of 
educational development under the Frist Five Year Plan and the opening 
of social education centres, classes and schools in the various States, the 
number of such institutions in the country increased from 39,965 during 
1953-54 to 43,223 durmg this year. Of these, 12,837 were managed by 
government, as compared to 752 by district boards, 486 by municipal 
boards and 29,148 by private bodies. The total number of adults on rolls 
also increased from 948,847 (8,506,219 men and 92,628 women) to 
1111 405 (9,05,763 men and 1,15,642 women). Of these, 4,23,423 men and 
45,678 women were awarded literacy certificates. The total expenditure 
(direct as well as indirect) incurred on social education increased from 
Rs. 62,05,883 to Rs 77,46,994 Its distribution according to various sources 
of income was government funds 93.9 per cent, loral boards 3 9 per 
cent and other sources 2 2 per cent.

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CHAPTER X 
MISCELLANEOUS 


1. Pre-Primary Education 

The number of recognised pre-primary (including pre-basie) 
schoola in the country increased by 87 to 513 during the year. The 
government managed 11.9 per cent and local boards 2.1 per cent of 
these schools, while the remaining 86 0 per cent were managed by private 
bodies (39.8 per cent aided and 46 2 per cent unaided). The total 
enrolment at the pre-primary stage of education was 60,294 (35,460 boys 
and 24,834 girls) as against 42,751 (22,919 boys and 19,832 girls) in the 
previous year. The total direct expenditure on pre-primary schools, 
during the year, increased from Rs. 16,89,300 to Rs. 19,88,512 showing 
an increase of 177 per cent. The governmeni's contribution towards 
the total expenditure was 22.7 per cent as against 2.3 per cent met from 
local board funds, 49.5 per cent from fees and 20.5 per cent from other 
sources The total number of teachers employed in pre-primary schools, 
increased by 189 to 1,536, of whom 955 (or 62.2 per cent) were trained. 
Table XCIII gives the statistics of pre-primary schools in different 
States for the year 1953-54 and 1954-55.

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2. Aesthetic Education 


Efforts to encourage the teaching of art, music and dancing were 
continued during the year both at the Centre and in the States. 


The most outstanding event in the field of Art and Culture was 
the establishment of the Lal Kala Akadami by the Central Ministry 
oí Education during the year. As Sahitya Akadami and the Sangeet 
Natak Akadami were established earlier, the establishment of Lalu 
Kala Akadami completed the programmo of establishing a National 
Cultural Trust. A site was also selected for the buildings of these 
Academies. 


The scheme to help distinguished authors and artists in indigent 


circumstances was in operation and 80 persons were given assistance 


under this scheme. During the year, grants were sanctioned to the 
following organisations : 


Sangeet Natak Akadami, New Delhi Rs. 2,68,000 
Laht Kala Akadami, New Delhi Rs. 55,649 
Sahitya Akadami, New Delhi Rs. 81,000 
Hindi Sahitya Sammalen, Allahabad Rs. 40,000 
Aujuman-e-Taraqqi-Urdu, Aligarh Rs. 36,000 
Hindustani Prachar Sabha, Wardha Rs. 30,000 
Ramakrishna Mission, Caleutta Rs. 9,000 
Shankar’s Weekly Rs. 10,000 


Besides, a grant of Rs. 25,000/- was given to the Uttar Pradesh 
Government for the setting up of an Academy of Hindustani Music. 


A sum of Rs. 3 lakhs was sanctioned te meet the expenses 
of the Chinese Cultural Delegation that visited India in December, a 
sum of Rs. 30,000 for the deputation of the staff from India in connection 
with the exhibition of Buddhist art organised in Rangoon, Rs. 3,500 
for the Art exhibition from Schools in India, Pakistan and Ceylot held 
in London and Rs. 96,067 sanctioned for the purchase of art objects. 


An exhibition of Indian Art through Ages organised by 
Shri Subhu Tagore, nephew of Rabindra Nath Tagore and sponsored by 
the Government of India was taken by him to certain Middle East 
and European countries. The Government sanctioned a sum not exceeding 
Rs. 50,000 for meeting travelling and freight expenses. An exhibition 
of modern sculpture was also organised by the Government of India in 
Jaipur House, Delhi, and prizes awarded to the artists. 


A scheme for the reorganisation of Indian 


museums was prepared 
and submitted to the Pla prepare 


nning Commission for its inclusion in the second 


277 


five year plan. It was also proposed to shift the National Museum 
from Rashtrapati Bhawan to a new building and to establish a well 
‘equipped National Theatre at Delhi. 


The Indian National Commission and the Government of India 
welcomed the publication of an Album of Ajanta Paintings by Unesco as 
the first volume in the Unesco Reproduction of World Art Series. 


The All-India Council for Technical Education at its meeting held 
on the 30th October, 1954 recommended that expert arz teachers should 
be invited on a cost not exceeding Rs. 5,000 per visiting professor. The 
cost was to be borne equally by the Central Government and the State 
government concerned. The Council also recommended that the 
government should give financial aid to art schools to organise touring 
exhibition to demonstrate educational and instructional methods em- 
ployed in various art schools These recommendations were under the 
consideration of the Government of India during the year under report. 


Other branches of aesthetic education such as art, music and 
dancing also received increasing attention during the year. In almost all 
the States, drawing was taught as a compulsory subject at primary and 
middle stages of education and as an elective subject at high 
stage. Music and dancing was more popular in girls’ schools. 
This type of education received farther encouragement in schools having 
diversified courses. Most of the institutions providing aesthetic education 
were, however, under private control. The position as obtained 
in the different States, during the period under review, is summarised 
below. The statistics relate to recognised institutions only. 


Andhra 


One art school and one music college continued to cater to the 
aesthetic needs of the State. While the former had 33 students (all boys) 
the latter enrolled 156 students including 117 girls. Ofthe total number 
of students in music college, 32 boys and 106 girls were pursuing certificate 
courses and 7 boys and 11 girls diploma courses. Some Secondary schools 
also continued to teach music under their scheme of diversified courses. 


Assam 

° The School of Art, Gauhat had an enrolment of 24 students 
including 6 girls, during the year, as against 19 students inclusive of 5 
girls during the previous year. The number of music schools, during 
1954-55. remained 10, as m the previous year, with an increase im the 
enrolment from 520 to 553. 


Bihar 
Art was included m group ‘A’ Humanities and Social Science in the 


syllabus of the secondary school examination, which includes pain- 
ting, drawing and other connected items of fine arts. 


The State Government sanctioned Rs. 10,000 to Suhrid Sangh, 
Muzaffarpur for constructing its building, Rs. 2,000 to Bihar Kala 
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Kendra, Patna for participating in the festival of Drama held at Delhi, 
Re. 25,000 to Bihar Academy for putting up an open-air stage m Patna, 
Ra. 4,500 to the Bhartiya Nritya Kala Mandir, Kadamkuan, Patna for 
the construction of its building, Rs. 2,000 to the Bihar Academy of 
Dance, Drama and Music for payment to the Vaishali Sangh to enable 
them to celebrate their annual festival on the Mahabir Jayanti Day and 
Re. 1,500 to the Government School of Art, Patna, for organising a short 
training course in Painting. 


The Patna School of Art, which provided facilities for the teaching 
of drawing, painting. sculpture and commercial art, had 60 students 
on its rolls The Institution of Music under the Patna University 
continued to cater to the needs of pupils desirous of learning music. 


Bombay 


During the year, the J.J. School of Art, Bombay, had 1,267 
students (1,034 boys and 33 girls) on rolls, of whom, 159 pupils (154 boys 
and 5 girls) were studying for the degree and the rest for the diploma and 
certificate courses. Besides, there wero four regional institutions of Art 
m the Stato viz., the faculty of Fine Arts of the M.S. University of 
Baroda, the Institute of Modern Art, Poona, the School of Art, Dharwar 
and the School of Art of the C. N. Vidyavihar, Ahmedabad, which 
continued to function satisfactorily during the year. There were, in 
addition, 17 schools for fine arts iu the State, which had an enrolment of 
981 (815 boys and 166 girls). 


The enrolment in the music college increased to 298 (194 boys and 
104 girls) as against 269 in the previous year. Besides, 36 music schools 
and 1 dancing school enrolled 792 students (370 boys and 422 girls) and 
22 students (3 boys and 19 girls) respectively. The State Government 
approved a scheme under which a portion of the proceeds trom the 
eutertainment tax was to be utilised towards the encouragement and 
promotion of dramatic art in the State. 


Madhya Pradesh 


The Nagpur School of Art enrolled 111 students, of whom 35 were 
girls. ‘The enrolment in music schools, which continued to be Yin 
number, was 831, including 455 girls. 


Madras 


. The Goverument School of Arts and Crafts, Madras, the Municipal 
School of Arts and Crafts, Kumbhakonam and the School of Arts, 
Mathurai continued to offer facilities for art education in the State. The 
total enrolment in the schools was 377 meluding 10 girls. The State had 
also 2 music colleges besides the Departmenta of Music of Annamalai and 
Madras Universities. The colleges and the universities enrolled 121 
students (20 boys and 101 girls) and 105 students (55 boys and 50 girls) 
respectively. Music was taught as a compulsory subject in all girls’ 


schools and as an optional subject m 3 secondary schools under the 
scheme of diversified courses. i 
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Orissa 


Although there was no recognised Art school in the State, 3 
candidates were deputed for study of fine arts in institutions outside the 
State for a period of four years They were awarded a stipend of 
Rs. 75/- p. m. each. The Utkal Academy of Dance, Drama and Music 
was started, during the year, to fostor and develop dance, drama and 
music The State had 5 recognised music schools with an enrolment of 
102 boys and 23 girls. 


Punjab 


The Government School of Art, Simla was the only institution in 
the State which catered to the aesthetic needs of its people. It had 109 
students on rolls including 8 girls. 


v. P. 

The enrolment in 2 schools for ‘other fine arts’ increased from 205 to 
236 (including 25 girls). Besides this, Banaras Hindu University continued 
to provide courses in painting and sculpture and the Allahabad 
University in painting. Apart from the toaching departments of 
Banaras and Allahabad Universities, 4 colleges and 4 schools provided 


facilities for the teaching of music in the State. The enrolment in 
university departments and colleges was 902 and in schools 239. 


West Bengal 


The Government College of Art, Calcutta provided instruction for 
the diploma courses in applied art, crafts, fine arts, indian painting, 
sculpture and modelling. The total enrolment in the colleges was 371 (302 
boys and 75 girls). Moreover, the Kala Bhawan of Visva Bharati Uni- 
versity continued to attract arb students from allover the country and 
enrolled 50 boys and 54 girls The State continued to give aid to an art 
school which reported an enrolment of 375 including 25 girls. There were 
6 music colleges and 22 music schools in the State besides Sangeet Bhawan 
of Visva Bharati University The colleges and the university enrolled 
1,495 students and the schools 2,027. Dancing was iaught in an aided 
girls' achool in Caleutta with 165 pupils. 


Hyderabad 


"The Government Art School, Hyderabad and The School for Music 
and Dancing, Hyderabad were the only institutions for the study of art 
and music and dancing in the State. They reported an enrolment of 143 


and 350 respectively. 


Madhya Bharat 


Three government institutions of arta —one of school and the other 
two of collegiate standard —imparted instruction in drawing, painting and 
elay modelling, These also prepared students for various examinations of 
the Sir J. J. School of Art, Bombay. While art colleges had 203 pupils 
on their rolls, the school reported an enrolment of 34 pupils. For the teach- 
ing of music, the State had 4 colleges and 10 schools, which had on their 
rolls 453 and 736 pupils respectively. The state had a recognised school 
of dancing with an enrolment of 27 students. 
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Mysore 


There was provision for the teaching of art in one school and that of 
musio in 3 schools in the State. The enrolment in these schools was 32 and 
111 respectively. 


Pepsu 


Arrangements were made for the instruction of music for women 
students in Ripudaman College, Nabha and Government College for 
Women, Patiala. 


Rajasthan 


The Kala Sansthan, Jaipur continued to promote aesthetie education 
in the State by imparting instruction in music (instrumental and vocal), 
drawing, painting, sculpture, ete. The Art School, Pilani, was another 
institution of fine arts, besides 2 State-managed music schools. 


Saurashtra 


The government sanctioned a sum of Rs. 1 lakh, during the year, for 
the establishment of Sangeet Natak Academy on the line of the Central 
Academy. The establishment of the academy of fine arts was also under 
consideration. There was one private aided institution in the State in 
which music and other fine arts and crafts were taught. There were 146 
students (including 93 girls) on the rolls. 


Travancore-Cochin 


Whereas the number of musie and dancing schools remained the 
same 2.e., 2 each during the year, the number of arts schools increased from 
2 to 4, The enrolment therein was 165, 139 and 63 respectively. 


Ajmer 


There was only one college of mucic in the State with an enrolment 


of 21 (10 boys and 11 girls) as compared to 13 (1 boy and 12 girls) in the 
previous year. 


Coorg 


There was no institution to provide art education in the State.

The art 
school, started in the previous year, had an enrolment of 67 boys and 3 


girls. 


Tripura. 
There was only one recognised school for musie with 166 students on 
rolls. 


3. Education of the Handicapped 

Handicapped children are generally classified under two broad 
categories : 

(a) those who suffer from mental defects ; and 


(b) those who suffer from physical disabilities. 


During the year, there were 3 schools for the mentally handicapped 
children as in the previous year, 2 of which were in Bombay and | in 
West Bengal. These schools had 214 students (148 boys and 71 girls) 
on rolls with 36 as the strength of toaching staff. The total expenditure 
on these schools amounted to Rs. 1,50,016. The corresponding figures 
for the previous year were : enrolment 169 students (117 boys and 52 
girls), teachers 29 and expenditure Rs, 98,285, The government 
met 64.0 per cent of the total expenditure during 1954-55 as against 
42.0 per cent during 1953-54. Besides these schools, separate section 
in the School for the Deaf, Lucknow continued to provide 
education to the children suffering from mental defects. These 
institutions watched the mental development of the children with care 
and sympathy and helped them to readjust themselves in the society in 
their own limited way by providing them with psychological and 
psycho-analytical treatment 


So far as physieally handicapped children were concerned, there 
were 90 recognised institutions for them as compared to 82 during the 
previous year Their distribution according to managements was : govern- 
ment 21, local boards 2, private aided 62 and private unaided 5. Of the 
total number of schools, 47 were for the blind, 35 for the deaf-mute and 8 
for the crippled. The corresponding figures for the previous year were 
43,32 and 7 respectively. Four schools for the blind (1 in Bihar and 
3 in Bombay), 3 schools for the deaf-mute (1 im Andhra and 2 in 
Bombay) and 1 school for the crippled in Andhra were opened during 


the year. 


i The schools for the physically handicapped enrolled 4,654 students 
(3,582 boys and 1,072 girls) yielding an increase of 503 or 12.1 per cent

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over the 1953-54 figure. The break-up of the enrolment, atcording to 
the three types of schools, was: m schools for the blind 2,042, in 
those for the deaf-mute 2,121 and in schools for tho crippled 491. The 
enrolment increased in every type of school. 


The total strength of staff of all the schools for the physically 
handicapped was 567 as against 545 during the previous: year. Of 
these, 277 were employed in schools for the blind, 267 in those’ for 
the deaf-mute and 23 in those, for the crippled.’ The training facilities 
for the teachers for the deaf continued to bo provided by the training 
sections of the Deaf and Dumb schools at Lucknow and Calcutta. 


The total expenditure (Direct as well as Indirect) on schools for 
the physically handicapped increased “from ‘Rs. 18,28,263 to 21,05:132. 
Of this, 61.4 per cent was met from government funds, 3.3 per cent 
from local board funds, 3.7 per cent from fees, 7,6 per cent from 
endowments and 24.0 per cent from other sources. 


State-wise statistics of schools for the handicapped are given in 
table XCIV. 


Schools for the blind generally provide free education of: ¡the 
elementary standard by means of Braille Code adopted to regional 
languages and vocational training in trades like chair-caning, basket- 
making, weaving, knitting, ete Music, which is one of the most 
lucrative professions for the blind, was taught in most of the schools. 


For the deaf, lip resding and articulation formed the main basis 
of instruction. These schools, besides providing instruction in the 
“three R's gave training in tailoring, carpentry, smithy and: other useful 
crafts. 


The trainmg centre for tho Adult Blind, Dehra Dun continued to 
make steady progress. The number'of inmates in the certro increased 
from 140 to 150. The total expenditure on the centre also increased 
from Rs. 2,27,662 to Rs. 2,76,456. During the period under review, 
a small sheltered workshop was established as an adjunet to the centre 
to provide remunerative employment to a limited number of ‘ex-trainecs 
of the centre Only 10 blind workers could secure employment during 
the ycar under report. The centre, also established a small office at- 
Madras in order to find employment for ex-trainees of the centre. 


As part of Government of India’s scheme to establish a 
comprehensive National Centre for the Bhnd at Dehra Dun, it was 
proposed to establish a Model School for the Blind Children. It was 
also decided to establish a women's section in the centre to provide 
vocational training to adult blind women. 


Asum of Rs 44,579 was spent in 1954-55 for the administration 
of the Central Braille Press at Dehra Dun. The press published 


serveral books in Hindi and some books in Gujarati, Marathi and 
Telugu, 
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“The Deaf in India””—a quarterly journal devoted to the education 
and welfare of the deaf continued to be published regularly. A grant 
of Rs. 1,400 was given to the Convention of Teachers for the Deaf in 
India for the publication of the former journal. 


A small workshop for the manufacture of special appliarices used 
in the education of the blind was also set up as an adjunct to the 
Central Braille Press, Dehra Dun. This workshop produced about 200 
Braille Slates which were sold to blind persons and to institutions for 
the blind. 


The Government of India contributed 50 per cent to the amount 
(Rs. 10,127) involved in 18 new scholarships and 15 old scholarships 
(which were renowed during the year) awarded to the blind students 
under their scheme of Post-Matriculation Scholarships for the Blind. 
A grant of Rs. 7,425 was also given to the schools for the blind situated 
in non-Hindi speaking areas to transcribe books m regional languagos. 


During the year under report, a meeting of the Expert Committee 
on Braille was convened to settle some details in regard to the 
finalising of Bharati Braille. A National Advisory Council for the 
Education of the Handicapped was proposed to be established to 
formulate scheme for the education of the handicapped and to assist 
the Government of India in maintaining better contact with the field 
work. An officer of the Central Ministry of Education attended the 
International Conference in Paris held under the auspices of Unesco 
to consider the possibility of evolving a single braille music notation for 
the world. In response to the invitation of the Government of India, Miss 
Hellen Keller, a distinguished deaf-blind American author and lecturer, 
visited India from 20th February to 28th April, 1956. - 


4. Education of the Scheduled Castes, Sehedaled Communities 


As a step towards democratisation of education in the country, 
special consideration was continued to be accorded to the education of the 
children coming from Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Back- 
ward Communities. Under the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other 
Backward Communities Scholarships Seheme, the Government of India 
awarded 20,658 scholarships for post-matriculation studies during the 
year as against 11,934 during 1953-54 and 6,444 during 1952-53, These 
seholarships covered tuition and other major fees, books and stationery 
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and maintenance. The distribution of the scholarship-holders accord- 
ing to subjects of study is given below :

rose in almost geometrie progression from Rs. 30.52 lakhs during 1952- 
: 53 to Rs. 61.56 lakhs during 1953-54 and Rs. 107.89 lakhs during 
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the year under report. 'The share of the three groups of society in the 
total expenditure during the year was as follows :

The State governments continued with their schemes for promoting 
school education among these classes. These included the award of 
scholarships, opening and maintenance of special institutions for them, 
exemption from the payment of school, hostel and examination fees, 
provision of free-lodging, clothing, books and other financial concessions. 
For the engineering and medical courses where admissions were diffi- 
cult, seats were continued to be reserved for them in many institutions. 
Arrangements were also made to supply mid-day meals or milk to them. 
Some State governments had separate departments for the welfare of 
of these communities, while other States had appointed special officers 
for this purpose. 


During the year under report, the total number of institutions 
meant specially for Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Back- 
ward Communities was 13,731 as compared to 13,006 in the previous year. 
The total number of students belonging to these classes, whether pur- 
guing general or special courses also increased from 77,95,431 (61.64, 
050 boys and 16,31,381 girls) to 91,01,922 (71,09,803 boys and 19,92, 
119 girls. The total expenditure incurred on the institutions exclu- 
sively meant for these classes amounted to Ra. 2.51 crores, showing an 
increase of nearly 24 lakhs over the 1953-54 figure Of the total number 
of pupils belonging to these classes, 11,42,159 (9,03,797 boys and 2,38, 
362 girls) received scholarships or stipends of the total value of Rs. 3.76 
erores. Their State-wise details are given iu table XCV. 


5. Education of Girls 


The total number of recognised institutions for girls increased from 
22,354 to 23,088. lt included the following types of mstitutions*: Uni- 
versity 1 (1), arts and science colleges 93 (88), professional colleges 
21 (17) special education colleges 13 (8), high and higher secondary 
schools 1,501 (1,377), middle schools 1,901 (1,891), primary schools 14,925 
(14,711), pre-primary schools 162 (118), vocational and technical schools 
660 (620), social education centres 3,681 (3,394) and special education 
schools 130 (129). The total direct expenditure on all these intstitutions 
amounted to Rs. 14,18,57,786 showing an increase of 8.8 per cent over 
the previous year's figure (Rs. 15,56,17,792). 


The total number of girl students, including those studying m the 
mixed institutions, rose from 75,54,627 to 82,48,303, the rate of in- 
crease being 92 per cent. The proportion of girls in the total enrol- 
ment also increased from 25.9 per cent to 26.4 percent. Nearly 69 
per cent of the girls were reading in institutions meant for boys. Table 
XCVI compares the number of girl pupils according to different stages

creased enrolment. 


The number of girls passing the matriculation and equivalent ex- 
aminations increased from 59,888 to 63,233. The out-put in Intermediate, 
B. A. and B. Se (includmg Hons.), M A. and M. Sc. and professional 
subjects (degree examinations) was 19,488 ; 9,394 ; 1,851 and 3,567 respec- 
tively as against 15,535 , 8,371 . 81,583 and 2,319 respectively in the pre- 


vious year. 


S. N. D. T. University continued to provide facilities for higher 
education, suited to the tastes and needs of women. 


6. Physical Education and Sports 


During 1954-55, Physical Education continued to receive increasing 
attention of the Central and State governments. It formed an integral 
part of the school and college programme. The traimng institutions 
also continued to emphasise the importance of this aspect of education to 
the teachers under traming. Facilities for modern games like hockey, 
cricket, volley-ball, foot-ball, basket-ball, etc., were available in varying 
degrees in all institutions. Mass drill, gymnasbics and atheletics were 
also given proper attention m the institutions. Inter-schoo] and college, 
' inter-university and inter-state tournaments were conducted 1n all major 
games. Moreover, the various sports organisations 10 the States, contri- 
buted their share in the promotion of physical culture of students and other 
youths Shortage of trained instructors and paucity of playing grounds, 
however, continued to hindor progress in this fiold, 


During this year, 8 colleges and 14 schools (excluding gymnasia) 
provided facilities for the training of physical instructors in the country. 
Their details are given ın Chapter VIII. Some States organised rofresher 
and short-term training courses to mitigate the paucity of trained physi- 


cal instructors. . 


The Central Advisory Board of Physical Education and Recreation 
submitted its report on the “National Plan of Physical Education in the 
Country,” The plan made a comprehensive survey of the existing con- 
ditions of Physical Education 1n the country and offered suggestions for 
its development. Consequent upon somo of the suggestions made by the 
Board, two sub-committees were appomted (a) to work out the 'norms 
of Physical Education for boys and girls” and (b) to draw up a syllabus 
of Physical Education for primary and secondary schools. For preparing 
the norms, several State governments were approached with carefully 
planned mstructions to conduct tests of physical efficiency with cer- 
tain age-groups of boys and girls, and submit their resulis. The sub- 
committee for syllabus of physical education met from time to time to 
exchange ideas and work out the details. 


Education paid Rs. 55,000 as grant-in-aid

On the recommendations of the Conference of Presidents of 
National Sports Federations convened .by the Ministry of Education in 
August, 1954, an All-India Council of Sports was set up with the follow- 
ing functions : 


(i) to act as an advisory body to advise the Government of India 
on all matters concerning sports, and 


(ii) to act as co-ordinating agency between National Federations 
and the Government, 


The first meeting of the council was held in November, 1954 at 
which a standing committee of seven members was appointed to serve as 
the executive body of the council. 


The Central Government-assisted the sports federations with sub- 
stantial grants ın order to enable them to improve the standard of sports 
and to send teams abroad to participate in international meets, as also to 
invite foreign teams of repute to India Emphasis was, however, laid on 
the raising of standard of sports and popularising games within the coun- 
try. Schemes for conducting coaching camps by the Sports Federations 
in various fields of sports wero therefore sympathetically considered 


and granis were made. Total grant made during the year was 
Rs. 1,91,500. . 


7. Youth Welfare activities 


During the year, the foundations of youth welfare work were laid 
on sound and scientific basis. The Inter-University Youth Festival the 
first of 1ts kind in the country, was held in. New Delhi from ist to 7th 
November, 1954. About 800 students from 26 umversities participated 
in the festival. The three main objectives of the festival were : . 


(i) to provide Joyous release to youth for their energies and feelings 
and thus to provide cultural channels for self expression ; 


(ii) to draw the pointed attention of the educational authorities to 
the immense educative value of recreational co-curricular acti- 
vities, that have not received due attention in the heavil 
weighted literary curriculum of educational institutions. I 


(ui) to give an earnest feeling to the young of the deep interest 


that the Central Ministry takes in the welfare of coming 
generation, 


During the course of the festival, 350 exhibits cover 


in inti 
drawings, sculpture, handicrafts and photography by the KE Se

displayed. Besides, 22 dramas, 18 radio plays, 12 folk dances, 18 classical 
dances, 44 items of other programme—24 of vocal music, 20 of instru- 
mental music and 11 elocution contests-were arranged. 


Further, the Ministry also conducted 5 leadership training camps 
covering 24 universities, 2 dramatic camps and one principals’ seminar. 


The implementation, of the scheme of Labour and Social Service 
Camps was started for which a provision of Rs. one crore was made in 
the First Five Year Plan. In April, 1954, a committee was constituted 
with officials and non-official members to give unpeius to schools and 
colleges to organise camps for rendering manual service m villages by 
their students. In addition, some voluntary organisations were also 
permitted to conduct these camps with the help of student population. 
The N. C. C. Directorate evinced keen interest and actively participated 
in the scheme by orgamsing labour and social service camps for A, C. C. 
Cadets. During 1954-55, a sum of Rs. 22.5 lakhs was earmarked for such 
camps and the amount was fully utilised in conducting 450 labour and 
social service camps in which 61,887 young men and women participated. 
Tasks undertaken by these youths were of varied type, such as construc- 
tion of roads, desilting of tanks, building of bunds, sanitation 
drive, clearance of slums etc. Girls understood to work with village 
women and children and spread the ideas of health and hygiene, and of 
keeping better homes. 


The scheme of Campus Work Projects envisaged increasing physical 
amenities in schools and colleges It was intended that students should 
undertake to render substantial amount of unskilled labour, and skilled 
labour also, if possible, for construction of open air theatres and swimming 
pools, As may as 42 institutions received grants at 75 per cent of the 
actual expenditure upto a maximum laid down by the committee. The 
prescribed limits were : Rs. 7,000 for an open air theatre, and Rs 15,000 
for a swimming pool. The provision of Rs. 75 lakhs which existed for 
the purpose m 1954-55, was found inadequate. and a number of applica- 
tions were rejected for lack of funds. 


A grant of Rs. 5,000 was paid to Himalayan Society for the purchase 
of equipment for mountaineering and for its popularisation in the country. 
The Central Government also sanactioned a grant of Rs. 8,000 to Youth 
Hostel Association and a sum of Rs 45000 to the West Bengal govern- 
ment on the basis of 50% of actual cost for the construction of 3 youth 
hostels in that State. i 


8. Scouting and Guiding 


During the year under report, "The Bharat Scouts and Guides 
Association” controlled all the Scout and Guide Associations in the States. 
The membership of the association as well as its coverage of social servico 
and developmental activities increased during the year. The handicap- 
ped section of the association received increased attention in the States, 
especially in Bombay, West Bengal, Madhya Pradesh, Hyderabad, 
Travancore-Cochin and Vindhya Pradesh. The Central Government gave 
grant-in-aid amounting to Rs. 57,500 to the association. The -State 
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governments, in addition, paid grant-in-aid to State associations to 
expand their activi ties. 


The Guides section of the Bharat Scouts and Guides Association 
participated for the first time as a full member of the World Association 
of Girl Guides and Girl Scouts in the Fifteenth World Conference 
(Guides) held in Holland in August 1954 At the conference, the World 
Committee budgeted £1,000 per year for 3 consecutive years for guiding 
amongst the refugees in India. India was represented at the Chief 
Commissioners! Conference of Commonwealth countries held at Foxlease, 
England, from July 12 to 16, 1954. The conference agreed to tran, 
at ther traming centre, 3 Indian guiders each year for 4 consecutive 
years free of cost. Under the auspices of the world bureau, a Brownief 
Guido Guiders Training Course was organised from 6th to 16th April, 1954 
on a regional basis for the benefit of countries in the Eastern Hemisphere. 
Seven guiders from India attended it. The association also sent delegates 
to the round table conference held from April, 17th to 27th 1954 and the 
Seventh all-Coylon Rover Moot, Jaffna from 28th to 30th August, 1954. 
The National Headquarters of the Bharat Scouts and Guides Association 
started publishing its monthly journal, “The Bharat Scouts and Guides 
Journal,” The States and local associations also continued to issue 
their journals, periodicals and bulletins. A book on the silent drill 
signals for the various field formations of scout and guide groups was 
also brought out. 


` During the year, All-India Training Commissioners’ Conference were 
hold at Taradevi from May 29 to June 3, 1951 and at Pachmarhi from 
December 26 to 30, 1954. These conferences dealt with the training 
schemes and made important recommendations. 


The Scout Section of the National Headquarters of the Association 
conducted a course for district and assistant district, chief com- 
missioners, in which 23 trainees participated. It also conducted 3 
Himalaya Wood Badge Courses and trained 88 persons. The States 
conducted eleven Himalayan Wood Badge Courses, training 175 scouters, 
2 advanced training Courses, training 101 scouters and 254 preliminary 
training courses trainin 13,403 scouters. 


The Guide Section of the National Headquarters of the Association 
conducted one advanced training course and 7 preliminary training 
courses and tramed in all 179 guiders. The States conducted 73 training 
courses and trained 2,237 guiders. In addition, 8 patrol leader courses 
were organised by the States in which 352 guiders were trained. Bombay 
State ran a campers certificates course attended by 23 guiders. 


During the year, a large number of rallies, traming camps, hikes, 
excursions, etc., were organised both by the national headquarters and 
the State associations. Moreover, in addition to the “good turn” that 
the scouts and guides undertook to do everyday m their individual 
capacities, they assisted in social service, such as collection of funds, 
cloths and food for flood victims, teaching 3 R's to the illiterates, rescue 


work, cleaning of wella and tanks, planting of trees and other develop- 
mental activities. :

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The total stength of scouts during 1954.55 increased from 3,92,032 
to 4,25, 411 and that of guides from 64,854 to 82,912. The State-wise 
distribution of scouts and guides is given in table XCVII. 


9. National and Auxiliary Cadet Corps 


Dunng 1954-55, the National Cadet Corps made substantial 
progress both in strength and organization. The financial arrangements 
between the Central and State governments were revised and it was 
decided that im future the expenditure would be shared equally by both. 
With the increased financial aid from the Centre, it was possible to 
inerease the strength of the Corps approximately by 20 per cent to 2,784 
officers -and 98,775 cadets—930 officers and 38,277 cadets in the senior 
division, 1,669 officers and 54,948 cadets in the junior division and 185 
officers and 5,550 cadets in the girls’ division. In the expansion 
programme special emphasis was laid on girls” division. 


The Auxiiary Cadet Corps also developed ata great speed and 
its strength rose to 9,272 teachers and 4,63,600 cadets during the year. 


The National Cadet Corps and the Auxiliary Cadet Corps made 
great contribution in the field of social service. During summer 
vacations of 1954, about 8,000 cadets of the N. C. C. participated in 
20 special work-camps and built roads, tanks, bunds, canals and 
playgrounds They also provided medical aid to a substantial section 
of rural population and conducted literacy drives. A. CO. C also 
organised special work-eamps during December 195i and January 1955 
in which 12,000 cadets participated. These cadets completed nearly 60 
miles of approach roads m various development blocks. In addition to 
this, they also constructed village ponds, school buildings and repaired 
bunds to prevent soil erosion. 


A sum of Rs. 70,000 was sanctioned as annual training grant to 
the junior division troops of the Army/Navy/Air Wings of the N.C. C. 
raised m public scools in India, which were members of the Indian 
Public Schools Conference ' 


10 Extra Curricular Activities. 


The importance of extra-curricular activities for the homogeneous 
devolopment of the child was widely recognised and as such provision for 
these activities in some form or the other continued to exist in almost all 
educational institutions. The programme for these activities to a certain 
extent, varied from school to school according to local conditions and 
facilities available. In somo States these activities formed part of the 
syllabua and were conducted during the school hours. These activities 
were broadly divided into two groups : 


(a) Cultural and Recreational Activities . These include the or- 
ganisation of.dramatie clubs, debatimg and hterary societies, study 
circles and seminars, bringing out of magazines, conducting of variety 
shows, mock courts, moek panchayats and parliaments’ musical 
concerts, trips and exeursions to places of historical interest and educa- 
tional value, hiking, gardening, tree-planting and indoor and out-door 
games. 
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(b) Socirl Service Activities: These were mostly carried on by 

Red Cross Societies, St. John Ambulance Association, Bharat Seouts 
¿and Guides Association, National Cadet Corps and Auxiliary Cadet Corps ; 
and took the form of rendering service on such occasions as Independence 
Day and Republic Day Celebrations fairs, festivals floods, epidemics, collec- 
tion of Funds for the relief of distressed and destitutes. These activities 
also included development activities such as construction of roads, wells, 


tanks, village cleanliness, sanitation etc. 


11. School Meals 


The scheme of providing mid-day meals to students was in force in 
a small minority of schools in the country The schools or the govern- 
ments were not in a position to undertake this responsibility involving 
heavy financial commitment. Generally, the parents were not alive to 
its necessity. The result was that this vital problem did not receive due 


attention. 


Powdered milk was most commonly arranged forthe students by 
the various managements of the schools in place of mid-day meals. At 
a few places, the schools provided meals to the pupils on payment or 


contributory basis 


The State governments shared full or substantial part of the obliga- 
tion in this respect m so far as schools for backward sections of the society 
were concerned, while they paid grants to afew other schools for this 
In some basic schools, garden products were provided to

Below is given a brief description of the major activities in this field 
in the different States : 


In Andhra and Madras, the supply of mid-day meals to the 
children studying in schools run by the Harijan Welfare Department 
was continued. In Punjab 7,960 stdents in 794 schools were provided 
with milk on the recommendation of the school health officer. In 
Uttar Pradesh, the scheme of providing mid-day meals was suspended 
in the most of the boys' schools where it was in forco but was continued 
in some»of the grils’ schools. A beginning in this respect was also made 
in jumor high schools in the rural areas of the State under the reorienta- 
tion scheme. In almost all the State managed institutions in West 
Bengal, pupils were supplied with mid-day tiffins. A sum of Rs 25,000 
was distributed amongst 45 aided high schools of the State as tiffin 
srants during the year. í ered > E coru ess

ments in this respect. Nineteen high schools in Mysore provided mid- 
day meals to 6,952 pupils. Noon-feeding was coducted in all tho 10 
talugs of the erstwhile Travancore Stato, where compulsory primary 
education was in force. It was also given to poor children in some 
selected areas under thc auspicies of the Travancore Vanchi Poor Fund, 
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In Cochin area, noon-feeding wa 3 conducted in almost all primary classes. 
Some of the secondary schools in Orissa and Dollu had arrangement of 
supplying light .reireshmont during mid-day recoss, for which the. 
students hal to pay. 


12, Medical Inspection of School Children 


Medical inspection of school children was conducted in varying 
degrees in almost aji the States, but tho process was moro or less perfuno- 
tory in nature. Failure to carry out remedial measures suggested, lack 
of follow-up work, paucity of funds, shortage of doctors and ineffecti ve 
cooperation between the school authorities and the parents were the main 
reasons for the unsatisfactory state of affairs. A brief summary of the 
position in different States is given below. 


In Andhra, no organised scheme for the medical inspection of 
school children was in forco. Secondary schools were, however, allowed 
to levy a special fee for this purpose. 


In Bombay, the school health service of the Bombay Corporation 
continued to operate for tho benefit of primary school children. Durmg 
the year, about 8,00 childron received free medical treatment, 129 were 
operated for tonsils, 200 cases of dental defects were treated and 75 
children were supplied with spectacles free of charge. Besides, under- 


nourished pupils were recommended free supply of pasteurized milk 
and proper treatment. Í 


In Madhya Pradesh, government institutions continued to arrange 
for tho periodic medical examinations of students by government doctors. 
A fow non-government institutions also made similar provision. 


In Madras. 196 secondary schools made arrangements for the 
medical inspection of school children and levied a special fee for this 
purpose. Four medical inspecto:s and 3 medical inspectresses conducted 
such examinations in elementary schools under the Madras Corporation. 
Duriag the year, in all, 12,427 boys and 12,498 girls were examined under 
the revised plan of examining school children 3 tunes during the elemen- 
tary stare Out of these, 5,103 boys and 4,739 giris wero found defective. 
Durms the revisits paid to schools during the year, 12,258 children were 
re-examined Of these, 8,199 children having minor ailments were 
treated nt the schools, 1,409 were sent to corporation dispensaries and 
1,073 were referred to government hospitals to bo attended by specialists. 


in Orissa, the School Medical Officer visited government and aided 
high schools and conducted medical examination of boy students. En 
case of other schools, the work was entrusted to Health Officers and 
Medical Officers in-charge of local dispensaries. The facility of medical 
examination of students was extended to schools in the ex-state areas. 


Provision for the medical attendance of resident students also existed in 
government institutions 


In Punjab, free medical aid was provided to the students reading, 
1n government institutions. Medical fee was raised to 4 annas per month 
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por student for creating medical fund to be utilised for the medical 
inspection and follow-up treatment of students for which part-time 
medical officers were appointed During the year, 1,67,955 boys of 
high schools were medically examined. Of 36,801 students with defects, 
19,053 were cured. The middle and primary schools made use of the 
dispensarios and hospitals located in their neighbourhood for the treat- 


ment of their students. 


L 


In Uttar Pradesh, the scheme of detailed medical examination was 
operative in 14 bis towns, where whole-time Health Officers were incharge 
of medical examunalions. In other towns, the school health service was 
performod by Municipal Health Officers. Tho District Medical Officers 
of Health carried out medical inspection of children in district board 
schools. In all 73,446 pupils were examined in 547 institutions, where 
arrangement of detailed medical examination existed, and 2,30,832 stu- 
dents were examined under the ordinary medical examination scheme. 
During the year, 80,218 students were sent to central school dispensaries, 
5,968 cases of dental and eye treatment wore attended by the honorary 
dentists and ophthalmologists of these dispensaries and 794 poor boys 
suffering from defective visions were supplicd with spectacles, free of cost. 


In West Bengal, the Directorate of Education continued to main- 
tain school hygiene units in Calcutta and in some of the municipal towns 
with a view to examining the health of school children Hostels attached 
to government institutions also continucd to provide facilities for the 
medical examination of the residents Under the Rural School Health 
Programm: conducted by the All India Institute of Hygiene, Calcutta, 
the Education Department spent Rs 5,800 for the training of primary 
school teachers of Saugur area in school health work. As many as 72,429 
school children in 1,104 schools were medically examined by the Director 
of Health Services (Public Health), West Bengal. ` 


In Hyderabad, medical inspection in government schools was 
conducted as usual. The schools m the city were inspected once, whereas 
in districts twice a year, Major defects wore referred to specialists and 
poor children with defective visions were supplied with glasses, free of 


cost 


In Madhya Bharat, 2 medical inspectors and one senior medical 
inspector in-charge of the students’ clinic assisted by an assistant 
medical inspector, a compounder and some dressers conducted the 
medical examination of 19,462 students in 116 institutions. 


In Mysore, medical inspection, as usual, was conducted in the 
corporation area of Bangalore, m Mysore city and in 181 mofussil places 
of the State. During the year, D 578 cases of complaints were dealt with, 
of which, 3,450 were reported to be the cases of mal-nutrition 


In Pepsu, schools wore authorised to raise funds at tho rate of -/10/- 
per head per annum for medical examination of the pupils through 


medical practitioners 


Tn Ajmer, urban schools got their pupils examined by qualified 
doctors and the defects reported to the parents concerned. In rural 
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áreas, medical charts were supplied to teachers for the treatment of 
ordinary ailments of the students. 


In A. & N. Islands, the publio health officers conducted medical 
inspection of schools once in a year. 


In Bhopal, school medical and health officers assisted by some 
doctors conducted medical examination of 12 schools of the city. Out 
of the 1,785 children examined, cases of 95 were referred to hospital. 
The guardians of these students were informed accordingly. To cover 
the remaining parts of the State, so far as medical examination of school 
children was concerned, 15 part-time doctors were engaged who examined 
3,000 students in mofussil areas and gave health reports to the respective 
schools.

In Coorg doctors from the local hospitals inspected school boys. 
B.C.G. vaccinabion was given to the pupils of government schools, š 


In Delhi, school children were examined annually by the respective 
school medical officers and the treatment prescribed for the defectives. 
Medical chests for first aid were also maintained in most of the schools. 


la Manipur, there was no regular school medical service except in 
the case of high schools. 'The C.M.O., Manipur, organised medical 
inspection of government schools. 


In Vindhya Pradesh, only high schools provided facilities for medical 
examination of school children. 


13. Education of Displaced Students 


The measures introduced for the benefit of displaced students 
during the years following the partition of the country continued during 
the year under report. Displaced students in the primary and secondary 
schools recoived. freeships and cash grants, while college students and 
those pursuing technical courses were given handsome stipends. During 
the year, a sum of Rs. 1,20,55,742 was ineurred on stipends, freeships 
and cash grants awarded to 2,92,207 students. "Their details ape given

The Central Ministry of Rehabilitation made an allotment of 
Rs. 53 30 lakhs to the various State governments for the education of 
displaced students from Pakistan and Rs. 19 11 lakhs as grants-in-aid to 
the disrupted and  non.disrupted educational institutions providing 
education for the displaced students. 


14. Indian Students Abroad 


During 1954-55, the following Government of India Overseas Scholar- 
ships Schemes were in operation : 


Modified Overseas Scholarships Scheme . Under this scheme, 
scholarships are awarded to teachers of universities and other comparable 
institutions with a view to raising the standard of instruction and re- 
search m the country. During the year, 22 scholars were sent abroad. 
Of the scholars sent abroad under the scheme in previous years, 19 (in- 
cluding 4 under tho old Overseas Scholarships Scheme) returned to India 
after completing their studies. 


Central States Scholarships Scheme: The Central States Scholar- 
ships Scheme is open only to candidates who by birth or domicile are 
residents of Part C States and the Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 
Owing to the increase in the number of these areas as also m the output 
of graduates coming from such areas, the number of scholarships under 
the scheme was raised from I to 5. Three persona were sent abroad 
during the year. 


Indo-German Industrial Co-operation Scheme: Under the Indo- 
German Industrial Co-operation Scheme which was started m 1952-53, 15 
scholars for post-graduate studies in german universities/institutions and 
15 tramees for practical traming in german industrial undertakings were 
sent abroad during the year As many as 33 scholars/tramees, who went 
abroad under the scheme during the previous years returned to India 
after the completion of their studies/training. 


"Foreign Languages Scholarships Scheme: During 1954-55, the 
Government of India instituted a scheme, for a period of three years in 
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the first instance, for the award of 30 scholarships every year to qualified 
Indians for specialisation in certain languages of Asia and Europe. The 
languages chosen and the countries of study were as follows :

The purpose of the scheme, apart from promoting cultural contacts, 
was two-fold, namely to train a band of teachers employed in institutions 
teaching foreign languages, thereby improving the quality of teaching 
and secondly, to provide certain services that require proficiency in 
foreign languages with qualified teaching personnel. Under this scheme, 
12 students were sont abroad during the year. 


Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes 
(Overseas Scholarships) Scheme During the yew 1953-54, the Govern- 
ment of India instituted a scheme for the award of 6 scholarships. two 
each to students belonging to the three groups, namely, Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and Other Backward Classes, for studies abroad During 
the year, of the 6 candidates selected, 5 went abroad under the Scheme. 


Besides, the Government of India gave passage grants amounting 
to Rs. 7,281 to students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 


and Other Backward Classes who wero in receipt of foreign scholarships 
without passage costs. i 


Under the Partial Financial Assistance Seheme, loans amounting 
to Rs. 66,237 were given to 65 Indian students, during the year

Academic Year —For the sake of uniformity the academic year 
in these tables is taken to coincide with the financial year, Le.

Recognised Institutions are those in which the course of study 
followed is that prescribed or recognised by the Government or 
by a University or by a Board of Secondary and Intermediate 
Education constituted by law and which satisfy one or more of these 
authorities, as the case may be, that they attain to a reasonable 
standard of efficiency. They are open to inspection and their 
pupils are ordinarily eligible for admission to public examinations 
and tests held by the Government or the University or the Board. 


Unrecognised Institutions are those which do not come under 
the above definition of recognised institutions. 


Enrolment—For definiteness, the enrolment in the institutions on 
31st March 1955 is taken. 


Expenditure—In calculating the expenditure from Government, 
District Board or Municipal Board Funds, all payments or contri- 
butions from fees and other sources, which are credited to such 
funds, are deducted. 


Local Boards include District, Municipal and Cantonment 
Boards, as well as, Town Area Committees and J'anpad Sabhas. 


Certificated Teachers are those who have obtained any kind of 
Teachers' Certificate other than the one granted on the basis of 
public examination of a Teachers' Training Institution. 


Examination Results refer to those students who were educa- 
ted during the year 1954-55. These include results of private 
candidates also. 


Indirect Expenditure represents the amount incurred on direc- 
tion, buildings, furniture, scholarships and other miscellaneous 
items. lts nature is such that it cannot be apportioned to each 
type of institution.
